Mr.  Lynch,  on  behalf  of  the  Conniiittee  on  Buildings,  presented 
the  following  report: 

Albany,  January  8,  1901. 
To  the  Board  of  Public  liistruciion: 

Your  Committee  on  Ihiildings  respectfully  reports  that  on  the 
20th  day  of  ])c»c(»mber  last,  a  thorough  trial  of  the  merits  of  the 
Kirker-Bender  Fire-escape,  placed  at  School  No.  21  by  its  manu- 
facturei-s.  was  made  in  the  presence  of  the  President  and  several 
members  of  this  Board,  the  Mayor,  the  Commissioners  of  Public 
Works  and  of  Public  Safety,  the  ( •hief  of  the  Fire  Department, 
police  officials  and  a  large  number  of  citizens.  Th(»  trial  was  pro- 
longed and  comi)lete.  Singlo  individuals  first  j)asse(l  through  the 
escape  rapidly,  with   ease  and   without  discomfort.     Afterwards,

several  hundred  school  children  were  sent  down  the  escape  with 
sufficient  rapidity  and  facility  to  make  it  evident  that  were  four 
escapes  in  use  instead  of  one,  the  building  could  be  emptied  in  ten 
minutes  of  the  nearly  eight  hundred  pupils  occupying  the  three 
upper  floors,  provided  the  approaches  were  nuule  dirwtly  accessible 
by  lowering  the  several  windows  used  to  the  level  of  the  bridgc^e. 

The  officials  and  the  citizens  who  wen*  present  were  practically 
unanimous  in  their  ap])roval  of  the  (»scap(\  and  your  committee 
believes  that  this  fonn  of  fir(»-i\scape  .is  the  only  one  that  \\nll  give 
a  high  degree  of  effectiveness?  and,  after  due  delilKTation,  recom- 
mends the  purc»hase  of  a  sufficient  number  to  protect  fully  School 
Xu.  21.  The  condition  of  this  building,  with  its  four  stories,  nar- 
row corridors  and  stairways  and  crowded  attendance  is  more  fraught 
with  threatened  danger  from  fire  or  panic  than  any  other  school  in 
the  city. 

Your  committee*  feels  that,  since  it  will  be  im])ossible  to  protect 
all  the  three-stor}'  buildings  with  the  comparatively  small  fund  now 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Board,  it  would  be  the  wisest  course  to  provide 
Xo.  21  with  a  full  outfit,  although  this  course  would  exhaust  the 
whole  fund,  and  then  api)ly  to  the  city  authorities  for  the  funds 
nc  eded  for  the  protec^tion  of  the  other  buildings. 

The  reconunendation  of  your  connnittee  is  that  four  Kirker- 
Bender  fire-escapes  be  placed  at  School  Xo.  21,  and  the  following 
resolution  is  offered  for  adoption :

On  motion  of  Mr.  Macdonald,  the  request  was  referred  to  the 
member  of  the  Board  in  charge  of  School  No.  2. 
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IMr  McElroy  presented  the  following: 

As  Special  Commissioner  in  charge  of  School  No.  5,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  communication  of  Katharine  F.  Stephens,  I  desire 
to  report  as  follows: 

Leave  of  absence  was  granted  Miss  Stephens  on  April  24,  1900, 
covering  a  period  from  March  1st  to  June  30th.  A  further  leave 
of  absence  was  granted  on  October  23d,  covering  the  period  from 
October  1st  to  December  31,  1900. 

I  am  infonned  that  Miss  Stephens  so  far  recovered  her  health 
as  to  return  to  work  on  June  1st,  and  remained  for  a  week  or  more 
when  she  found  that  she  was  imable  to  continue. 

In  view  of  the  facts  in  this  case,  I  would  recommend  that  the

Fire-escapes. 

Mr.  McElroy  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Build- 
ings, offered  at  the  meeting  of  January  8,  1901,  be  taken  from  the 
table. 

Adopted. 

Mr.  McElroy  then  presented  the  following  statement  and  accom- 
pan>'ing  resolution: 

To  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction: 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  this  Board  I  have  made  a  careful 
examination,  with  Commissioner  ]Maas,  of  the  Kirker-Bendor  fire- 
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escape  on  School  Building  No.  21,  and  in  the  report  which  follows 
1  think  Commissioner  Maas  and  myself  are  entirely  agreed  upon 
the  following  points: 

1.  That  the  Kirker-Bender  fire-escape,  as  constructed  on  tlie 
building  referred  to,  pro\ndes  a  means  whereby  in  case  of  fire 
inmates  of  a  building  who  intrust  themselves  to  the  fire-escape  may 
reach  the  groimd  with  reasonable  safety. 

2.  This  fire-escape  does  not  provide  any  means  whereby  people 
on  the  ground  may  reach  the  upper  stories  of  the  building  to 
rescuie  people  overcome  by  smoke,  in  other  words,  that  it  does 
not  provide  any  means  whereby  people  on  the  ground  may  be  of 
assistance  to  people  in  the  upper  stories  of  a  burning  building. 

3.  That  it  does  not  provide  any  means  whereby  a  fireman  may 
carry  a  hose  to  the  upper  stories  of  a  burning  building  for  the  pur- 
pose of  extinguishing  the  flames. 

4.  That  if  water  from  the  hose  used  on  the  building  should 
enter  the  Kirker-Bender  fire-escape  on  the  upper  floor  in  cold 
weather,  that  ice  would  form  in  the  trough  in  which  people  slide 
to  the  ground,  and  that  on  this  account,  under  such  circumstances, 
the  fire-escape  would  be  very  unsafe. 

5.  That  the  cost  of  this  fire-escape,  even  did  it  fill  the  require- 
ments of  a  fire-escape,  makes  it  impracticable  to  use  it  in  connec- 
tion with  the  schools  of  this  city,  and  we,  therefore,  recommend  to 
the  Board  that  the  resolution  for  the  adoption  of  the  Kirker- 
Bender  fire-escape  for  School  No.  21  be  not  passed. 

We  have  also  examined  carefully  other  plans  for  fire-escapes 
that  have  been  proposed,  especially  the  plans  as  submitted  by  Mr. 
Harry  Campbell,  of  this  city.  We  have  carefully  gone  over  the 
details  of  these  plans  and  have  suggested  certain  changes  with  a 
view  to  convenience  and  to  increase  permanence  of  the  fire-escape 
as  proposed  by  Mr.  Campbell  and  present  Mr.  Campbell's  plans 
and  specifications  cont^iining  these  alterations,  with  his  bid  on  same. 

We  have  carefully  gone  over  these  plans  for  nine  buildings. 
The  construction  of  this  fire-escape  covers  a  structure  built  of  steel, 
supported  on  its  own  foundation,  entirely  independent  of  the 
building.  In  this  structure  an  outside  stairway  of  ample  dimen- 
sions with  a  short  run  of  stairs  is  provided  by  which  two  persons 
abreast  may  pass  in  either  direction  or  one  line  of  people  may  pass 
down  while  another  line  of  people  may  move  up  the  stairs.  This 
structure  throughout  is  made  of  steel  and  the  treads  and  the  land- 
ings and  balconies  are  made  of  the  well-known  ice-cutting  type  in 
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which  the  foot,  pressing  upon  the  ice  which  may  be  upon  the  tread, 
cuts  the  ice  free  and  on  which,  on  account  of  its  open  structure, 
snow  will  not  accumulate.  This  fire-escape  provides  the  following 
features: 

1.  It  provides  a  ready  means  of  escape  from  a  burning  building 
for  all  who  are  able  to  reach  the  structure,  and  provides  this 
escape  by  means  with  which  pupils  and  teachers  in  our  schools  are 
already  familiar,  that  is  by  means  of  stairways. 

2.  It  provides  a  means  by  which  people  on  the  ground  may 
quickly  and  readily  reach  the  upper  stories  of  the  building  and 
rescue  those  in  danger  or  who  may  be  overcome  by  smoke. 

3.  It  provides  a  ready  means  by  w^hich  a  hose  may  be  carried 
independent  of  the  building,  from  the  ground  to  the  upper  stories, 
without  interfering  with  the  use  of  the  same  stairway  for  the 
purpose  of  escape  of  occupants  of  the  building. 

4.  It  provides  a  structure  throughout  that  is  safe  to  travel,  not- 
withstanding that  ice  may  have  formed  upon  the  treads. 

5.  The  cost  of  this  structure  applied  to  a  building  is  approx- 
imately one-fifth  of  the  cost  of  the  Kirker-Bender  fire-escape  used 
for  the  same  purpose;  for  example  in  School  No.  21,  the  estimate 
in  the  report  of  the  majority  of  the  Building  Committee  as  stated 
at  the  meeting  of  this  Board  on  January  eighth,  was  $5,000,  not 
including  the  work  necessary  to  be  done  on  the  building  to  fit  it 
for  the  operation  of  the  fire-escape.  If  sixteen  windows  are  cut 
into  <loor8  which  is  estimated  to  be  necessarj^  for  this  building,  the 
cost  of  this  will  be  about  $480  —  making  an  approximate  cost  at 
School  No.  21  of  $5,480  —  for  the  Kirker-Bender  fire-escape. 

As  wuU  be  seen  from  the  figures  hereafter  submitted,  the  cost 
for  the  same  building,  providing  escape  from  all  rooms,  for  the 
Campbell  fire-escape  is  $1,090. 

We  have  estimated  the  cost  of  equipping  four  school  buildings 
with  Campbell's  fire-escape,  first  giving  the  cost  of  the  work  in 
forming  the  doors  from  the  rooms  to  the  balconies;  and,  second, 
giving  the  cost  of  the  escapes,  as  per  the  bid  of  Mr.  Campbell:

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Mr.  Macdonald  of  this 
Board  be  requested  to  prepare  necessary  amendments  to  the 
charter  of  second-class  cities,  to  fix,  beyond  question,  the  control  of 
school  buildings  and  the  employment  of  janitors  in  the  Board  of 
Public  Instruction.

Mr.  Bendell,  on  behalf  of  the  Special  Committee,  submitted  the 
folloAving  report: 

Albany,  March  12,  1901. 

To  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction: 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  an  expression  of 
*the  sentiments  of  the  Board  concerning  the  retirement  from  office 
of  Mr.  James  M.  Ruso,  respectfully  submit  the  following  minute: 

Mr.  James  M.  Huso  served  as  a  member  of  this  Board  from 
June  1,  1881,  to  January  1,  1901. 
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During  this  long  period  of  service,  he  watched  with  the  keenest 
interest  the  growth  and  expansion  of  our  public  school  system, 
and  was  always  active  and  energetic  in  promoting  every  sugges- 
tion and  plan  that  tended  to  enlarge,  broaden  and  advance  the 
standard  of  public  education.  He  served  creditably  as  a  member 
of  several  standing  committees  and,  in  1887,  he  was  elected 
President  of  the  Board. 

Mr.  Ruso  was  actively  interested  in  the  growth  and  expansion  of 
the  High  School.  His  aid  in  the  organization  and  conduct  of  the 
Teachers'  Training  School,  the  establishment  of  the  merit  system 
for  the  selection  and  appointment  of  teachers,  the  introduction  of 
manual  training  in  the  High  School,  and  his  zealous  efforts  in  all 
details  pertaining  to  his  duties,  merit  the  recognition  due  a  faithful 
and  conscientious  official.

Mr.  McElroy,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  the  janitor- 
ship  of  School  No.  12,  reported  verbally  that  he  had  consulted 
the  C^orporation  Counsel  concerning  the  powers  of  this  Board  in 
relation  to  said  janitorship,  and  presented  the  following  written 
communication  of  the  Corporation  Counsel: 

Albany,  January  30,  1901. 

IIox.   James  F.  McElroy,    131   Lake  A  venue ^  City: 

Djkar  Sir. —  Replying  to  your  question  as  to  the  authority  of 

the   Board  of  Public  Instruction  to  appoint  the  late  janitor  of 

School  No.  12  assistant  to  the  janitor  of  School  No.  4,  and  to  fix 

her  salary,  I  have  the  honor  to  say: 

By  a  recent  decision  of  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme 

Court  in  this  department,  the  care  of  the  school  buildings  of  the 
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city  is  held  to  be  vested  in  the  City  Engineer,  and  that  he,  there- 
fore, has  the  power  to  appoint  such  persons  to  care  for  those 
buildings  as  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  may 
determine. 

The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  has  the  power  to 
fix  the  salary  and  compensation  of  every  city  appointee  no  matter 
by  whom  appointed. 

In  this  view  of  the  case,  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  ha^^ 
not  the  power  to  appoint  an  assistant  janitor,  nor  the  power  to  fix 
the  compensation. 

It  is  my  understanding,  however,  that  the  City  Engineer  and 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  are  of  the  opinion  that 
great  weight  should  be  given  to  the  views  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction  with  respect  both  to  appointments  and  salaries, 
inasmuch  as,  by  virtue  of  their  duties,  they  are  much  better  fitted 
to  determine  what  would  be  advantageous  to  the  department. 

If  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  will  recommend  to  the 
City  Engineer  such  appointments  along  these  lines  as  they  may 
see  fit  and  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  such  com- 
pensation as  they  may  deem  adequate,  and  present  the  same  to 
those  officers,  together  with  such  information  as  may  apprise  them 
of  the  situation  and  allow  them  to  act  with  some  intelligence, 
undoubtedly  the  pur{>ose  sought  by  the  School  Board  will  be 
attained.

Memoranda. 

Mrs.  John  Carey  became  janitress  of  No.  1  about  fifteen  years 
ago.  She  was  transferred  to  No.  12  by  Commissioner  Ham,  after 
spending  one  year  at  No.  1.  She  was  janitress  of  No.  12  con- 
tinuously until  the  building  burned.  She  then  assisted  the 
janitor  of  No.  4,  and  retained  charge  of  the  premises  of  No.  12. 
She  has  kept  the  sidewalk  about  No.  12  free  from  snow  and  ice, 
and  has  swept  the  sidewalks  during  the  summer  months.  The 
sidewalk  belonging  to  School  No.  12  is  about  two  blocks  long,  and 
was  swept  every  morning.  She  cut  the  grass  on  the  lawn  and 
picked  up  papers,  etc.  Slui  also  attended  to  sprinkling  the  lawn, 
and  hose  was  provided  for  that  purpose. 


She  begins  her  work  at  No.  4,  at  11  o'clock  to  11.30,  and  works 
continuously  until  7.30,  or  until  the  cleaning  work  is  completed. 

Xo.  12  School  had  950  to  1,000  scholars,  and  a  large  part  of 
this  number  now  attends  school  at  No.  4.  Her  work  in  the  schools 
is  uniformly  well  spoken  of. 

In  regard  to  the  extra  work  thrown  upon  the  janitor  of  School 
No.  10,  we  desire  to  say,  that  there  are  six  rooms  occupied  during 
the  afternoon  session  by  the  pupils  of  No.  12. 

Also  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolvedy  That  in  view  of  the  delay  in  rebuilding  school  build- 
ing No.  12,  this  Board  decides  to  dispense  with  the  services  of  the 
janitor  of  school  building  No.  12,  beginning  with  the  1st  day  of 
January,  1901;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved^  That  there  be  established  a  temporary  position  of 
assistant  to  janitor  of  school  building  No.  4,  whose  duties  shall

Dr.  Charles  W.  Cole,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  City: 

Dear  Sir. —  I  respectfully  ask  that  you  present  to  the  Board 
of  J^ublic  Instruction,  at  its  next  meeting,  a  request  that  they  tako 
action  extending  tlie  course  at  the  City  Training  School  to  one  and 
one-half  or  two  years. 

The  reasons  that  cause  me  to  ask  the  Board  to  take  such  action 
at  this  time  follow: 

When  the  training  classes  in  the  cities  of  this  State  were  raised 
to  training  schools  in  1897,  the  teaching  of  subject  matter  was 
dropped  and  the  teaching  of  methods  amplified  so  that  now,  instea  1 
of  preparing  in  a  general  way  on  the  subject  of  methods,  we  are 
required  to  give  complete  instruction  and  prepare  for  State  exam- 
inations on  methods  in  the  following  subjects:     History,  Mathe- 
matics,   Language     and    Composition,     Heading,    Phonics    and 
Spelling,  Geography,  Nature  Study  and  Physiology.     In  addition 
are  taught  Psychologj',  History  of  Education,  Pedagogy,  School 
Management  and  General  Method.     Our  classes  are  also  taught 
methods  in  Physical  Culture,  Music  and  Drawing  as  a  prepara- 
tion for  the  practical  teaching  work  in  our  schools.     Despite  this 
increase  in  the  amount  and  character  of  the  work,   the  course 
remains  the  same  length,  i.  e.,  one  year,  as  when  the  institution 
was  a  simple  training  class.    The  effect  of  this  cannot  be  good  on 
young  ladies  still  in  the  growing  period  of  life,  who  have  just 
completed  a  four  years'  academic  course;  nor  does  it  conduce  to 
snch  assimilation  of  their  w^ork,  as  will  enable  them  to  use  it 
effectively  afterwards. 

This  consideration  aside,  however,  I  recommend  the  extension 
of  the  course  for  the  following  reasons: 

It  is  the  trend  in  all  training  schools  through(mt  the  ctmntrv. 
The  cities  of  the  first  class  in  this  State  have*  two-vear  cours(\^.     Of 
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the  cities  of  the  second  class,  Rochester  and  Syracuse  have  courses 
of  one  year  and  one-half,  while  Rochester  is  to  begin  on  a  two- 
years'  course  in  September  next. 

Further,  I  am  informed  that  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Instruction  will  soon  require  a  two-years'  couri?e  in  all  city  training 
schools. 

Our  present  practice  is  to  crowd  all  the  theory  and  as  much  of 
the  method  and  type  work  as  possible  into  the  first  five  months, 
for  the  twofold  purpose  of  giving  the  students  a  chance  on  the 
State  examinations  in  January,  as  well  as  in  June,  and  to  get. 
them  ready  for  the  practice  work  carried  on  during  the  second 
half  of  the  school  year.  Little  time  for  review  and  additional 
theory  is  possible  during  this  second  half  year,  because  of  the  time 
required  for  and  the  strain  resulting  from  this  practice  work. 

We  have  a  very  large  class  this  year  —  so  large  in  fact  that  it 
may  not  be  possible  to  give  them  all  a  full  quota  of  practice  work, 
if  all  remain  in  the  class  until  the  end  of  the  school  year.  To 
place  them  in  other  schools  for  practice  work,  would  necessitate 
the  visiting  of  these  schools  by  myself  or  assistant  and  the  impo- 
sition of  cntic  work  upon  teachers  not  specially  prepared  therefor, 
and  not  receiving  additional  compensation  for  the  extra  service 
thus  required  of  them.  Further  there  is  a  portion  of  the  class, 
which,  while  very  promising,  I  do  not  think  it  wise,  because  of 
their  immaturity,  to  have  placed  on  our  merit  list  at  the  close  of 
this  year,  even  if  they  nominally  secure  the  necessary  require- 
ments for  graduation. 

In  view,  therefore,  of  the  probability  of  our  Ixjing  required  to 
extend  this  course  in  the  very  near  future  by  the  State  and  the 
conditions  just  explained,  it  would  seem  wise  that  the  time  to 
make  the  change  is  now  when  we  have  such  a  large  class.  Some  line 
of  demarkation  should  be  drawn  in  the  present  class;  those  above 
this  should  complete  the  course  this  year;  those  below  should  take 
additional  theory,  plan,  method  and  type  work  the  ensuing 
semester  and  get  their  practice  the  first  semester  of  the  school 
year  beginning  September  next.  This  would  place  only  the  very 
best  of  the  present  class  on  the  merit  list  this  »Iuly,  give  added 
preparation  to  a  very  deserving  number  and  enable  us  to  have  a 
graduating  class  in  1902,  which  would  not  be  the  ease  if  the  course 
was  lengthened  and  all  the  present  class  allowed  to  graduate  next 
June.  If  it  be  urged  that  this  proposition  would  entail  hardship 
on  those  who  entered  this  year's  class  expecting  to  graduate  in 
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June,  the  reply  is  that  such  a  measure  may  save  some  of  them 
from  having  to  take  a  whole  year's  work  over  from  next  Septem- 
ber. But,  assuming  that  all  will  graduate,  many  would  be  placed 
so  far  down  on  the  merit  list,  as  to  prevent  their  not  only  securing 
a  regular  appointment  but  even  the  substituting  necessary  for  an 
annual  advance  on  the  merit  list,  for  many  years  to  come.  This 
additional  semester's  work,  however,  would  probably  bring  them 
out  with  a  higher  standing  than  otherwise  and  enable  them  to 
secure  a  position  a  year  or  two  sooner  than  if  they  graduated  with 
a  low  rank  in  this  year's  class. 

Trusting  that  you  will  urge  the  Board  to  consider  this  proposi- 
tion in  time  to  have  it  go  in  effect  for  the  second  semester's  work, 
should  they  approve  of  it,  and  that  you  will  add  the  weight  of 
your  voice  and  wisdom  to  my  suggestion,  I  remain.

Casings  are  to  be  wide  enough  to  cover  slots  where  folding 
blinds  are  removed.  All  the  above  work  to  match  the  present 
now  in  use. 

Doors  are  to  be  in  pairs,  rebated  one  and  seven-eighths  inches 
thick  of  first  quality  white  pine,  lower  panels  to  be  seven-eighths 
inch  thick,  raised  two  sides;  upper  panels  to  be  glazed  with  double- 
thick  glass;  in  other  respects  doors  to  conform  in  style  with  the 
present  now  in  use. 

Each  door  to  be  hung  with  three  strong  wrought  loose  pin  butts 
of  suitable  size.  To  be  hung  one  and  one-half  inches  from  inner 
edge  of  jamb,  to  admit  of  stops  which  are  to  be  put  on  with  screws. 
Doors  to  swing  out. 

To  each  pair  of  doors  provide  three  large-size  wrought-surface 
bolts,  one  for  top  of  door,  one  for  the  bottom  and  one  across  lock- 
rail.  The  bottom  bolt  to  be  nine  inches  long.  The  top  bolt  to 
extend  within  five  feet  of  floor. 

On  third  story,  where  window  openings  are  recessed  in  dormers, 
tlie  contractor  will  be  required  to  remove  the  present  sash,  replace 
the  same  with  a  pair  of  rebated  sash  the  full  width  and  height  of 
opening  to  be  hung  on  sides  with  three  wrought  butts  of  suitable 
size  (sash  to  swing  out),  and  trimmed  with  a  top  and  bottom  bolt 
and  large-size  cupboard  catch.

General  specification  of  material  to  be  furnished  and  labor  to 
be  performed  in  forming  door  openings  from  the  several  rooms 
to  the  fire-escapes,  as  shown  on  drawings  for  such  fire-escapes  sub- 
mitted by  Mr.  Harry  Campbell. 

Contractor  to  give  building  and  premises  a  personal  examination 
previous  to  estimating,  and  to  bid  on  all  work  necessary  to  com- 
plete the  job  in  every  respect.

Mr.  French,  on  behalf  of  the  same  committee,  presented  tlie 
following  report: 

Albany,  N.  Y.,  April  23,  1901. 

To  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction : 

The  Committee  cm  Finance  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report: 

On  the  19th  of  last  May,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation 
of  the  Committee  on  Instruction,  Miss  Ilattie  Van  Buren  was 
detailed  as  assistant- to  the  Principal  of  School  No.  24,  and  the 
Training  School,  from  September  1,  1900.  Her  salary  was  not 
fixed  at  the  time  because  it  was  uncertain  how  large  a  class  would 
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enter  the  Training  School  or  whether  her  services  would  be  per- 
manently required. 

In  September,  thirty-six  yoiuig  ladies  entered  the  school  and  all 
but  one  of  them  have  remained  thus  far  through  the  year.  Tliis  is 
the  largest  class  in  the  history  of  the  school,  and  it  is  evident  that 
the  services  of  an  assistant  are  absolutely  necessary. 

Miss  Van  Buren's  work  has  been  ver^^  satisfactory  to  the  Prin- 
cipal and  the  Superintendent,  and  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee 
her  salary  should  be  fixed  at  $750  per  annum.  Her  present  posi- 
tion is  much  more  responsible  and  her  work  more  difficult  and  more 
important  than  that  of  the  ordinary  grade  teacher,  and  it  is  only 
justice  that  she  should  receive  an  increased  compensation. 

The  city  receives  from  the  State  one  dollar  per  week  for  each 
pupil  in  the  Ti'aining  School,  making  a  total  of  about  $1,400  for 
the  present  year.  It  is  evident,  therefore  that  the  appointment  of 
an  assistant  in  this  school  involves  no  expense  to  the  city  as  the 
salary  is  paid  by  the  money  received  from  the  State. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts,  we  offer  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  respectfully 
recommends  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  that  the 
salary  of  Miss  Van  Buren,  assistant  to  the  Principal  of  School  No. 
24  and  the  Training  School,  be  fixed  at  $750  per  annum,  from 
April  15,  1901.

Albany  has  outgrown  this  system,  and,  as  I  feel  it  my  duty  to 
keep  abreast  of  the  times  by  using  the  best  plan  extant,  I  ask  the 
Board  to  adopt  the  "  Prang  Elementary  Course  in  Art  Instruc- 
tion," to  go  into  use  next  September.  This  system  is  also  ownc»d 
and  published  by  the  Prang  Educational  Company,  who  have 
agreed  to  make  the  change  without  any  cost  to  tlie  Board.  They 
have  agreed  to  exchange  the  teachers'  handbooks  or  manuals, 
book  for  book;  also  to  take  back  any  unused  drawing  books  at 
cost  price,  whether  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  or  local  dealers. 

The  system  consists  of  six  books,  with  eight  manuals.  Xo 
drawing  books  are  to  be  used  in  the  first  three  years;  all  work 
done  in  these  grades  to  be  executed  on  blank  sheets. 

I  propose   to   conduct  weekly   classes   for   the   instruction   of 
teachers  in  the  new  system  during  the  coming  fall  and  winter,  if 
the  Board  will  grant  my  request  regarding  the  change  asked.

CHAPTER  201. 

An    Act    Providing    for    Fire    Drills    in    the    Schools    of 

This  State. 

Became    a   law,    March    27,    1901,    with    the    approval    of    the 
Governor.     Passed,  three-fifths  being  ])rescnt. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yoi-k,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  principal  or  other  person 
in  charge  of  every  public  or  private  school  or  (Mlucational  institu- 
tion within  the  state,  having  more  than  one  lnin<lred  pupils,  to 
instruct  and  train  the  pupils  by  means  of  drills,  so  that  they  may 
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in  a  sudden  emergency  be  able  to  leave  the  school  building  in  the 
shortest  possible  time  and  without  confusion  or  panic.  Such 
drills  or  rapid  dismissals  shall  be  held  at  least  once  in  each  month. 

§  2.  Xeglect  by  any  principal  or  other  person  in  charge  of  any 
public  or  private  school  or  educational  institution  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  punishable  at 
the  iliscretion  of  the  court  by  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 
Suchfine  to  be  paid  to  the  pension  fund  of  the  local  fire  depart- 
ment where  there  is  such  a  fund. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  education  or  school 
board  or  other  body  having  control  of  the  schools  in  any  town  or 
city  to  cause  a  copy  of  this  act  to  be  printed  in  the  manual  or 
handl>ook  prepared  for  the  guidance  of  teachers,  where  such 
manual  or  handbook  is  in  use  or  may  hereafter  come  into  use. 

j5  4.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  colleges  or 
universities. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  June  first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  one.

A  lower  stop  for  the  doors  to  shut  against  should  also  be  provided. 

Fourth.  Omit  the  slide-surface  bolt  on  lock  nnl,  and  ])rovid(^ 
an  ordinary  form  of  door  knob  simihir  to  those  used  in  the  sclu>ol 
Iniildings,  so  that  one  door  can  always  be  opened  out  from  the 
inside  and  be  locked  to  people  trying  to  gain  access  from  the  out- 
«(le.  It  being  understood  that  the  double  doors  are  provided  with 
glass  down  to  the  locks,  so  that  the  glass  may  bo  broken  an<l  tlic 
knob  reached  from  the  outside.

Tlie  several  written  examinations  for  admission  to  the  High 
Scliool,  which  were  prepared  and  conducted  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  as  required  by  the  rules  of  the  Board,  were  completed 
during  the  week  ending  June  14,  1901. 

Four  hundred  thirty-five  (435)  candidates  were  examined,  all 
but  one  of  whom  were  public  school  pupils.  Four  hundred 
twenty-foiu*  (424)  public  and  one  (1)  private  school  pupils  passed 
the  examinations,  making  the  total  number  admitted  four  hundred 
twenty-five  (425),  twenty-four  (24)  more  than  last  year.

We  desire  to  retain  Cooley^s  Laboratory  Studies  in  Chemistry 
to  be  used  in  connection  with  Williams. 

In  the  course  of  my  attempts  to  arrive  at  correct  conclusions  I 
have  consulted  all  the  members  of  the  Faculty  employed  in  teach- 
ing the  subjects  in  question  and  have  submitted  for  their  examina- 
tion every  book  that  had  any  claim  on  their  attention.  The  result 
is  i)erfect  imanimity  on  the  recommendations  made. 

AVhile  our  decisions  were  based  on  tlie  merits  of  the  books  as 
they  appeared  to  us,  regardless  of  the  opinions  of  others,  it  is, 
nevertheless,  gratifying  to  know  that  in  this  matter  we  are  in  sub- 
stantial accord  with  the  teachers  of  the  State  generally,  as  is  shown 
by  the  inclosed  extracts  from  a  report  of  the  Regents  of  the  Uni- 
versity, showing  the  number  of  books  of  each  kind  used  in  all  the 
schools  under  their  supervision  during  the  last  ten  years. 

It  will  be  observed  that  Avery  is  use<l  in  ten  times  more  schools 
than  any  other  book  in  Physics;  that  Houston  claims  nearly  ten 
times  more  in  Physical  Geography;  that  Williams  heads  the  list 
in  Chemistry;  that  Bergen  is  rapidly  supplanting  Gray  in  Botany; 
that  Burnet  stands  next  to  the  head  in  Zoology  and  that  Blaisdell 
is  well  up  among  the  favorites  in  Physiology. 

I  do  not  understand  that  the  resolution  of  the  Board  under 
which  this  report  is  made  necessarily  calls  for  a  discussion  and 
comparison  of  the  merits  of  the  books  involved  in  the  prepared 
changes.

Many  of  the  old  books  are  almost 
worthless,  and  it  is  almost  impossible  to  purchase  books  of  the 
older  editions. 

We  have  also  a  few  copies  of  Phillips'  and  Fishers'  Plane  and 
Solid  Geometry.  These  are  used  occasionally  in  the  classes  for 
supplementary  work.  The  book  is  published  by  the  America n 
Book  C-ompany. 

Olney's  Trigonometry  has  been  in  use  in  the  school  for  more 
than  thirty  years.  It  does  not  meet  the  modern  requirements 
of  that  subject.  The  books  are  very  old  and  worn.  I  would 
respectfully  suggest  that  a  change  of  t(»xt-books  in  this  snbject  is 
(le!<irable,  and  would  recommend  Wells'  Complete  Trigonometry 
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as  a  book  that  covers  the  whole  ground  without  being  too  bulky 
or  too  expensive.

Hendell,  on  behalf  of  the  sanu*  committee,  presented  tlie  fol- 
lowing communication  from  the  Principal  of  the  High  School, 
su<i:gesting  changes  in  the  course  of  study: 

Albany,  N.  Y.,  Jvhj  6,  1901. 
To  fhp  Board  of  Piihlic  Tusfryrtioji: 

(lENTLEMKX. —  T  re.si)ectfully  recommend  the  following  slight 
change  in  our  "Latin-English"  and  ^^ English  and  Modern  Lan- 
guage" courses: 
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That  in  the  senior  year  of  each  course  you  put  Astronomy  as 
an  optional  study  with  English  Literature  the  first  semester,  for 
the  reason  that  our  "  required  ''  English  course  is  now  given  a  very 
liberal  amount  of  time  and  our  '*  required  "  Science  course  is  very 
limited.  English  is  now  required  in  these  courses  five  times  per 
week  one-half  of  the  first  year,  twice  a  week  during  all  the  second 
year,  five  times  a  week  during  the  entire  junior  year,  and  is  now  an 
optional  study  (and  it  still  would  be  under  the  proposed  change) 
five  times  a  week  for  the  entire  senior  year. 

Required  Science,  on  the  other  hand,  is  limited  to  first  year 
Physiology  to  comply  with  the  Ainsworth  law  (which  as  a  science 
study  amounts  to  very  little),  one  year  of  Physics  five  times  a 
week,  and  a  year  divided  between  Physical  Geography  and  Zoology 
twice  a  week.  Botany  is  optional  one  term  in  junior  year  and 
Chemistry  one  term  in  senior  year.  By  the  arrangement  proi)osed 
we  should  not  lessen  English  for  tliose  who  desire  it  ov  incn»ase 
required  Science*  by  a  single  recitation,  but  slumld  sim])ly  offer 
the  opportunity  for  the  nuiny  not  going  to  college  to  take  an 
exceedingly  interesting  subject  which  many  regard  as  very 
desirable. 

I  may  add  that  we  are  well  equipped  with  both  teachers  and 
api>aratus  for  giving  instruction  in  Astronomy.  The  accompanying 
"course  of  study"  will  show  clearly  the  changes  proposed.

Address  to  the  Members  of  the  Graduating  Class  by  Hon. 
Wm.  L.  Learned,  President  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Instruction  : 

My  Young  Friends. —  The  gradual  advance  of  time  has 
brought  you  onward  from  the  days  of  childhood  through  early 
youth,  till  now  you  have  reached  the  l)order  of  manhood  and 
womanhood.  And  for  many  years  you  have  been  iitting  your- 
selves for  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  mature  life.  The 
progress  has  been  by  slow  degrees.  As  the  poet  says,  ^'  From 
liour  to  hour  we  ripe  and  ripe."  So  that  you  have  perliaps  been 
hardly  conscious,  as  the  days  passed,  of  your  advance.  But  now 
circumstances  have  forced  upon  your  mind  the  fact  that  scliool 
days  are  ended,  and  that  you  are  called  to  go  out  into  the  w^orld 
to  do  your  share.  Such  a  time  may  well  demand  from  you  a  brief 
review  of  the  past.  You  may  well  ask  yourselves,  severally,  what 
have  I  gained  from  all  these  years  of  regular  studies  ?  You  have 
learned  perhaps  some  Latin  and  less  Greek,  some  mathematics, 
some  knowledge  of  English  literature,  and  some  of  one  or  two 
other  languages.  But  have  you  made  the  best  use  of  the  oppor- 
tunities you  have  had  ?  (^an  you  look  back  and  feel  that,  to  the 
utmost  of  your  power,  you  have  gained  what  the  schools  could 
teach  ?  If  you  have  done  this  then  you  may  congratulate  your- 
selves on  a  well-spent  youth.  If  not,  then  at  this  new  starting 
point  determine  that  the  future  shall  make  up  for  the  failure  of 
the  past. 

Ask  yourselves  also,  not  as  to  the  mere  detail  of  acquirements, 
but  as  to  the  whole  and  complete  character  of  mind.  Have  you 
then  gained  sound  wisdom,  good  judgment  ?  Can  you  look  at 
disputed  questions  and  form  an  unbiased  opinion?  Have  you 
mastered  a  true  knowledge  of  the  language  which  you  are  to 
speak;  and  are  you  thus  able  to  make  a  good  use  upon  others  of 
the  information  you  possess  ? 

Passing  now  from  scliool  the  future  is  largely  in  your  o\vn 
hands.  I  suppose  some  of  you  will  enter  at  once  into  the  ordi- 
nary work  of  life.  Others,  it  may  be,  will  still  foUow  a  studious 
course.  But  even  they  will  do  this  in  a  very  different  manner 
from  that  in  which  they  did  the  work  of  this  school.  They  will 
be,  to  a  much  greater  extent,  their  own  masters,  and  will  be  free 
from  the  control  which  was  necessary  here.  So  that  in  every  case 
your  future  conduct  will  have  to  be  guided  largely  by  your  own 
good  judgment  and  your  own  sense  of  duty. 
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And  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  yoii  have,  learned  in  some  good  degree 
from  this  school  that  sense  of  duty,  that  obligation  to  the  moral 
law  of  your  owoi  conscience,  that  will  guide  you  safely  in  the 
dangers  of  life. 

In  these  early  days  of  youth  temptations  are  powerful;  habits 
of  resistance  are  not  well  formed,  and  there  is  a  very  imperfect 
knowleilge  of  the  future  dangers  which  will  come  from  yielding 
to  present  temptations.  Now,  whatever  guards  and  restraints  you 
may  have  aroimd  you,  after  all  you  must  yourselves  be  your  o\vn 
masters.  It  must  rest  witli  you,  each  for  himself,  to  steer  his 
course  as  he  chooses,  to  run  on  the  rocks  if  he  will,  to  sail  in 
safety  if  he  so  determine.  And  it  is  not  merely  knowledge  and 
learning  that  will  guide  you  safely.  Great  abilities  and  great 
acquirements  may  be  used  for  bad  purposes.  You  can  read  every 
day  in  the  newspapers  how  unscrupulous  men  are  using  their 
knowledge  and  their  slirewdness  for  the  injury  of  others;  some- 
times with  success  to  themselves  and  sometimes  with  ultimate 
ruin.  But  one  thing  is  a  sure  guide,  and  that  is,  uprightness  of 
character. 

And  to  aid  you  in  maintaining  that,  remember  that  you  are 
not  to  lead  lives  of  mere  selfishness.  You  are  to  live  for  others 
as  well  as  for  yourselves.  More  and  more  in  these  days  we  talk 
of  the  brotherhood  of  man.  Our  interest  in  men  extends  to  dis- 
tant nations.  We  go  to  war  to  relieve  a  suffering  people.  We 
send  provisions  far  away  to  save  people  from  starving.  And  we 
strive  for  the  time  *^  When  man  to  man  the  warld  o'er  shall 
brithers  be,  and  all  that." 

Xow  let  that  same  spirit  animate  you  in  your  daily  life.  I  am 
not  sure  but  that  it  is  easier  to  be  brotherly  to  a  man  in  India 
whom  you  have  never  seen  than  to  your  next-door  neighbor,  whose 
faults  and  disagreeable  qualities  are  daily  before  your  eyes.  But 
use  your  opportunities.  Be  just  to  all  around  you,  even  at  a 
sacrifice.     If  you  have  power,  exert  it  fairly. 

When  you  came  together  some  four  years  ago,  you  were  largely 
strangers  to  each  other.  You  did  not  know  the  qualities  of  mind 
or  of  heart  of  your  new  associates.  In  these  successive  years  each 
of  you  has  gained  for  liimself  among  the  classmates  a  reputation ; 
it  may  be  for  sound  knowledge,  or  for  a  kind  heart,  or  for  a  gen- 
erous soul.  At  any  rate  you  are  known,  and  quite  accurately 
knowTi  among  each  other,  for  your  good  qualities  and  possibly  for 
your  bad  qualities. 
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Xow  when  you  go  out  into  the  world,  remember  that  you  have 
again  your  reputation  to  make.  You  may  be  placed  among 
strangers  who  know  nothing  about  you.  They  may  not  know 
whether  or  not  you  are  wortliy  of  their  confidence.  Do  not  then 
be  discouraged,  and  do  not  think  that  you  are  treated  with  cold- 
ness and  injiisiice.  Be  patient  and  feel  confident  that  your 
worth,  if  you  liave  it,  will,  in  time,  meet  its  full  recognition. 
Your  ability  and  your  uprightness  will  be  known  in  the  end. 

Let  this  school  liave  the  reputation  of  making  not  merely  sound 
scholars,  but,  what  is  more  important,  of  making  good  men; 
upright,  high-minded  men,  valuable  citizens,  to  whom  the  welfare 
of  the  city  and  the  country  may  be  safely  trustcil.  Such  are  the 
men  whom  we  need  to  carry  us  tlirough  this  time  of  great  pros- 
perity. Such  men  if  ])ossessed  of  wealth  can  use  it  wisely  and 
for  others;  if  in  luimbler  positions  can  show  there  a  purity  and 
truth  of  character  more  valuable  than  the  accumulations  of 
wealth. 

You  sliould  feel  l)oth  now  and  onward  through  life  that  you 
owe  a"  debt  to  the  city  wliicli  has  at  great  cost  afforded  you  the 
opportunity  of  a  sound  and  thorougli  education.  Tliis  debt  you 
can  best  repay  by  leading  such  lives  of  industry  and  uprightness 
that  you  shall  be  a  constant  Idessing  to  the  community.  If  your 
lives  are  spent  in  other  places  than  this  where  you  have  been  edu- 
cated, then  pay  the  debt  of  gratitude  to  those  places.  And  the 
good  which  this  school  has  done  may  thus  extend  far  and  wide. 

Seek  for  prosperity  and  for  influence.  But  let  not  the  search 
be  merely  for  your  own  good.  T^se  both  prosperity  and  influence, 
if  you  acquire  them,  to  make  the  world  about  you  ^viser,  better 
and  ha[)j)ier.  So  will  you  yourselves  gain  in  wisdom,  goodness 
and  happiness. 

Go,  then,  into  the  world  with  our  good  wishes,  fulfil  with 
earnestness  and  integrity  tlie  duties  before  you,  and  thus  repay  to 
the  city  and  the  State  the  benefits  you  have  received.

Report  of  Committee  on  Easton  Literary  Mkdal. 

Albany,  X.  Y.,  Jnne  12,  1901. 

To  Hie  Faculty  of  the  Albany  Ilif/h  School: 

The  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  essays  written  in  com- 
petition for  tlie  Easton  Literary  Medal  submits  the  following 
report : 

The  majority  of  the  essays  give  evidence  of  careful  investiga- 
tion and  treatment.  Many,  liowever,  which  showed  knowledge  of 
the  subject  were  rejected  for  L'^ck  of  simplicity  of  style  and  clear 
development  of  thought. 

The  committee  unanimously  awards  the  medal  to  the  essay 
entitled  "'  A  Summer  Outing,"  signed  "  Whiteface,"  for  its  orig- 
inality and  diction ;  first  honorable  mention  to  the  essay  called 
**  The  Puritan  and  the  Dutchman,"  by  ''  Nantje,"  for  its  schol-

Changes  in  the  Faculty. 

Prof.  Sanford,  by  reason  of  continued  illness,  did  not  rosiune 
his  work  in  the  school  till  January  7,  1901,  having  been  absent 
from  duty  for  an  entire  year. 


Miss  Jean  Dean  Cole,  a  graduate  of  the  Albany  High  School, 
of  the  Albany  Training  School  and  of  Mt.  Holyoke  College,  was 
added  to  our  corps  of  teachers,  and,  in  the  absence  of  Prof.  San- 
ford,  took  charge  of  the  Senior  English  Literature  classes  during 
the  first  semester  and  shared  with  Prof.  Sanford  the  same  work 
in  the  second  semester.  She  also  had  classes  in  Rhetoric  and 
Composition  and  during  the  second  semester  a  class  in  Algebra. 
Miss  Cole's  thorough  preparation,  added  to  natural  tact  and  good 
judgment,  combined  to  render  her  work  highly  satisfactory  both 
in  imparting  instruction  and  in  the  many  duties  that  must,  in  a 
large  school,  be  shared  alike  by  all  teachers. 

Miss  Harriet  Hunter,  another  High  School  graduate,  was 
selected  early  in  the  year  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resigna- 
tion of  Miss  Agnes  O'Malley,  teacher  of  Stenography  and  Type- 
writing. Miss  Hunter  came  highly  recommended  by  the 
president  of  the  Albany  Business  College,  where  she  had  been 
employed  as  teacher  of  Stenography,  and  her  work  in  the  High 
School  lias  proved  that  no  mistake  was  made  in  the  selection. 
She  has  been  successful  with  her  classes  and  very  eflBcient  in  the 
general  clerical  work  that  naturally  falls  to  the  teacher  of  her 
department. 

Miss  Katherine  V.  Rankin,  a  former  High  School  graduate  who 
was  selected  as  teacher  of  Drawing  in  place  of  Miss  Elizabeth  B. 
Hailes  (resigned)  brought  to  the  position  enthusiasm  for  the  work 
and  experience  of  several  years  of  successful  teaching.  Beside 
conducting  her  special  department  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner, 
Miss  Rankin  has  sho\vn  herself  a  willing  helper  wherever  her 
assistance  was  needed,  and  has  in  every  way  proved  a  valuable 
accession  to  our  efficient  corps  of  teachers. 

Misses  Emma  Meyer,  Joan  (\irroll  (since  deceased)  and  Helen 
Sheehy  acted  as  substitutes.

In  distributing  the  pictures  about  the  building  two  objects  were 
kept  in  view,  first,  their  educative  influence,  and,  second,  the 
beautifying  of  our  rooms  and  corridors. 

Our  High  School  experienced  an  irreparable  loss  in  the  death 
of  Gen.  John  F.  Rathbone  March  20,  1901. 

The  following  memorial,  unanimously  adopted  by  the  teachers 
and  pupils  of  the  Albany  High  School,  at  a  meeting  held  in  the 
chapel  Friday,  March  22,  1901,  but  faintly  expressed  their  appre- 
ciation of  the  man  and  their  sorrow  at  his  death : 

**  With  great  sorrow  have  the  teachers  and  pupils  of  the  Albany 
High  School  learned  of  the  death  of  Gen.  John  F.  Rathbone. 

"  By  his  generosity,  his  untiring  interest  in  our  welfare,  his 
frequent  visits  to  our  chapel  exercises  and  his  words  of  encourage- 
ment and  good  cheer  he  had  endeared  himself  to  every  teacher 
and  pupil.  His  presence  was  always  a  benediction  and  his  words 
were  an  inspiration  to  brave  and  generous  living.  He  was  beloved 
by  every  member  of  the  school,  and  his  deatli  brings  sorrow  to 
every  heart. 

"  We  realize  that  in  the  death  of  General  Rathbone  our  city 
has  lost  one  of  its  noblest  and  most  honored  citizens,  and  our 
school  has  lost  a  friend,  than  whom  no  one  was  more  beloved  and 
respected.  We  shall  miss  his  genial  presence  and  inspiring  words, 
but  the  memory  of  his  exalted  character  and  noble  life  will  remain 
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as  a  perpetual  influence,  urging  us  to  loftier  ideals  and  nobler 
living. 

"  To  the  members  of  General  Rathbone's  family  we  extend  our 
heartfelt  sympathy  in  tlieir  great  bereavement." 

Resolutions  similar  to  the  above  were  adopted  by  the  Senior 
Class,  of  which  he  was  an  honorary  member,  and  by  the  various 
literary  societies. 

The  "  Rathbone  Medal  "  for  excellence  in  reading  —  given  for 
so  many  years  by  the  General  —  is,  by  the  generosity  of 
Mrs.  Rathbone,  to  be  continued. 

At  the  Class  Day  exercises,  held  in  the  High  School  Chapel 
June  fourteenth,  two  massive,  beautifully-carved  mahogany  chairs 
for  the  chapel  stage  were  presented  to  the  school  by  the  members 
of  the  Class  of  1901.  The  presentation  address  was  made  by  the 
Class  President,  Mr.  ilortimcr  S.  Cole,  and  was  in  part  as 
follows : 

'^  The  hands  ever  move  persistently  and  relentlessly  on  the  dial 
of  time.  Another  era  of  our  lives  is  about  to  close.  Four  years 
have  we  been  companions,  classmates,  friends.  Alas!  the  time 
approaches  when  we  must  say  farewell. 

"  This  school  has  been  our  training  camp.  Here  have  we  been 
preparing  for  the  sterner  conflicts  of  life,  its  vicissitudes,  its 
victories.     Here  have  we  been  forecasting  our  destiny. 

"  To-day  the  light  of  hope  brings  joy  and  inspiration,  a  joy 
somewhat  tinged  with  sadness  when  we  consider  the  pleasant 
scenes  and  associations  that  w^e  must  soon  leave  forever.  We  have 
been  wandering  through  the  mazes  of  a  sweet  dream  and  lingering 
lovingly  amid  its  enchantments.  To-day  we  are  turning  the  glass 
of  fancy  upon  the  future,  demanding  what  it  may  reveal.  We 
know  that  these  bright  visions  may  not  all  be  realized,  but  our 
guardian  angel  whispers:  '  Seris  tibi  —  tihi  metis'  (you  sow  for 
yourself  —  you  reap  for  yourself).  We  have  so^^'^l  for  ourselves 
here.  Let  us  ^  go  forth  to  meet  the  shadowy  future  mthout  fear 
and  with  a  manly  heart!  ^     *     -^     -^ 

"  My  classmates,  it  is  no  small  matter  to  enter  the  arena  of  our 
life's  struggle.  It  means  that  either  we  are  to  me^t  success  or 
failure!  But,  whichever  wc  achieve,  we  shall  look  back  upon 
childhood's  opportunities,  realizing  tliat  we  were  then  but  rough 
marble  in  the  hand  of  the  sculptor. 
36 
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"  One  of  the  grandest  and  most  noble  instincts  of  the  humati 
race  is  the  unconquerable  desire  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  suc- 
cessful achievements.  The  ancient  Greeks  and  Romans  were 
wont  to  give  prominence  to  great  events  by  erecting  beautiful 
sculptured  columns  or  arches.     *     ^     ^ 

"  Long  have  we  been  soldiers  under  an  honored  general ;  and, 
as  we  assemble  to-day,  it  is  no  more  than  human  that  we  desire 
to  present  our  tokens  of  love  to  the  Albany  High  School.  These 
chairs  are  simple  expressions  of  the  love  we  feel  and  a  pledge  that 
we  shall  always  fondly  cherish  the  memory  of  our  Alma  Mater. 

"  Principal  Robinson :  We  know  and  realize  that  as  class  after 
class  passes  out  and  into  the  world  names  and  faces  are  soon 
forgotten.  We  keenly  feel  the  weight  of  obligation  which  the 
past  four  years  have  accumulated.  Therefore,  kind  sir,  on  behalf 
of  the  Class  of  1001,  allow  me  to  present  to  the  Albany  High 
School,  through  you,  these  memorials.  Let  them  be  the  retreat 
for  your  reflections;  and,  as  thoughts  and  recollections  flit  through 
your  mind,  may  pleasant  mejuories  always  surround  the  members 
of  the  Class  of  1901.

Although  this  report  closes  with  the  date  of  August  thirty-first, 
it  seems  eminently  proper  that  it  shouhl  contain  an  account  of 
the  very  impressive  memorial  ex(»rcises  held  in  the  High  School 
Chapel  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  Septend)er  18,  1901,  in  honor 
of  our  martyred  President. 

The  following  account  of  the  exercises  is  from  The  Argus: 

Mp:mokial  ExKKcisKs. 

On  Wednesday  afternoon  the  school  was  gathered  in  the  chapel 
and  memorial  exercises  were  held  for  the  country's  great  states- 
man and  soldier,  William  McKinley.  The  chapel  stage,  which 
on  many  occasions   is  gay  with   bright  colors  of  t\\e  d\^eT^Tv\, 
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societies  and  classes,  was  covered  with  sombre  black.  The  flags 
which  are  used  on  Memorial  and  Flag  Days  were  there,  but  on 
each  was  a  badge  of  mourning.  The  pictures  of  Washington, 
Lincoln  and  Garfield  wore  also  appropriately  draped,  and  on  an 
easel  was  a  large  portrait  of  William  McKinley. 

On  the  stage  were  seated  Alayor  Blessing,  Hon.  W.  L.  Learned, 
Superintendent  of  Schools  Cole  and  (^aptain  Goldman,  of  the 
regular  army.  The  exercises  opened  with  the  hymn  "  Abide 
With  ^le."  Tliis  was  followed  by  the  late  President's  favorite 
*'  Lead,  Kindly  1  Jght.''  Prof.  Robinson,  with  a  few  well-choseu 
remarks,  introduced  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion, Hon.  W.  L.  Learned.  His  address  was  worthy  of  the 
speaker  and  the  occasion.  The  large  audience-room  was  perfectly 
still  and  the  silence,  whenever  the  speaker  paused,  was  almost 
oppressive.  After  the  address  the  school  sang  the  death-bed 
hymn  of  President  ilcKinley,  *'  Nearer,  My  God,  to  Thee."  This 
ended  the  exercises,  which  will  always  be  remembered  by  all  who 
witnessed  them  as  beautiful  in  their  simplicity  and  impressive  in 
their  solemnity. 

President  Learned's  Address. 

The  tumult  and  anxiety  of  the  Spanish  war  had  passed  away. 
For  the  strength  of  this  country  at  sea  and  on  land  had  over- 
powered the  enemy.  The  island  of  Cuba  had  been  freed  from  the 
oppressor,  and  the  far-off  islands  of  the  East  had  come  into  our 
possession.  Hawaii  had  united  with  us,  and  Porto  Rico  had 
become  ours.  The  wealth  and  power  of  the  nation  had  expande<l 
in  proportion  to  its  growth;  and  we  were  taking  rank  among  the 
foremost  powers  of  the  world.  A  fierce  and  senseless  outburst 
against  our  citizens  resident  in  China  had  been  resisted  with 
courage  and  firmly  put  down.  Prosperity  filled  the  country; 
commerce  flourished;  industry  rejoic<^d.  The  President  under 
whom  these  events  had  occurred  had  been  again  called  to  his  office 
by  a  grateful  j)e(>i)le,  and  could  well  anticipate  another  term  as 
glorious  in  the  victories  of  peace  as  the  former  term  had  be^ji  in 
the  victories  of  war.  He  had  journeyed  from  East  to  West  of 
our  great  continent,  seeing  everywhere  prosj)erous  and  contented 
lives  and  welcomed  at  every  place  by  enthusiastic  and  admiring 
crowds.  No  sadness  marred  his  travels,  except  the  illness  of  his 
beloved  wife,  and  even  tliat  cause  of  !?orrow  had  been  remove<I. 
From  that  journey  with  all  its  varied  scenes,  its  wonderful  con* 
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trasts  and  its  marvelous  evidences  of  growth  and  prosperity  he 
had  safely  returned  to  resume  his  important  duties. 

To  show  to  ourselves  and  to  the  world  what  we  had  done  in 
art,  in  science,  in  industry  and  in  commerce,  an  exhibition,  had 
I>een  estahlished  in  our  great  city  by  the  lake.  Buildings  and 
waterways  had  been  constructed,  forming  a  brilliant  place  for  the 
display  of  human  skill.  And  there  for  week  after  week  thousands 
had  come  to  admire  and  to  enjoy. 

To  this  scene,  the  demonstration  of  what  our  citizens  could  do 
in  supplying  the  needs  of  civilization,  the  President  was  invited ; 
and  he  came,  a  welcome  guest,  tilling  out  completely  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  whole  nation  the  joyfulness  of  all  hearts  in  the 
nation's  great  career.  To  those  present  he  spoke  in  words  of 
wisdom  and  encouragement,  and  far  and  wide  through  the  country 
his  speech  was  quickly  spread.  The  country  was  at  peace,  its 
citizens  were  many  of  tliem  seeking  rest  and  recreation  in  the 
mountains  or  by  the  sea,  and  everything  spoke  of  the  happiness 
of  a  great  people. 

Suddenly,  as  it  were  a  flash  a  lightning  in  a  clear  sky,  came 
the  news:  *'  The  President  has  been  shot."  It  spread  everywhere 
most  rapidly  and  changed  happiness  into  grief.  The  news  seemed 
incredible.     But  it  was  true. 

We  may  recall  that  nearly  1,1)00  years  ago  the  warmest  mark 
of  friendly  greeting  which  could  be  given  was  used  to  betray  to 
death  Ilim  who,  even  by  the  skeptic,  is  acknowledged  to  have  been 
one  of  the  purest  and  noblest  of  our  race.  So  -we  see  that  in  this 
(lay  also  the  dark  design  of  an  evil  heart  could  be  hidden  under 
the  forms  of  good-will  and  friendship.  While  the  President,  in 
the  bright  and  sunny  day,  amid  the  glories  of  the  exhibition, 
stood  receiving  with  open  kindness  the  greeting  of  his  fellow- 
citizens  as  they  pass(?d,  and  giving  to  (jach  the  friendly  grasp  of 
his  right  hand,  there  approached  him  a  num  whose  right  hand  was 
boimd  with  a  liandkerchief,  as  if  to  i)rotect  some  injured  place. 
This  man  extended  his  left  hand  in  salutation,  and,  as  he  did  so, 
tired  the  pistol  which  had  been  concealed  by  the  handkerchief. 
The  burning  fragments  of  the  handkerchief  fluttered  to  the 
ground.  \  bullet  had  pierced  the  President's  body.  He  stood  a 
moment,  then  fell  back  into  a  chair. 

O,  what  a  fall  was  there,  my  coiintrymen! 
Then  1  and  you,  and  all  of  us,  fell  down, 
Whilst  bloody  treason  flourished  over  us. 
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It  is  now  known  that  the  wound  was  necessarily  fatal.  But 
then  surgical  aid  seemed  to  promise  recoverv' ;  and  for  a  week  the 
country  lived  in  anxious  hope,  watching  eageriy  every  bulletin. 
Favorable  news  spread  daily  through  the  country  and  thankful- 
ness filled  our  hearts.  Then  there  was  a  change.  All  hope 
departed,  and  with  sorrowful  faces  and  sinking  hearts  we  waited 
for  the  inevitable  end.  It  came  peacefully  and  painlessly;  and 
he  who  of  all  our  late  Presidents  had  most  won  the  affection  of 
the  people  passed  from  earth.  To-day  the  solemn  train  has  borne 
his  remains  from  the  capitol  where  he  labored  for  his  country  to 
the  liome  which  he  loved. 

And  not  only  our  own  coinitrv  l)ewails  his  deatli.  From  all 
countries  come  the  expressions  of  deep  sympathy  and  grief.  A 
c(mimon  sorrow  surrounds  nearly  all  parts  of  the  world,  and  shows 
the  wide  appreciation,  not  merely  of  our  loss,  but  of  the  worthiness 
of  the  man.  Such  widespread  aympathy  is  not  only  grateful  to 
our  feelings,  but  is  a  mark  of  the  growing  sense  of  the  brother- 
hood of  the  race,  which  no  oceans  can  sever  and  no  varying  relig- 
•  ions  can  destroy. 

It  is  not  long  ago  since  the  ruler  of  the  other  great  English- 
speaking  nation  was  taken  away.  But  she  had  reached  th^ 
ordinary  limit  of  life.  Xo  violence  broke  the  thread,  and,  like  a 
shock  of  corn  fully  ripe,  she  sank  to  rest.  He  for  whom  we  mourn 
was  not  so  blessed.  He  was  still  in  the  full  vigor  of  life,  reason- 
ably looking  forward  to  many  years  of  usefulness  or  rest.  lie 
was  far  from  the  days  of  feebleness  and  decay. 

Had  he  died  in  the  ordinary  course  of  life  by  disease  or  by  any 
common  accident  our  grief  might  have  been  no  less.  But  we  are 
filled  with  indignation  that  in  a  large  assembly  of  loving  and 
admiring  citiz(»ns  who  were  crowding  to  greet  him  and  in  the 
verv  act  of  courtesy  an  assassin,  not  influenccnl  by  any  persona! 
grievance,  should  have  struck  down  this  valuable  and  useful  life. 

Three  times  within  the  memory  of  very  many  now  living 
has  a  President  of  our  country  been  murdered.  In  the  other 
instances  Ave  can  understand  the  motive  or  the  impelling  cause. 

Lincoln  fell  a  mai^yr  to  the  passions  and  excitement  of  a  four 
years'  civil  war.  The  South  had  been  defeated  in  their  brave 
but  foolisli  attempt.  They  had  lost  lives  and  property,  and  the 
outlook  was  dark.  The  murderer  attributed  these  evils  to  Lincoln 
and  on  him  sought  to  avenge  the  sufferings  of  the  South. 
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The  murderer  of  Garfield  was  disappointe<l  in  his  seeking  for 
office  and  attributed  his  disappointment  to  the  President.  He  was 
also  of  an  unbalanced  mind^  though  probably  not  insane. 

But  what  can  be  said  of  the  recent  murderer!  lie,  or  his 
y)arents,  had  come  from  a  country  where  they  felt  themselves  to  be 
oppressed,  and  luid  sought  frecnlom  here.  Here  they  had  found  it 
with  protection  of  the  law  for  life  and  property.  The  President, 
as  the  head  of  the  nation,  was  the  representative  of  all  that 
secured  them  liberty  of  lif(?  and  action.  He  had  done  them  no 
wrong.  He  had  assumed  no  ostentatious  rank  which  separated 
him  from  them.  And  on  the  day  of  the  crime  he  was  mingling  in 
a  free  and  social  nuinn(»r  witli  his  fellow-citizens.  This  very  free- 
dom gave  the  opportunity  which  the  murderer  took.  There  could 
have  been  no  personal  feeling  against  the  man.  The  crime  must 
have  been  aimed  at  the  office.  This  thought  is  pregnant  with  warn- 
ing. For  if  war  is  to  be  waged  against  government,  however  mild 
antl  just  that  government  may  be,  then  we  need  to  arouse  ourselves 
for  our  protection,  lest  this  crime  be  not  merely  tlu^  act  of  an  indi- 
vidual, but  the  expression  of  the  views  of  many.  If  it  be  so,  let  us 
hope  that  the  horror  which  has  filled  the  country  at  this  crime  may 
awaken  wiser  thoughts  in  those  wdiosc*  foreign  experience  has  led 
them  to  look  on  all  governments  as  oppressive. 

From  the  time  when  still  a  youth  he  entered  tlie  army  during 
the  Civil  War  down  to  the  day  of  his  deatli  McKinley  was  nearly 
always  in  the  service  of  his  country.  He  did  his  duty  bravely 
(hiring  the  war  and  at  the  close  retired  witli  the  rank  of  major. 
Then,  one  after  another,  he  was  called  to  high  civil  offices  until 
at  last  he  was  made  President.  It  was  in  this  high  position  that 
lie  most  thoroughly  won  tlie  esteem  and  affection  of  the  people, 
ifen  might  differ  from  him  in  political  views,  but  in  the  end  no 
one  doubted  liis  honesty  an<l  his  sincerity,  his  earnest  desire  to  see 
the  right,  and,  when  seen,  to  follow  it. 

During  the  President's  first  term  of  office  a  great  change  occurred 
in  the  situation  of  the  Unite<l  States  in  respect  to  other  countries. 
The  appeals  on  behalf  of  the  Cuban  revolutionists  for  help,  the 
destruction  of  the  Maine  and  the  story  of  tlie  suffering  on  that 
island  united  to  arouse  a  feeling  among  the  people  that  relief  should 
he  given  by  force,  if  nothing  else  would  answer.  As  to  the  expedi- 
ency of  doing  so  there  was  a  great  diversity  of  opinion.  The 
President  seemed  for  a  time  opposed  to  this  course,  but  the  voice 
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of  the  country  appeared  to  be  too  strong  to  be  thwarted,  and  the 
war  began.  Some  of  the  results  were  unforeseen,  especially  the 
destruction  of  tlic  Spanish  power  in  the  Philippines.  That 
destruction  brought  to  us  new  and  perplexing  questions  to  be 
decided,  and  on  these  public  opinion  was  not  only  diverse,  but 
was  very  bitterly  expressed.  Tliis  condition  of  affairs  continued 
for  some  time,  and  became  mixed  up  with  party  matters  in  our 
country.  Much  was  said  unwisely  and  unjustly.  But  at  last 
there  was  a  general  approval  of  the  President's  course  in  meeting 
these  unforeseen  difficulties.  And  liarsli  words  flew  away  to  join 
the  old  and  now  long-forgotten  abuse  of  Jefferson,  of  Lincoln  and 
of  Washington,  for  it  would  be  a  useful  lesson  to  the  modem 
writer  of  political  criticisms  to  see  the  language  which  his  prede- 
cessors used  in  their  day  of  tlie  men  who  are  now  venerated  as  the 
worthiest  of  patriots. 

The  result  was,  to  use  the  words  of  another,  that  the  President 
"  was  understowl  and  n^eognized  by  the  whole  people  as  the  faith- 
ful, conscicMitious,  resourceful,  able  and  genuine  man  he  was. 
They  had  formed  their  own  true  and  just  estimate  of  him  and  it 
was  final." 

His  terms  of  office  will  be  ever  remembered  as  the  time  when 
our  nation  entered  into  wider  and  more  extended  relation^  towards 
the  whole  world.  It  is  not  strange  that  some  cautious  persons 
have  feared  the  change.  But  certainly  if  in  the  progress  of  time 
such  changes  must  come,  we  may  rejoice  that  a  wise  and  prudent 
ruler  stood  at  tlie  head  of  the  nation,  seeking  only  the  best  good 
of  his  country  and  of  the  world. 

In  forming  his  judgment  he  listened  for  tlie  opinions  of  the 
people,  and  if  they  seemed  to  be  correct,  lie  was  willing  to  be  influ- 
enced by  them.  There  is  a  medium  course  of  action  between  his 
who  obstinately  adheres  to  his  own  judgment  in  spite  of  all  the 
opinions  of  the  great  mass  of  the  people,  and  his,  on  the  other 
hand,  who  with  no  judgment  of  his  own  yields  constantly  to  the 
popular  breath.  This  medium  Mclvinley  seems  to  have  walked 
in.  For,  in  a  popular  government  like  ours,  the  result  from  the 
various  conflicting  views  of  men  of  different  characters  and  from 
different  places  deserves  much  respect  from  the  rulers  of  the 
nation.  And  witli  this  wisdom  of  action  there  was  in  our  deceased 
President  a  sympathy  and  a  kindness  which  endeared  him  to  all 
who  met  him ;  a  truly  lovable  character  which  begot  love  as  such 
character  always  will.     And  this  was  no  outside  show  of  kind- 
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nesSy  but  it  was  based  on  goodness  of  heart.  It  was  said  that 
as  he  was  falling  from  the  eifect  of  the  fatal  shot  and  saw  men 
seizing  the  assassin,  he  said:  *"  Do  not  hurt  liini."  I  cannot  say 
that  the  incident  has  been  correctly  reported,  for  in  the  confusion 
of  such  a  moment  mistakes  may  be  made.  But  the  remark  must 
have  been  characteristic,  even  if  it  was  invented.  And  through 
the  following  week  of  anxiety  the  same  gentle  and  kindly  dispo- 
sition was  shown. 

One  of  our  own  fellow-citizens  has  gathered  in  a  book  the  last 
words  of  many  men  and  women,  uttered  as  earth  was  fading  from 
the  sight;  words  of  joy,  words  of  hqpe,  words  of  triumph.  Could 
any  words  sound  more  sweetly  than  those  said  to  have  been  uttered 
by  the  dying  President : 

"  Good-bye  all ;  good-bye.  It  is  God's  will.  Let  His  will,  not 
ours,  bo  done.'' 

Followed  by  the  lines  from  the  familiar  hymn : 

"  Though  like  a  wanderer, 
The  sun  gone  down, 
Darkness  be  over  me, 
My  rest  a  stone." 
And 

"  Angels  to  beckon  me 
Nearer,  my  God,  to  Thee." 

And  so,  foully  done  to  death,  there  passed  from  earth,  amid  a 
nation  of  mourners,  one  of  the  rulers  of  mankind,  whose  domestic 
affection,  whose  faithfulness  to  duty,  whose  wisdom  of  action, 
whose  purity  of  purpose  and  whose  warm,  lieartfelt  kindness  liad 
gained  him  the  love  and  esteem  of  his  fellow-citizens  and  of  men 
of  other  nations.     Truly  he 

Hath  borne  his  faculties  so  meek,  hath  been 
So  clear  in  his  great  office,  that  his  virtues 
Will  plead  like  angels  trumpet-tongued  against 
The  deep  damnation  of  his  taking  off. 

And  while  we  follow  in  our  hearts  that  funeral  train  which  has 
been  this  day  moving  westward  to  his  last  resting  place,  let  us 
remember  with  our  sympathy  that  stricken  widow  wlio,  as  the  car 
was  on  its  way  to  Washington,  asked  once  more  to  see  tlie  loved 
face,  and  then  sat  gazing  at  that  countenance  which  had  never 
before  failed  to  return  her  looks  with  the  tenderest  affection. 
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Look  back  at  the  long  line  of  Presidents ;  men  of  varying  char^ 
acter  and  varying  ability;  men  of  different  political  views;  men 
of  differing  views  of  government,  and  we  may  boldly  say  of  all 
that  they  were  worthy  men.  Can  any  other  line  of  rulers,  whether 
emperors  or  kings  or  of  any  other  name  compare  in  purity  and 
integrity  ?  And  to-morrow  at  Canton  shall  be  laid  at  rest  one  tio 
less  worthy  than  the  Ijcst  of  his  predecessors,  beloved  by  his  fellow- 
citizens  and  mourned  not  here  only,  but  in  all  civilized  countries, 
William  McKinley. 

My  young  friends,  T  have  spoken  to  you  of  the  moral  character 
of  our  late  Presi<lent.  I  have  not  dwelt  so  much  on  what  he  did 
as  upon  what  he  was.  When  we  are  young  we  admire  strength 
of  body  and  physical  power.  As  we  grow  older  we  think  more 
highly  of  intellectual  force,  and  we  admire  tlie  man  whose  mind 
can  effect  much  in  science,  in  art,  in  literature,  in  government. 
But  as  wo  advance  still  farther  in  life  we  see  that  there  is  yet 
something  better  than  -even  these  (pialities.  That  better  thing  is 
goodness.  Goodness  embracing  honesty,  purity  of  life  and  love 
of  our  fellow-man.  When  the  close  of  life  comes,  as  it  must 
come  to  us  all,  then  the  question  must  be  not  what  great  things 
we  have  done,  but  what  we  really  are  in  our  inmost  hearts.  That, 
too,  is  the  real  question  every  day  of  our  lives,  although  we  may 
not  believe  so.  Therefore,  I  have  not  desired,  in  speaking  of  the 
late  President,  to  stimulate  you  in  ambition's  ways;  to  say  that 
you,  too,  may  hold  high  office.  But  I  have  spoken  to  you  of  the 
goodness  of  the  man  and  of  the  affection  which  that  goodness 
gained  for  him.  And  this,  you  will  see,  has  been  the  keynote  of 
all  the  eulogies  which  have  been  uttered.  Learn  this  lesson  from 
this  sad  event.  Rise  above  the  temptations  of  youth.  And  live 
your  lives  in  tbe  love  and  fear  of  God,  your  Heavenly  Fatlier. 

As  for  the  man  who  committed  this  awful  crime,  I  am  thankful 
that  the  fury  which  was  naturally  felt  against  him  has  been 
restrained,  an<l  that  he  is  to  have  a  lawful  trial.  It  would  have 
been  sad  if  his  lawless  act  had  given  occiision  for  another.  It  is 
difficult  for  us  to  understand  what  motive  impelled  him.  If,  as  is 
said,  it  was  the  desire  to  break  dovm  all  government  by  putting 
rulers  in  fear,  and  if  such  desires  exist  to  any  extent  here,  it  is 
your  duty  to  strive  to  correct  them.  Such  views  have  arisen  where 
governments  are  unjust  and  oppressive  in  their  operation;  and  the 
prejudice  thus  created  is  carried  and  applied  even  to  the  most 
just   governments.     If   governments    grow    corrupt,    they    grow 
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tyrannical.  You  are,  or  soon  will  be,  a  part  of  the  people  who 
govern.  Use  your  power  to  make  all  government  pure  and  just. 
So  shall  all  ground  of  complaint  be  removed.  And  the  first  step 
is  what  I  have  already  urged,  ^fake  yourselves  good  and  upright. 
Let  the  thought  and  memory  of  the  good  life  which  we  have  lost 
Ik»  your  stimulus  to  make  your  lives  equally  good.  Then,  whether 
your  position  be  high  or  low,  you  shall  shed  around  you  the  influ- 
ence which  he  shed  and  you  shall  enjoy,  in  your  measure,  the  love 
and  esteem  which  he  enjoyed.

At.bany,  October  7,  1901. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Public  Instructian,  City  of  Albany: 

Gentlemen. —  Your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  yon 
have  almost,  if  not  quite,  exhausted  certain  items  appropriated 
in  the  budget  for  1901  for  school  purposes. 

In  talking  tliis  matter  over  with  the  Clerk  of  your  Board, 
Mr.  Gamion  informed  me  tliat  you  made  up  your  budget  for  this 
year,  supposing  that  the  balances  remaining  to  your  credit  after 
all  bills  for  1900  were  paid  would  be  available  for  the  year  1901. 

The  charter  (page  43)  says  all  unexpended  balances  shall  be 
applied  toward  reducing  the  tax  budget  for  the  succeeding  year. 

I  would  suggest  that  you  have  a  statement  prepared  showing  all 
unpaid  bills,  and  an  estimate  of  the  amounts  you  will  need  for  the 
various  items  during  the  remainder  of  the  year,  and  that  the  same 
be  submitted  at  once  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment, requesting  such  action  as  you  deem  necessary  in  relation 
thereto.

Air.  French,  on  behalf  of  the  ( V>inmitteo  on  Finance,  presented 
the  following  correspondence,  whicli,  cm  his  motion,  was  ordered 
to  be  printed  in  the  proceedings: 
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October  10,  1901. 

Hon.  Akthuk  L.  Andkews,  Corporation  Counsel,  Albany,  N,  Y.: 

Dear  Sir. —  At  the  request  and  by  the  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Instruction  of  this  city,  I  liave  the  honor  to  ask  your 
official  opinion  on  several  matters  of  importance. 

I.  Jt  has  been  understoml  by  this  Board  for  many  years  that 
the  appropriation  annually  made  to  this  Board  was  a  gross  sum, 
to  be  used  by  this  Board  in  the  necessary  expense  of  the  schools; 
that  it  was  not  an  aggregate  of  several  distinct  appropriations,  each 
for  a  specific  purpose;  that  the  object  of  specifying  in  the  budget 
prepared  by  this  Board  the  several  items  which  would  probably 
be  needed  was  to  show,  as  nearly  as  might  be,  how  this  Board 
arrived  at  the  total  amount  reipiired,  and  that  this  Board,  as  long 
as  it  did  not  exceed  tlie  total  approju'iation,  might,  when  necessity 
required,  use  the  money  in  excess  of  the  amoimt  name<l  for  the 
particular  purpose  in  the  budget,  or,  in  other  words,  might  trans- 
fer, as  a  matter  of  lK)okkeeping,  from  an  item  where  there  was  a 
surplus  to  one  where  there  was,  or  might  be,  a  deficiency. 

In  this  imderstanding  and  in  the  action  of  this  Board  accord- 
ingly the  members  of  this  Boanl  have  been  governed  by  the  official 
opinion  of  Hon.  D.  Cady  Herrick,  then  Corporation  Counsel,  to 
O.  E.  Wilson,  then  Presi(kmt  of  this  Board,  dated  April  16,  1887, 
and  printed  in  the  volume  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Board 
1885-0-7,  at  page  042.  Tlie  question  of  President  Wilson  was 
as  follows: 

^*  Will  it  be  proper  for  us  to  transfer  at  any  time  from  one 
special  item  in  which  th(Te  may  be  a  surplus  to  any  other  item  in 
which  there  may  he  a  deticiency,  provi<ling  the  gross  amount  of 
our  funds  be  not  excei^led  in  any  one  year  by  the  gross  amount 
of  our  expenditures  ?  " 

The  answer  was  as  follows: 

""  Ves.  All  that  the?  Chand)erlain  has  to  deal  with  is  the  gross 
amount  appropriated  for  school  purposc^s,  an<l  so  long  as  you  do 
not  exceed  that  ymi  are  all  right.  You  nuiy  divide  that  up  into  sucli 
funds  or  transfer  from  one  fund  to  auotlu^r,  just  as  you  think 
proper;  that  is  a  matter  of  b()okkee})ing  for  you.  The  amount 
is  itemized  in  the  budget,  so  that  thos(»  to  whom  you  transmit  the 
budget  can  se(^  how  you  reach  the  gross  amount  you  ask,  and  to 
enable  them  to  set*  that  the  gross  amount  is  proper;  but  there  is 


nothing  in  the  law  that  I  know  of  that  compels  you  to  keep  the 
expenditures  for  any  specific  amount  within  the  amount  mentioned 
in  your  budget  for  that  purpose,  so  long  as  you  do  not  exceed  the 
amount  appropriated  for  all  school  purpose^/' 

We  have  been  informed  that  other  similar  opinions  have  been 
given.  Xo  contradictory  opinion  has,  to  our  knowledge,  ever 
been  received;  until  very  recently  we  have  been  informed  that 
Mr.  Gallien,  the  Comptroller,  holds  that  no  expenditures  can  be 
made  beyond  the  amount  of  each  item  in  the  budget,  although 
tJiere  is  a  surplus  remaining  in  the  tot^l  appropriation.  That 
view  is  practically  implied  in  a  written  conununication  from  him. 
We  should  say  that  we  are  dependent  largely  upon  conversations 
between  the  Comptroller  and  the  (?lork  of  this  Board  for  our 
understiinding  of  his  views  on  all  these  matters,  and  that  it  is 
quite  j>ossible  that  we  may  sometimes  have  misunderstood  him. 
As  this  position  of  the  Comptroller  will  seriously  interfere  with 
the  action  of  this  Board,  we  desire  to  know  whether  it  is  sustained 
by  the  present  legal  adviser  of  the  city.  We  should  hardly  think 
that  Mr.  Gallien  would  have  taken  this  position  in  opposition  to 
the  recorded  opinion  above  quoted  aiid  in  opposition  to  long- 
continued  practici3  without  having  taken  advice  from  the  proper 
authority. 

II.     In  auditing  bills  this  Board  is  accustomed  to  state  against 
which  of  the  several  items  or  accounts  the  payment  is  to  be  charged. 
We  are  informed  by  the  (Comptroller  that  he  has  the  right  (and 
that  he  acts  upon  it)  to  disregard  the  charges  thus  made  by  this 
Board  and  to  cliarge  the  ])ayments  against  sucli  of  the  items  or 
accounts  as  he  thinks  j)r()j)er.     This  seems  to  be  in  practical  viola- 
tion of  tlie   principle  established   in   the  opinion   above  quoted, 
which   holds   that   this   Board    may    transfer   from   one   item   or 
ac<Jount  to  another.     For,  if  this  Board  can  do  so,  there  is  little 
importance  in  the  charging  of  payments.     The  importance  given 
by  the  Comptroller  to  his  assumed  right  of  charging  comes  from 
his  belief  that  there  can  be  no  transfer  from  one  to  another  item 
or  account. 

The  result,  however,  of  the  Comptroller's  assuming  to  control 
the  charging  of  payments  is  that  tliis  Board  is  left  in  ignorance 
of  the  condition  of  the  items  and  accounts  as  tlie  (^omi)troller  looks 
upon  them.  Thus  he  now  informs  this  Board  tliat  some  items  are 
"almost  or  quite  exhausted,''  in  \vhich  this  Board  supposed  there 
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was  a  surplus,  and  in  wliicli  this  Board  still  believes  a  surplus 
remains.  Of  course,  this  would  be  of  little  importance,  were  it 
not  for  the  opinion  lield  by  the  ( 'omptrpller  and  already  set  forth 
in  subject  I.  We  desire  your  opinion  on  this  matter  that  we  may 
know  whether  the  opinion  of  1887  above  stated  has  been  reversed. 

III.  There  arc  some  sources  of  income  which  have  heretofore 
been  received  by  tliis  Board,  aside  from  those  raised  by  the  city 
tax.     These  are  as  follows : 

A.  State  appropri'jtious  for  the  following  purposes: 

1.  Teachers'  quotas  and  apportionment  on  popula- 

tion used  for  teachers'  salaries  only. 

2.  Supervision. 

3.  Library. 

4.  Teachers'  Training  School. 

B.  Kegeuts,  appropriations,  viz. : 

Academic  fund  and  ap])aratus  fund. 
C     Text-book  fees  from  High  School  pupils. 
D.     Tuition  fees  from  non-resident  pupils. 

The  aggregate  of  A  and  B,  as  stat^^l  in  the  budget  sent  by  this 
Board  last  3'ear,  was  $38,000,  as  appears  at  page  630  of  the  printed 
records  for*^  1890-1901. 

We  are  informed  by  tlie  Comptroller  that  we  have  no  right  to 
C  and  D.  C  represents  an  expenditure  made  by  this  Board  for 
the  convenience  of  the  })upils  and  repaid  by  them.  If  the  money 
is  not  to  l)e  returned  to  this  Board's  funds,  then,  of  course,  in 
future  the  ex])en(Hture  sliould  not  bo  ma<le.  As  the  expenditure 
has  been  ma(h\  the  amount  should  be  returned  to  this  Board's 
credit. 

It  seems  also  that  \\'\nn\  non-resident  pupils  c*ome  to  the  schools 
and  tlius  may  be  said,  in  some  degree*,  to  increase  the  expense  of 
the  scliools,  the  amount  tbey  pay  should  go  to  the  fimd  which 
carries  on  the  schools.  That  is,  item  T).  To  illustrate:  Suppose 
there  were  enougli  non-resi<lent  pupils  in  a  school  to  require  an 
extra  teacher.  It  would  be*  right  that  their  fees  should  go  to  pay 
that  teacher  and  not  g:o  to  the  sreneral  fund  of  the  citv. 

As  to  A  and  B,  these  are  appropriations  by  the  State  for  specific 
purposes,  to  be  used  by  the  several  scliool  authorities  throughout 
the  State  to  whom  they  are  appropriated.  Xo  part  of  these 
appropriations  can  at  any  time  be  claimed  for  the  general  funi

'f  the  city.  The  Board  of  Public  Instruction,  in  its  use  of  these 
uoneys,  acts  on  behalf  of  the  State,  not  of  the  city.  The  city 
•eceives  the  benefit  of  tlie  reduction  of  the  amount  required  to  be 
raised  by  tax.  This  Board  has  been  informed  by  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Instruction  that  this  is  the  holding  of  that 
department,  and  that  the  question  has  l>con  before  that  depart- 
ment in  connection  with  the  case  of  the  city  of  Watervliet,  and 
that  the  same  holding  has  been  made  by  the  Special  Term  of  the 
Supreme  Court. 

In  regard  to  A  and  B,  we  are  informed  by  the  Comptroller  that 
any  balances  of  these  amounts  remaining  to  the  credit  of  this 
Board  December  31,  1900,  must  be  turned  into  the  general  fund 
of  the  city,  and  that  they  liave  been  so  turned  by  him  and  deducted 
from  the  amount  to  the  credit  of  tliis  Board.  As  to  these  State 
appropriations,  A  and  B  made,  or  to  be  made,  during  1901,  we 
understand  the  Comptroller  to  hold  that  if  these  should  exceed 
the  amounts  estimated  in  the  budget  preparecl  by  this  Board  in 
November,  1900,  such  excess  cannot  be  used  by  this  Board.  It 
appears  to  this  Board  that  liis  position  is  incorrect,  and  we  desire 
v'our  opinion  on  all  these  points. 

IV.  In  Xovember,  1900,  this  Board,  in  accordance  with  sec- 
rion  97  of  the  charter,  certifietl  to  the  Mayor  in  these  words: 
*  That  the  amoimt  of  money,  in  addition  to  the  amounts  appor- 
tioned to  this  city  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction 
ind  the  Regents  and  the  estimated  balances  that  will  remain  to 
^he  credit  of  the  Board  December  31,  1900,  needed  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  schools  during  the  year  1901,  is  $251,002.02." 

Now,  it  will  be  seen  by  this  statement  that  this  Board  needed 

Qot  only  $251,002.02,  but  also  the  balances  of  1900  and  the  State 

appropriation.     Further,  this  Board  requesteil  a  reappropriation 

of  $5,000  for  fire-escapes  not  in  the  budget.     When,  therefore,  the 

appropriation  from  the  tax  was  made  by  the  city  authorities  at 

$250,702.02,  this  Board  naturally  understood  that  the  amount  was 

in  addition  to  the  balances  of  1900  and  the  State  appropriations, 

without  which  the  needs  would  have  been  some  $294,000.     Xo 

notice  to  the  contrary  was  then  given  and  none  has  been  given 

until  the  very  recent  information  received  from  the  Comptroller 

that  he  should  deduct  from  the  amount  standing  to  the  credit  of 

the  Board  the  amount  of  said  balances  and  also  the  items  stated  in 

subject  III  above. 
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The  action  of  the  city  authorities  in  making  the  budget  and 
fixing  the  amount  of  the  school  appropriation,  after  receiving  the 
communication  above  (juotod,  was  eijuivalent  to  a  reappropriation 
to  this  Board  by  the  city  authorities  of  those  balances. 

If  an  agent,  at  the  end  of  a  year,  should  report  to  his  principal 
that  he  had  $100  on  hand,  and  that,  in  addition  to  thi^y  he  should 
need  for  the  next  year  $500,  and  the  principal,  without  comment, 
should  hand  him  $500,  this  wouhl  imply  that  the  agent  was  to 
use  also  the  $100. 

Xow,  this  is  not  exactly  analogous.  The  relation  of  principal 
and  agent  does  not  exist.  But  it  shows  the  position  in  which  this 
Board  stood,  and  it  explains  their  surprise  and  perplexity  when 
the  Comptroller  now  deilucts  from  the  amoimt  standing  to  their 
credit  these  balances.  This  would  liave  l>een  embarrassing  if  it 
had  been  done  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.     It  is  far  worse  now. 

'The  Comptroller  suggests  that  this  Board  make  and  submit 
to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  an  estimate  of  the 
amount  needed  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  and  request  action 
thereon.  But  an  estinuite  was  made  a  year  ago  that  there  was 
needed  for  the  year  $294,008.50.  Instead  of  that  amount  an 
appropriation  was  nuide  less  by  certain  amounts  which  this  Board 
was  to  receive  and  which  the  (comptroller  now  withholds.  Fur- 
thermore, in  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  the  withholding  or  with- 
drawing of  these  funds  by  the  Comptroller  is  not  just  or  right. 
This  Board  are  of  opinion  (perhaps  erroneous)  that  there  is 
rightfully  to  the  credit  of  the  Board  sufficient  for  the  rest  of  the 
year.  To  ask  from  the  Board  of  p]stimate  and  Apportionment 
a  further  apportionment  would  be  practically  an  acknowledgment 
of  the  corre<;tne5s  of  the  C^ompt roller's  position. 

Therefore,  before  taking  any  such  step  the  Board  desires  to 
have  the  opinion  of  tlie  legal  adviser  of  the  city.  The  Board 
makes  these  statements  with  full  respect  for  the  honesty  and 
int<?grity  of  the  Comptroller  and  with  a  desire  to  state  the  facts 
fairly  and  without  any  unkindness.  And,  while  the  Board  think 
that  his  course,  if  persisteil  in,  will  do  serious  injury  to  the  public 
schools,  they  believe  that  he  is  actuated  by  good  motives. 

In  view  of  the  immediate  importance  of  these  matte^rs,  a  reply 
at  your  earliest  convenience  is  requested.

Hon.  William  L.  Learned,  President  Board  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion, Albany,  N,  Y,: 

Dear  Sir. —  Replying  to  your  communication  of  October 
tenth,  I  have  the  honor  to  say: 

Whatever  imderstanding  there  may  have  been  respecting  the 
appropriations  made  to  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  in  prior 
years,  may  have  been,  and  probably  was,  based  upon  the  provisions 
of  law  then  existing  and  the  custom  of  administering  the  affairs 
of  the  Board. 

Aly  opinion,  as  to  the  matter  referred  to,  is  based  upon  a  care- 
ful consideration  of  the  provisions  of  the  charter  of  cities  of  the 
second  class. 

In  answer  to  the  first  question,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
appropriation  annually  made  to  the  Board  is  not  a  gross  sum,  to 
lie  used  by  the  Board  as  it  may  sec  fit.  For  example,  I  do  not 
believe  that  it  is  legal  for  the  Board  to  use  any  portion  of  the  sum 
which  is  appropriated  for  salaries  for  any  other  purpose.  Section 
97  of  the  charter  specifically  requires  that  each  department  shall 
furnish  the  flavor  an  estimate  in  writing,  which  shall  include  a 
statement  of  the  salaries  of  all  their  officers  and  other  employes, 
which  estimate  it  is  tlic  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  lay  before  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  in  order  that  they  may  use  the 
same  in  preparing  the  annual  budget.  It  is  quite  clear  to  me  from 
this  provision  that  it  is  intended  to  inform  the  public  of  the  com- 
pensation received  by  the  various  city  officers,  a  matter  upon  which 
the  public  mind  is  more  or  less  sensitive,  and  also  of  the  objects 
for  which  the  other  moneys  are  to  be  used. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  something  more  than  a  mere  question 
of  bookkeeping   is   intended   hy   tlie    provisions   of   the  charter 
requiring  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  make  up 
a  budget  and  to  report  it  to  tlio  (Common  Council,  and  giving  the 
Common  Council  power  to  diminish  or  reject  any  item  therein 
contained.     When  the  estimate  of  the  expenses  of  the  management 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  for  the  year  1901  was 
presented  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  it  con- 
tained an  item  of  $1,500  for  printing,  wliich  was  reduced  by  that 
Board  and  adopted  by  the  Common  Council  at  $1,200,  tliat  being, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Common  Council,  a  sum 
sufficient  for  that  purpose.     If  the  appropriation  were  in  gross, 
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it  would  be  quite  possible  for  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  to 
completely  defeat  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment and  of  the  Common  Council  by  expending  for  printing 
the  sum  of  $1,500  when  both  Boards  had  reduceil  that  amoimt 
to  $1,200.  I  think  it  was  intended  by  the  charter,  and,  in  this 
view,  I  think  1  am  sustained  by  the  reasoning  of  the  court  in  the 
case  of  Prj'or  v.  Rochester  (166  2^.  Y.,  548,  on  pages  557-558) 
that  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  should  be  confined  to  the 
appropriations  for  the  various  items  allowed  by  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  and  adopted  by  the  Common  Coun- 
cil, and  has  not  the  power  to  transfer  funds  fro:m  one  account 
to  another,  or  to  use  the  funds  which  have  been  appropriated  for 
one  purpose  for  another. 

In  spite  of  the  opinion  of  the  lionorable  Corporation  Counsel 
to  which  you  refer,  it  is,  nevertheless,  a  fact  that  the  (Chamberlain 
of  the  city  kept  separate  accounts  of  the  various  items  specified 
in  the  estimate  of  the  Board  and  <lid  not  credit  that  department 
with  a  gross  sum  against  which  all  accounts  could  be  charged. 
In  fact,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Board  must  have  understood 
the  matter  in  the  same  way,  for  otherwise  I  can  see  no  useful  pur- 
pose which  wouhl  be  serveil  by  separating  the  funds  and  directing 
that  accoimts  be  pai<l  out  of  tliis  or  that  particular  item. 

I  am  informed  that  the  position  which  1  now  take  was  taken  in 
1898  by  tlie  lion.  John  A.  Delehanty,  tlie  then  Corporation 
Counsel. 

In  regard  to  tlie  second  inquiry',  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
Comptroller  is  not  limited  to  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Instruction  in  determining  the  item  against  which  he  shall  charge 
accoimts  which  are  audited  by  that  Board.  It  is  made  the  duty  of 
the  Comptroller  to  superintend  the  fiscal  concerns  of  the  city, 
and,  I  think,  it  was  intended,  as  among  the  most  important  of 
his  duties,  that  he  should  see  that  bills  against  the  city  were  prop- 
erly charged,  and  that  no  expenditures  were  made  beyond  the 
sums  which  were  apj)ropriated. 

Suppose,  for  example,  that  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction 
should  audit  a  bill  for  furniture  and  direct  that  it  be  paid  out 
of  the  approj)riation  for  salaries,  can  it  be  possible  that  the  Comp- 
troller would  be  authorizcnl  to  adopt  such  action  and  falsify  the 
accounts  of  the  city  ?  It  seems  to  me  that  such  a  position  would 
practically  nullify  the  office  of  the  Comptroller  and  make  him  a 
mere  entry  clerk  for  the  various  departments. 
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There,  doubtless,  are  instances  where  it  is,  perhaps,  not  alto- 
gether clear  as  to  which  item  should  be  chargeable  with  a  particular 
bill.  For  example,  whether  a  particular  article  was  properly 
denominated  ''  furniture ''  or  **  apparatus "  might  be  in  some 
doubt.  Undoubtedly  then  it  would  be  of  value  to  the  Comptroller 
to  have  the  opinion  of  the  Board  upon  this  point. 

Xo  confusion  need  result  between  tlic  accounts  in  the  office  of 
the  Board  and  of  the  Comptroller  from  the  fact  that  articles  of  a 
kindreil  nature  can  be  grouped  in  one  item  and  the  particular 
items  stated  be  so  clearly  detined  as  to  pn^vent  any  conllict  of 
opinion,  and  I)oth  sets  of  accounts  opened  at  the  beginning  of  the 
fiscal  year  in  the  same  form. 

As  to  the  third  question,  1  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  State 
appropriations  and  the  liegents'  appr(q)riations,  designated  as 
A  and  B  in  your  third  inquiry,  are  entirely  within  the  control  of 
the  Board  of  Public  Instruction,  and,  if  not  used  in  one  year, 
may  Ik;  useil  in  the  subseijuent  year,  as  the  J^oard  shall  see  tit. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact,  however,  that  in  sub- 
mitting your  re<iuest  for  an  appropriation  the  estimated  amount 
of  receipts  and  disbursements  was  apiw>rtioned  among  several 
items.  Whether,  after  having  led  the  Hoard  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  an<l  the  ('ommon  Council  to  the  belief  that  these 
sums  would  be  so  applied,  the  Boanl  sliall  now  nuike  any  alteration 
in  their  disposition  is  not  a  nuitter  of  law,  but  rather  one  of  gooil 
faith. 

I  agree  with  the  Comptroller  that  the  sums  of  money  received 
from  text -book  fees  from  High  ScIkm)!  pupils  and  tuition  fees 
from  non-resident  pupils  should  not  be  r(»c(»ived  by  the  Board,  but 
should  \}£*  paid  into  the  city  treasury  us  any  other  source  of  revenue 
to  the  city. 

In  the  Board's  estimate  it  asked  for  an  ap])ro])riation  for  text- 
books of  $5,000,  which,  it  was  assumed,  covered  all  that  the  l^oard 
deemed  neccrssary  for  the  purpose.  1  do  not  know  of  any  pro- 
vision of  law^  which  allows  tli(^  Board  to  use  any  of  the  revenues 
of  the  city,  except  such  as  are  ap[)roi)riat(Hl  for  its  use  by  the 
Common  Council. 

In  answer  to  your  fourth  ciuestion,  1  have  to  say  that  you  are 
in  error  in  your  statement  of  fact.  In  the  communication  which 
was  sent  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apporlioimient  tlie  amount 
required  by  the  School  Board  was  estimated  to  be  $294,003.30, 
less  n^ceipts  and  balances,  $43,001.34.     The  Board  of  Estimate 
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and  Apportionment  reduced  the  it<^ni  of  printing  from  $1,500  to 
$1,200  and  passed  the  school  budget  at  $293,703.36,  which,  after 
deducting  receipts  and  balances,  $43,001.34,  left  the  sum  of 
$250,702.02  to  be  raised  by  general  tax,  and  this  budget  was 
adopted  by  the  Common  Council  without  change.  There  was, 
therefore,  appropriated  to  the  Board  for  the  fiscal  year  1901  the 
sum  of  $293,703.30,  which  was  made  up  of  the  $43,001.34  on  hand 
or  to  be  received,  and  $250,702.02  received  from  taxes.  I  do  not 
understand  that  the  (V>mptroller  lias  ever  taken  the  position  that 
that  amount  of  money  was  not  available  to  the  Board  for  the 
various  purposes  therein  mentioned. 

I  desire  to  say,  however,  that  you  are  in  error  in  stating  that 
the  sum  of  $5,000  for  fire-escapes  was  asked  for  by  the  Board  at 
the  time  the  budget  was  made  up.  Subse<iuent  to  the  making  up 
of  the  budget  it  was  discovered  that  the  i-equest  for  such  appropria- 
tion had  not  lH»en  couimunicate<l  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment,  and  thereupon  that  Board  made  an  appropriation 
out  of  the  funds  of  the  city,  other  than  those  raised  by  municipal 
tax,  to  rectify  the  error.

Gkxtlemkn. —  From  the  reading  of  Judge  Learned's  letter  to 
the  (Corporation  Couns(»l,  which  the  latter  submitte<l  to  me,  I  feel 
that  the  uu*ml>ers  of  your  Board  have  misunderstood  the  position 
taken  by  tlie  Comptroller,  and,  to  correct  any  such  misunderstand- 
ing, I  inclose  herewith  a  copy  of  a  letter  written  the  Corporation 
Counsel,  wliich  is  self-exi)lanatorv.

Dear  Sik. —  I  have  read  carefully  the  letter  from  Judge 
Learned,  President  of  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction,  dated 
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October  teiitli,  wliicli  you  loft  with  me,  rc(iuestiiig  me  to  advise 
you  of  the  position  I  luive  taken  regarding  the  matter  of  appropria- 
tions for  school  puq)ose8. 

In  the  first  place,  permit  mo  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  charter  of  cities  of  the  second  class  in  defining  the  duties  of 
the  Comptroller  (page  27)  says:  *^  The  (Comptroller  shall  super- 
intend the  fiscal  concerns  of  the  city,'^  and  in  defining  the  word 
**  superintend,"  Webster  says  "  to  overseer,  with  the  power  of 
direction,  to  take  care  of,  with  authority.'' 

The  framers  of  tlie  present  charter  never  intended  that  the 
Comptroller  should  be  merely  the  clerk  or  subordinate  of  any 
(►fiice,  court,  board  or  department. 

Judgci  Learned  cites  an  opinion  of  the  Corporation  (^oimsel, 
j^iven  in  1S07,  as  to  powers  and  duties  of  the  Chamberlain,  who, 
under  the  old  charier,  was  not  given  the  authority  possessed  by  the 
Comptroller  under  tlie  present  charter. 

Furthermore,  I  did  not  take  a  positive  stand  in  this  matter  imtil 
I  Iiad  .talked  with  you  regarding  it  and  you  had  stated  to  me  that 
tlie  Board  of  l^ublic  Instruction  must  keep  wnthin  the  items  of 
their  budget. 

The  charter  says  (page  *51))  *'  the  Conunon  Council  *  *  * 
may  adopt  such  estimate  as  is  submitted  to  it,  or  diminish,  or 
reject  any  item  tlierein  conlaiuf^l  *  *  *  but  it  shall  not 
increase  any  item  in  such  estimate  for  any  department,  office  or 
purpose."  "  When  it  sluill  have  a<lopted  the  estimate  *  *  * 
the  same  sliall  be  entered  at  large  upon  its  minutes." 

The  intention  of  the  law  was  to  j)ut  the  power  in  the  hand  of 
the  Common  Council  to  cut  out  or  reduce  any  item  asked  for  by 
any  board  or  department  and  thus  limit  the  expenditure  for  cer- 
tain specified  purposes.  They  exercised  that  right  last  year  by 
cutting  out  items  asked  for  by  the  Comptroller  and  I  regard  their 
action  as  final. 

If  Judge  Learned's  contention  is  good,  the  intention  of  the 
Common  Council  could  l)e  thwarted  by  a  mere  matter  of 
bookkeeping. 

A  case  in  point  occurred  in  1808.  The  Police  Board  desired 
to  use  $3,200  of  an  unexj)ended  balance  remaining  from  one 
year's  appropriation  for  the  ])urj>ose  of  building  a  stable.  The 
Hon.  John  A.  Delehanty,  Corporation  Ccmnsel,  gave  an  opinion 
to  the  Board  that  they  could  not  do  this,  in  which  he  said :  "  While 
it  may  not  be  practicable  to  formulate  a  rule  that  will  fit  every 
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combination  of  circumstances  that  may  be  presented,  it  seems  to 
me  that  it  was  the  intent  of  the  frauier  of  the  statute  and  the 
Legislature  in  passing  it,  that  so  far  as  possible  the  expenditures 
of  each  Department  of  the  city  government  should  be  confined 
exclusively  to  the  several  specific  jnirposes  enumeraied  by  the 
Board  having  charge  of  the  Department  in  its  requisition  and  not 
to  exceed  the  aniount  estimated  by  tlie  Board  for  each  of  such 
purposes,  respectively  *  *  *  any  Board,  Commission  or 
officer  of  the  city  government  desiring  to.  devote  a  portion  of  the 
appropriation  made  for  the  Department  under  its  or  his  control  to 
some  object  expressly  and  emphatically  disapproved  of  by  the 
Common  Council,  might  by  intentionally  overestimating  the 
amount  of  one  specific  item  and  thereby  producing  a  surplus  after 
the  necessary  expenditure  for  the  particular  purpose  had  been 
made  secure  out  of  the  unexpen(lo<l  surplus  balance  a  sum  suffi- 
cient to  c^rry  out  such  object. 

"  It  seems  to  me  that  the  j)rinci])al  object  to  be  attained  by  the 
requirement  that  the  several  Boards  alx^ve  named  should  certify 
to  the  Board  of  Finance  /"//  deldil  '^  *  *  was  that  tlie  Boards 
above  referred  to  shoidd  disclos(?  the  real  objects  for  which  the 
moneys  appropriated  are  intended,  and  that  the  Common  Council 
has  not  only  the  power  to  determine  the  amount,  but  the  purpose. 

'"  It  would,  therefore,  in  my  opinion,  be  an  erroneous  view  of 
the  law  to  say  that  any  Department  has  the  right  to  conceal  the 
real  purpose  for  whieli  tlu?  nioiun'  is  intended  to  be  used  by  any 
such  device.  I  do  not  intend  to  insinuate  that  the  Police  Board 
or  any  other  Department  of  the  city  government  has  resorted  to 
such  a  sclienie,  but  rcior  to  it  simply  as  an  illustration  of  how  the 
statute  mlfjlit  be  (vadcd  in  the  event  that  rjross  (ippropriations  for 
the  Department  might  be  used  indiscriminately  for  any  lawful 
purpose  of  the  Department. 

^'  It  is  immaterial  whether  the  particular  Board  is  more  com- 
petent tlian  the  Common  Council  to  detennine  what  the  actual 
needs  of  the  Department  are. 

'*  The  law  has  vested  the  power  and  authority  in  the  Common 
Council  to  fix  the  amount  of  the  appropriation,  and,  in  my  opinion, 
it  is  the  int(»ntion  of  the  law  that  the  Common  Coimcil  shoidd, 
so  far  as  possible,  exercise  that  j)ower.'' 

As  to  division  11,  would  say  I  claim  the  right,  if  boards  or 
departments  direct  bills  charged  to  the  wrong  items  in  their  appro- 
priations, to  change  such  designations. 
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It  is  difficult  for  me  to  see  by  what  reasoning  the  Board  of 
Public  Instruction  orders  such  expenses,  as  the  care  of  Super- 
intendent Dwyer's  horse,  $300  per  annum;  tablets  erected  in 
public  schools,  $105,  and  insurance,  $150,  charged  to  '' Kepairs 
and  Heaters." 

The  estimate  submitted  by  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  for 
the  budget  of  1001  was  accompanied  by  a  statement,  a  copy  of 
which  is  inclose<l,  showing  that  there  would  be  needed  for  the 
various  items  $204,003.30,  from  which  they  deducted  estimated 
receipts  and  balances  amounting  to  $43,001.34,  leaving  the  amount 
to  be  raised  by  tax  $251,002.03.  This  estimate  was  reduced  by 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apj>ortionment  $300,  and  I  have 
informed  them  that  the  amount  appropriated'  by  tlie  Conmion 
Council,  namely,  $203,703.30,  was  avaihil)le,  pmvided  the  receipts 
and  balances  amounted  to  $43,001.34,  as  estimated  by  them,  but 
that  they  could  not  expend  more  than  the  sums  appropriated, 
amounting  to  $203,703.30,  even  if  their  rtH?eipts  and  balances 
exceeded  the  amount  e8timate<l,  but  tliat  the  (»xcess  would  go 
toward  reducing  the  budget  for  the  suceiH'diug  year. 

On  page  7  Judge  Learncxl  makes  this  charge,  viz. : 

"  But  an  estimate  was  made  a  year  ago  that  there  was  needed 
for  the  year  $204,003.50;  instead  of  that  amount  an  appropria- 
tion was  made  less  by  certain  amounts  wliicli  this  Board  was  to 
receive  and  which  the  ( VmiptroUer  now  witldiohls.  Furthermore, 
in  the  opinion  of  this  Jioard  the  withholding  or  withdrawing  of 
these  funds  by  the  Comptroller  is  not  just  or  right." 

Inasmuch  as  I  liave  repeatedly  informed  the  Board  that  the 
amount  appropriated  by  the  Common  Council,  namely, 
$293,703.30,  was  available  for  the  various  siXK?ified  purjwses,  if 
the  County  Treasurer  paid  into  the  city  treasury  $37,878.80 
received  by  him  from  the  State  for  credit  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Instruction  May  third  last,  which  he  has  not  yet  done  and  for 
which  the  State  holds  the  County  Treasurer's  rec^upt  as  of  that 
date,  it  is  difficult  for  me  to  understand  how  Judge  Learned  has 
been  led  to  make  such  a  charge. 

I  have  stated  definitely  that  money  appropriated  for  salaries 
cannot  be  used  for  coal  or  repairs,  nor  mon(\y  appropriated  for 
fuel  for  salaries. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  tlie  following  provisions  of  the  char- 
ter (pages  42  and  43)  :  ''  In  case  the  revenues  received  by  the 
city  exceeil  the  estimated  amount  of  such  n^vtmues,  or  in  cas(»  there 
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may  remain  any  unexpended  balances  of  the  appropriations  made 
for  the  support  of  the  city  goveriiinent  for  the  previous  year,  then 
such  excess  or  such  unexpended  bahmces  shall  be  retained  by  the 
city  upon  deposit  and  included  as  a  part  of  the  estimat^ni  revenues 
and  applied  toward  reducing  the  tax  budget  for  the  succeeding 
year." 

This  department  informed  the  (Merk  of  the  Board  to  tliis  effect 
last  January,  and  the  minutes  of  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction 
show  that  action  was  taken  separately  this  year  on  bills  which 
were  incurred  last  yc^ar  and  chargeable  to  last  year's  appropria- 
tion. (See  ilinutes  of  the  fleeting  of  the  Board  held  January 
8,  1001,  page  2).  "  Mr.  Lynch,  on  bclialf  of  the  Committee  on 
Buildings,  reported  as  follows:  Your  Committee  on  Buildings 
respectfully  reports  that  the  following  bills,  chargeable  to  the  fimds 
of  the  year  1900,  have  been  <luly  examined  and  found  correct. 
Their  payment  is  recommended.''  The  Committee  on  Purchases 
also  reported  in  a  similar  way. 

In  view  of  this  desigiuition,  it  would  appear  that  the  Board  had 
the  same  opinion  as  that  held  by  the  Comptroller  regarding  these 
funds. 

I  have  the  greatest  respect  and  esteem  for  Judge  Learned,  but 
I  cannot  help  feeling  that  if  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  had 
been  as  desirous  of  meeting  the  Board  of  Contract  and  Supply, 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  and  the  (xmiptroller 
in  the  same  spirit  that  actuated  them,  then*  would  have  been  far 
less  friction.

The  Superintendent  of  Schools  presented  his  annual  report, 
which  was  ordered  to  be  printed. 

Albany,  September  1,  1901. 
To  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  ray  twenty-fourth  annual  report  on 
tlie  condition  and  progress  of  the  schools  under  your  charge.     At 
the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  owing  to  the  non-completion  of  the 
repairs  to  sev(»ral  of  the  larger  buildings,  it  was  found  impossible 
to  open  tliem  for  school  use  for  perioils  varying  from  two  to  six 
weeks,  the  resuh  being  that  the  attendance  in  September  was  the 
lowest  recorded  in  many  years.     In  the  month  of  October,  how- 
ever,  when   all  the   schools   were  open,   the  average   attendance 
reached  11,012,  being  3G2  less  than  during  the  same  month  of  the 
preceding  year.     This  diminution  was  not  made  up  during  the 
school  year,  the  average  attendance  for  which  was  10,220,  or  279 
less  than  last  year.     The  chief  statistics  of  attendance  are  as 
follows :

A  decrease  in  the  registration  of  238  is  practically  accounted 
for  by  the  opening  of  a  new  primary  parochial  school,  which  drew 
something  like  150  pupils  from  the  public  schools.  The  rest  of 
the  decrease  was  probably  owing  to  the  necessary  continuation 
of  half-sessions  in  Schools  JCos.  4,  10  and  12,  a  certain  number  of 
pupils  having  been  withdrawn  and  sent  to  private  schools  in  order 
to  enjoy  a  full  day's  attendance.     It  is  anticipated  that  when 
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proper  accommodations  are  afforded  the  attendance  will  become 
normal.  The  new  school  building  for  No.  12  will  be  ready  for 
use  early  in  the  fall,  and  the  half-day  sessions  will  be  confined 
to  a  few  classes.  The  number  of  school-rooms  provided  for  in  tlie 
new  building  is  not  quite  sufficient  to  accommodate  the  primary 
pupils  of  the  district.  Two  classes,  at  least,  will  be  placed  on  half- 
time.  The  same  condition  will  exist  at  School  No.  21,  in  spite  of 
raising  the  grade  of  School  Xo.  3  and  retaining  in  that  building 
an  entire  class  heretofore  transfen*ed  to  No.  21.  This  will  mean 
that  there  will  still  be  some  200  pupils  in  the  western  part  of  the 
city  on  half-time,  showing,  as  has  been  predicted,  that  an  additional 
school  building  must  be  provided  in  that  section  of  the  city.  It 
is  suggested  that  the  Board  recommend  to  the  Common  Council 
the  erection  of  such  a  buihliug  during  the  coming  school  year,  in 
the  locality  indicated  by  the  facts  above  stated.  An  eight-room 
building  for  primary  classes  would,  undoubtedly,  be  sufficient  in 
size  to  meet  the  wants  of  that  growing  neighborhood  for  some 
years.  It  woidd  seem  wise,  however,  that  such  a  building  should 
be  placed  on  a  lot  ample  enough  to  permit  the  enlargement  of  the 
building  whenever  necessary. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  year  was  the  construction  of 
the  new  building  for  School  No.  12,  which  is  now  rapidly 
approaching  completion  and  will  be  occupie<l  in  a  few  weeks. 
The  structure  is,  in  every  respect,  the  best  arranged  and  most 
complete  school  building  in  the  city.  The  exterior  of  the  building 
is  of  a  simple,  but  dignified  style,  worthy  of  the  prominent  loca- 
tion on  wliich  it  is  built.  Whiles  covering  nearly  the  entire  prem- 
ises, it  is  so  completely  isolated  as  to  have  perfectly  unobstructe<l 
light  and  air  on  all  sides.  Tlie  school-rooms  are  on  two  floors, 
while  the  third  story  is  entirely  occupied  by  an  assembly-hall. 
There  are  eiglit  school-rooms  on  each  of  the  first  and  second  floors, 
with  a  total  seating  capacity  of  844.  The  building  is  practically 
fire-proof;  tliat  portion  of  the  basement  which  contains  the  heating 
apparatus  being  entirely  of  fire-proof  construction,  the  staircases 
of  iron  and  stone  and  the  walls  of  the  corridors  of  brick. 

The  heating  and  ventilation  of  this  building  will  be  by  indirect 
radiation,  assisted  by  a  large  fan  propelled  by  an  electric  motor. 
Tlie  success  of  this  plan,  now  in  use  some  ten  years  in  other  build- 
ings, warrants  the  belief  that  it  will  l)e  perfectly  successful  in 
the  new  structure.    The  sanitary  arrangements  are  all  of  the  most 
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and  approved  kinds.  The  assembly-hall  will  have  a  seat- 
acity  of  about  800,  and  is  admirably  adapted  for  the 
age  of  the  school,  as  well  as  for  public  occasions, 
statistics  of  compulsory  attendance,  as  shown  in  the  table 
k1  to  this  report,  make  the  number  of  cases  investigated 
or  155  less  than  during  the  past  year.

Ungraded  School  is  one  of  the  most  importJint  factors  in 
eral  scheme  for  se<niring  regular  attendance.  The  number 
1  during  the  year  was  eighty  (80),  twelve  more  than  during 
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the  previous  year.  Of  this  large  number  only  five  continued  their 
career  of  truancy  and  were  connnitted  to  institutions.  The  high 
per  cent,  of  attendance,  ninety-seven,  and  the  real  progress  of  the 
pupils  in  their  school  work  reflect  the  highest  credit  upon  the 
ability  and  faithfulness  of  their  teacher.  The  remainder  of 
the  pupils  w^ere  either  returned  to  their  proper  schools  by  earning 
reinstatement  by  regular  attendance,  good  conduct  and  proper 
attention  to  their  school  work,  or  will  be  so  returned  early  in  tJie 
next  school  year.  It  will  be  readily  seen  that  were  it  not  for 
tJie  existence  of  this  special  school  the  number  of  truants  would 
be  so  greatly  increased  that  the  ex[)ense  of  their  maintenance 
would  largely  ove^rbalance  the  cost  of  this  school.  A  far 
greater  gain,  however,  is  the  turning  of  so  many  of  these  wayward 
boys  from  their  evil  courses  and  tlie  higher  probability  of  their 
complete  reformation  when  not  sul)j(H*ted  to  the  moral  risks  inevi- 
tably attendant  uix>n  reformatory  institutions,  no  matter  how 
well  managed. 

Aj)MIssiox  to  High  ScnooL. 

Four  hundred  thirty-five  (435)  candidates  for  admission  to 
the  High  School  appeared  at  the  examinations  in  June  la^^t;  of 
these,  all  but  one  were  from  the  public  schools.  Four  hundred 
tw^enty-five  (425)  met  the  requirements  of  the  several  tests  and 
were  duly  admitted.  I  respectfully  renew  the  recommendation 
urginl  by  me  for  several  years  that  these  examinations  be  abolished 
and  that  the  promotion  to  the  High  School  be  made  in  accordance 
with  the  opinion  of  th(^  teacliers,  as  has  been  done  in  all  the  other 
grades  f(>r  tlie  ])ast  (Mglit  years.  It  is  not  necessary  to  present 
again  tlie  considerations  heretofore  ])resente(l  in  favor  of  this 
chang(\  I  (juotf^,  liowever,  for  your  consideration,  the  conclusions 
on  tliis  subject  ])re«ented  by  Dr.  Soldan,  Superintendent  of 
Schools  of  St.  Ix)uis,  an  acknowledged  authority  on  all  matters 
of  sch(K)l  economy,  as  derived  from  practical  experience. 

"  The  examination  of  pupils  for  admission  to  the  High  School 
has  been  discontinued,  and  children  who  have  passed  through  tlie 
grammar  scliools  are  now  admitted  to  the  High  School  on  the 
recommendation  of  their  Principal.  This  plan  has  many  advan- 
tages compared  with  the  system  wdiich  preceded  it.  Aside  from 
the  fact  that  common  educational  sentiment  all  over  the  country 
is  against  laying  tfK>  much  stress  on  written  examinations, 
the  fact  was  evident  to  all  the  teachers  that  the  nervous  strain 
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on  tlie  part  of  tho  childi'en,  wlio  lookeil  forward  to  the  crucial 
test  of  a  written  examination  on  which  their  admission  to  the 
Iligli  Seliool  exclusively  depended,  was  great  and  unnecessary. 

*'  The  teaclier  s  conscientious  judgment  as  to  the  qualifications 
of  pupils  whom  she  has  had  under  her  training  for  a  year  or 
longer,  or  the  estimate  of  the  Principal,  who  has  known  the  child 
for  six  or  eight  years  in  the  school,  are  tests  as  conclusive,  if  con- 
scientiously aj)plied,  as  any  written  examination.  Moreover,  the 
plan  of  admitting  pupils  to  tlie  High  School  on  written  examina- 
tions had  a  bad  effect  on  the  grammar-school  work  during  the 
last  year.  Each  teacher  wanted  to  be  sure  of  having  a  large  per- 
centage of  her  class  pass  the  written  examination,  and  in  conse- 
cjuence  instruction  was  frequently  but  a  uiere  drill  on  such  facts 
ami  (hita  as  were  most  likely  to  be  called  for  in  the  examination. 
It  led  to  cramming,  w^hich  is  always  fatal  to  the  educational  effort 
which  tries  to  make  the  best  use  of  the  child's  time  and  energy. 
A  close  scrutiny  of  tlie  course  of  the  classes  in  the  High  School 
that  have  been  admitted  without  examinations  within  the  last 
year  has  shown  no  decline  in  scholarship  nor  defects  in  general 
qualifications.  The  new  classes,  admitted  on  the  Principal's  cer- 
tificate, compare  very  favorably  with  the  classes  admitted  under 
tlie  old  system  of  entrance  examinations." 

Again,  Dr.  E.  E.  White,  in  his  **  Art  of  Teaching,"  recently 
published,  after  a  careful  discussion  of  this  topic,  says: 

"^  At  this  wTitiug  pupils  arc  promoted  on  the  judgment  or  esti- 
mates of  teachers  in  many  cities,  including  a  score  or  more  of 
the  largest  cities  in  the  country,  and  many  other  cities  make  the 
teacher's  judgment  a  considerable,  if  not  chief,  element  in  the 
promotion  basis.  The  testimony  is  conclusive  that  the  non-use 
of  stated  promotion  examinations  has  been  attended  with  a  gratify- 
ing improvement  in  the  spirit  of  the  schools,  in  less  mechanical 
and  more  rational  teaching,  and  generally  wdth  more  satisfactory 
results,  and  where  the  estimate  plan  has  be^n  intelligently  admin- 
istered there  has  been  no  loss  in  classification." 

The  results  of  the  Regents'  examinations,  taken  by  the  ninth- 
year  pupils  in  June  last,  were  as  follows : 
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Pkogkess  oi''  Schools. 

The  general  progress  of  tlie  schools  has  been,  in  my  opinion, 
which  has  been  formed  during  the  past  year  by  personal  observa- 
tion of  the  class-room  work  and  the  general  management  of  tho 
307  members  of  tlie  teaeliing  corps,  steady  and  satisfactory. 

The  advanced  course  in  l^nglisli,  introchicod  in  the  High  Scliool. 
has  proved  sncccssfid  beyond  expectation.  The  enthusiasm  and 
active  interest  sliowii  at  the  vc^ry  beginning  were  maintained 
throughout  the  year.  Tlie  phni  of  study  used  clearly  brought  out 
the  best  efforts  of  the  student.  The  careful  preparation  of  note- 
books, tlie  constant  resort  to  authoritative  reference  books,  together 
with  the  broad  view  thus  ohtainetl  of  all  the  phases  of  the  several 
topics,  gave  such  zest  and  individuality  to  the  work  as  to  elicit 
the  highest  commenchition  of  all  ohservei-s.  Teachers,  parents  and 
the  pupils  th(imselves  have  freely  expn^ssed  themselves  as  highly 
gratified  with  the  success  with  which  the  study  was  pursued 
throughout  the  year,  and  this  general  estimate  has  been  since 
corroborate<l  by  a  strongly  commendatory  opinion  of  the  work 
of  the  senior  class  in  English  from  an  official  of  the  University. 

The  work  of  the  other  departments  of  the  High  School  has 
maintained  the  high  degree  of  excellence  which  has  characterized 
it  in  the  past.  The  details  of  the  year's  work  of  this  school  are 
given  in  the  report  of  the  Principal,  which  is  submitted  herewith. 

The  conduct  of  the  elementary  schools  has  been  continued  on 
the  educational  lines  followed  for  several  years.  The  subject  of 
changes  in  the  course  in  Arithmetic  was  discussed  at  tlie  monthly 
Principals'  meetings.  While  all  agree  to  the  high  importance,  the 
immediate  usefulness  and  even  the  absolute  necessity  of  giving 
this  subject  a  certain  preponderance  in  the  course  of  study,  it  was 
admitted  on  all  hands  that  the  time  given  to  its  pursuit  was  more 
than  its  proper  proportion.  While  the  progress  of  the  pupils  in 
this  subject  continues  to  be  substantial,  and,  probably,  as  com- 
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plete  as  practicable,  it  continues  to  encroach  upon  the  time  that 
should  be  allotted  to  other  subjects  to  such  a  degree  as  to  demand 
the  prompt  application  of  some  sufficient  remedy.  A  committee 
of  the  Principals,  representing  somewhat  diverse  views,  prepared 
and  submitted  a  minimum  course  of  study  in  Arithmetic.  While 
this  report  was  under  discussion,  it  l>ecame  evident  that  the 
rej)ort  would  not  receive  unanimous  support,  and  it  was,  accord- 
ingly, laid  aside  for  futun^  considoration.  Several  recoumienda- 
tions  of  the  committee  were,  however,  agreed  to.  All  assented 
to  the  proposition  tliat  the  number  of  special  topics  to  be  studied 
should  be  considerably  reduced;  but,  as  stated  above,  it  seemed 
inii^ssible  to  reach  an  agreement  as  to  what  topics  should  be 
eliminated.  A  suggestion  t.liat  drills  in  all  the  fundamental 
r>perations  should  be  more  frequent  than  hitherto  and  that  these 
drills  should  be  continued  throughout  all  the  grades  met  with 
common  approval.  Tlie  farther  suggestion  that  in  the  conduct 
of  these  drills  smaller  quantities  should  be  used  and  that  through- 
out the  course  the  teacliers  should  use  tlie  simpler  examples  only 
in  illustration  of  principles,  was  also  indorsed.  These  are  not 
novel  suggestions,  and  they  had  been  set  forth  and  even  insisted 
upon  in  the  past.  Careful  observation  had  shown  that  many 
teachers  had  faiknl  to  carry  out  these  directions,  not  from  lack  of 
willingness  to  do  so,  but,  probably,  from  lack  of  judgment  and 
skill  in  the  selection  of  examples.  1  can  see  no  immediate  remedy 
for  this  condition,  (except  to  make  the  Principals  responsible  for 
such  selection,  even  if  it  becomes  necessary  for  them  to  make 
the  selection  of  examples  for  the  several  grades.  Were  this  done 
and  the  class  work  in  Arithmetic  personally  and  continuously 
supervised  by  the  Principal  for  a  few  months,  I  am  confident 
that  the  class  teachers  would  thereafter  conduct  the  exercises  in 
Arithmetic  in  the  desired  manner. 

The  instruction  in  the  mechanics  of  reading  cannot  be  too 
highly  commended,  and,  as  a  necessary  consequence,  the  amount 
of  reading  well  done  has  largely  increased.  The  reading  of  com- 
plete productions  required  in  the  literature  course  is  exerting  a 
stronger  influence  than  ever  in  the  formation  of  good  taste  and  a 
love  for  the  best  literature.  The  addition  of  a  brief  account  of 
English  History  has  strengthened  and  made  more  lively  the  inter- 
est of  the  pupils  in  historical  topics  and  greatly  enhanced  the 
thoroughness  of  their  preparation  for  the  serious  study  of  History. 
The  culture  derived  from  the  course  in  literature  is  in  constant 
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evidence  in  all  tlie  written  exercises  of  the  pupils  and  is  quite 
apparent  in  their  oral  expression. 

The  progress  of  the  schools  in  the  special  subjects  of  music  and 
drawing  is  set  forth  in  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Super- 
visors. The  adoption  by  the  Board  of  a  new  course  in  drawing 
promises  a  higher  degree  of  excellence  than  heretofore  attained. 
The  Supervisor  of  Drawing  will  hold  a  series  of  grade  meetings 
for  the  special  instruction  of  all  the  element'ary  teachers  in  the 
new  plans,  which  will  occupy  the  first  five  months  of  the  coming 
school  year. 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  full  report  of  the  Supervisor 
of  Kindergartens,  in  which  it  will  be  noted  that  1,107  children, 
between  the  ages  of  four  and  six,  were  in  attendance  during  the 
year.  The  first-year  teachers  testify,  as  they  have  in  the  past,  to 
the  marked  influence  that  the  kindergarten  training  of  the  children 
who  come  to  their  classes  exerts  upon  their  progress,  as  compared 
with  that  of  those  wlio  have  not  had  the  benefit  of  such  training. 

About  the  same  proportion  of  the  pupils  were  promoted  at  the 
close  of  the  school  year  as  in  the  past.  Ten  thousand  two  hundred 
ten  were  advanced  by  grades,  while  1,229  were  not  promoted. 
Four  hundred  twenty-four  were  advanced  to  the  High  School, 
while  ninety-seven  were  graduated  from  that  institution.  Thirty- 
two  were  graduated  from  the  Teachers'  Training  School,  twenty- 
eight  of  whom  were  from  the  regular  course  and  four  from  the 
kindergarten  department. 

During  the  year  sixty-one  lectures  in  the  visual  instruction 
course  were  given  to  the  school  children,  the  attendance  aggregat- 
ing 8,480.     The  Principals,  in  their  special  reports  on  this  sub- 
ject, testify  to  the  benefits  derivcxl  therefrom,  not  only  in  general 
culture,  but  also  in  direct  application  to  the  school  work,  especially 
in  connection  with  Geography  and  History.     As  I  have  before  had 
occasion  to  remark,  it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  these  lectures 
are  not  open  to  the  public,  as  well  as  to  the  school  children.     With 
the  completion  of  new  School  Xo.   12,  we  shall  have  four  large  ^ 
halls,  one  each  in  the  High  School  and  Sch<x>ls  Xos.  4,  12  and  24:^ 
and  a  smaller,  but  fairly  adequate  audience-room  in  School  Xo.  6.   ^ 
These  places  are  located  so  that  lectures  given  in  them  woidd  b^^ 
accessible  to  nearly  all  our  citizens.     The  ex}>enso  of  conductint  __, 
such  public  lectures  would  not  be  very  great.     The  principal  iten^^ 
would  be  compensation  to  the  several  Principals  who  might  t:::^ 
called  upon  to  lecture.     I  reconmicnd  that  the  Board  apply  to  t^::^^ 
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city  authorities  for  the  moderate  sum  noe<led  to  extend  the  benefits 
of  tlie  visual  instruction  course  to  the  general  public. 

The  two  medals  (class  1  and  class  2)  awarded  to  the  Board  at 
the  Paris  Exposition  for  the  excellence  of  its  exhibit  have  been 
received.  The  official  certificates  will  be  sent  in  the  regular 
course.  It  is  interesting  and  gratifying  to  record  here  the  disposi- 
tion made  of  the  exhibits.  Aj)j)lication  for  the  exhibits  was  made 
by  representatives  of  the  Russian  government  and  of  the  cities  of 
Mancliester  and  Glasgow,  the  two  latter  asking  for  the  temporary 
use  of  the  exliibits  at  local  exhibitions,  while  the  first  desired  its 
permanent  location  in  the  educational  museum  at  St.  Petersburgh. 
The  Board  dex?ided  to  j)resent  the  entire  exhibit  to  the  Russian 
government.  In  connection  with  this  transaction,  the  following 
letter  is  published :

Manual  Tr^unino. 
The  present  is  truly  the  industrial  age  of  our  republic.  The 
almost  daily  discoveries  of  science*,  the  ingenuity  of  inventors  and 
the  recent  expansion  of  our  territory  are  constantly  opening  new 
avenues  to  profitable  employment  and  even  distinction.  It  is 
found,  therefore,  that  intellectiuil  development  only  will  not  suflSce 
to  prepare  our  youth  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  times.  The 
training  of  the  eye  and  the  hand  has  become  an  indispensable  factor 
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in  public  education.     The  whole  boy  must  be  sent  to  school.     The 
truth  of  this  has  been  recognized  in  our  school  syBtem  for  a  long 
time;  not,  however,  so  completely  as  it  should  be.     The  instruction 
in  the  kindergartens  and  the  course  in  Drawing,  which  extends 
throughout  the  entire  curriculum,  have  been  conducted  largely  on 
the  lines  of  manual  training;  while  in  the  High  School,  the  well- 
organized  shops,  with  their  special  instructors,  have  well  sup- 
plemented the  training  of  the  elementary  schools.     There  can  be 
no  question,  however,  that  the  special  instruction  in  the  use  of 
tools  should  not  be  confined  to  the  High  School  pupils,  but  should 
be  extended  to  the  very  large  number  who  can  never  pursue  their 
studies  beyond  the  elementary  schools.     Experience  has  shown 
that  the  influence  of  manual  training  has  kept  in  the  High  School 
large  numbers  of  pupils  whose  lack  of  interest  in  int-ellectual  pur- 
suits alone  had  deterred  from  completing  the  full  course.     It  is 
clear  that  the  same  influence  would  keep  far  greater  numbers  in 
attendance   uiK>n  the  higher  grades  of  the  elementary   schools. 
I  recommend,  therefore,  tJiat  manual  training  in  the  form  of  wood- 
working be  made  a  part  of  the  course  in  the  Eighth  and  ^inth 
Years.     The  expense  of  establishing  these  manual  training  classes 
would  not  be  very  great.     I  propose,  in  tlie  first  instance,  that  one 
plant  be  established  on  which  the  boys  of  several  of  the  schools 
could  readily  attend.     Although  its  location  is  not  so  convenient 
as  could  bo  desired,  the  Board  has  in  its  control  a  building  on  the 
lot  of  School  Xo.  4  which  could  easily  be  adapted  to  this  purpose. 
The  necessary  alterations  of  the  building  and  the  installation  of  a 
complete  outfit,  together  with  the  salary  of  a  special  instructor 
and  the  cost  of  maintenaiice,^  would  not  exceed,  for  the  first  year, 
the  sum  of  $5,000.     Tliereafter  the  cost  will  be  less  than  half  that 
amount.     I  am  confident  that  the  city  tiuthorities  would  readily 
grant  whatever  appropriation  may  be  needed  for  this  extension  of 
the  work  of  the  schools. 

Evening  Schools. 

The  opportimity  offered  during  the  past  year  for  the  study  of 
more  advanced  subjects  by  the  opening  of  an  evening  school  in 
the  High  School  was  embraced  by  a  much  larger  number  than  was 
anticipate<l.  Although  the  opening  of  such  a  school  had  been  fully 
advertisetl  and  the  press  of  the  city  had  commented  very  favorably 
and  frequently  on  the  project,  it  was  evident  that  the  information 
did  not  reach  very  many  who  would  naturally  be  glad  to  attend. 
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Quite  a  niiml>er  of  individuals  appeared  when  the  course  was 
nearly  completed,  stating  that  they  had  just  found  out  that  the 
school  had  been  established.  It  is  believed  that  the  next  course 
will  be  much  more  fully  attended.  The  number  who  did  attend, 
however  (117  in  all),  was  more  tlian  large  enough  to  justify  the 
action  of  the  Board.  The  subjects  of  study  at  the  High 
SehcM)!  were  B(X)kki^^ping,  Drawing  (mechanical  and  industrial), 
A<lvanced  English,  Physics,  Chemistry,  Algebra,  Geometry  and 
Latin.  The  classes  in  Bookkeeping  and  Drawing  were  naturally 
larger  than  those  in  the  other  subjects.  A  suflScient  number,  how- 
ever, pursued  the  other  subjects  to  justify  their  establishment. 
Several  individuals,  who  were  intending  to  study  law  or  medicine, 
succeeded  subsequently  in  passing  some  of  the  Regents'  examina- 
tions,, which  are  required  for  entrance  upon  the  study  of  those 
professions.  All  the  other  students  were  exemplary  in  their  attend- 
ance and  in  their  progress,  and  were  so  sincere  in  their  work  that 
the  difficulties  of  maiiagenient,  which  are  so  often  the  bane  of  even- 
ing schools,  were  never  apparent.  It  was  very  pleasing  to  observe 
the  serious  and  quiet  manner  in  which  all  the  students  prosecuted 
their  work.  Altogether  the  experiment  proved  highly  successful, 
and  I  am  confident  that  the  attendance  next  year  will  be  largely 
increased  and  that  tliis  special  school  will  become  a  permanent 
a<ljunct  of  the  i)ul)lic  school  system.  The  attendance  on  the  Ele- 
mentary Evening  Schools  was  considerably  lessened  as  compared 
\vith  the  })rece(ling  year,  partly  owing  to  the  large  number  that 
took  up  the  advanccMl  work;  but  their  progress  was  as  substantial 
and  beneficent  as  in  the  past. 
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Vacation  Playgrounds. 

The  citizens  of  Albany  have  watched  with  growing  interest  the 
work  of  the  Albany  llothers'  C/lub  in  maintaining  a  vacation  play- 
ground in  Beaver  Park  for  the  past  two  years.  The  plan  on  which 
the  playground  has  been  conducted  is  an  attompt  at  a  small 
degree  of  instruction  on  kindergarten  lines  combined  with  a  very 
large  measure  of  organized  play.  The  fact  that  the  enterprise  has 
been  maintained  by  voluntary  contributions,  which  were  furnished 
almost  spontaneously,  attests  the  favor  with  which  it  is  regarded  by 
the  public.  The  experience,  of  other  cities,  where  such  play- 
grounds have  always  at  first  been  conducted  by  associations  of 
private  individuals,  is  that  they  have  be^n  increased  in  number  and 
have  finally  been  regarded  as  so  great  a  blessing  that  the  work  has 
been  relegated  to  the  school  authorities  and  thereafter  maintained 
at  public  expense,  and  their  scope  extende<l  on  educational  lines. 
It  will  be  well,  therefore,  to  look  forward  to  the  same  result  in  this 
city.  Too  much  praise  can  not  be  bestowed  upon  the  earnest 
women  who  have  thus  far  carried  on  this  work  and  who  will  con- 
tinue to  do  so  until  relieved  of  tlie  burden  by  the  action  of  the  city. 

In  connection  with  this  topic,  which  has  so  much  to  do  with  the 
physical  well-being  of  children,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  in 
several  places,  notably  in  the  city  of  IJtiea  in  this  State,  facilities 
for  bathing  have  been  placed  in  school  buildings.  Xo  discussion 
is  necessary  to  point  out  the  far-reacliing  influence  of  this  new 
departure.  When  a  child  once  enjoys  the  comforts  and  the  self 
respect  that  come  from  cleanliness  of  the  person,  he  will  never 
retrograde,  but  will  carry  the  same  refining  and  elevating  influ- 
ences into  homes  tliat  now  sadly  lack  them. 

Teachers'  Training  School. 

Thirty-five  students  entered  the  regular  Training  School  course, 
of  whom  two  left  during  the  year,  twenty-eight  were  graduated  and 
five  were  required  to  review  a  certain  portion  of  the  course  the  next 
year.  There  were  eight  students  in  the  Kindergarten  course,  five 
of  whom  received  certificates.  Mr.  C.  E.  Franklin,  the  newly 
appointed  Principal  of  this  important  school,  entered  upon  his 
work  vidth  the  same  enthusiasm  and  vigor  that  had  characterized 
him  as  Principal  of  an  elementary  school.  The  unusually  lai^ 
class  rendered  his  task  more  diflicult  tlian  usual.  The  fact  that 
so  many  successfully  met  the  exacting  requirements  of  the  course 
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and  the  demands  of  the  State  Unifonn  Examination,  and  the 
farther  fact  that  all  but  one  of  the  seventeen  who  applied  for  a 
Xew  York  city  license,  the  tests  for  obtaining  which  are  quite 
severe,  were  successful,  sufficiently  attest  the  excellence  of  his 
work.  The  labors  of  the  Principal  were  ably  seconded  by  his 
special  assistant-,  the  instructors  in  music  and  drawing  and  the 
critic-teachers  in  the  practice  department  of  the  school.  The  par- 
ticular lesson  of  the  year's  experience  is  that  one  year  is  much  too 
short  a  time  in  which  to  imdertake  the  study  of  the  theories  of 
teaching  and  the  practice  of  the  art.  In  consideration  of  the  ample 
list  of  qualified  teachers  awaiting  appointment,  tlie  time  is  espe- 
cially favorable  for  the  establishment  of  a  two  years'  course. 

The  annual  examination  of  the  graduates  of  the  High  School 
and  of  other  approved  institutions  has  become  somewhat  burden- 
some and  expensive.  I  believe  that  the  selection  would  be  as 
accurately  made,  were  the  subjects  of  the  examination  considerably 
reduced  in  number.  It  is  now  retjuired  that  cpiestion  papers 
should  be  prepared  in  nine  subjects  and  the  number  of  the  answer 
papers  is  so  large  that  their  examination  occupies  an  undue  amount 
of  time  and  energi^'.  I  recommend  that  the  number  of  examina- 
tions be  re<luced  t-o  five  and  that  they  be  confined  to  studies  pur- 
sued in  the  last  two  years  of  the  High  School  course. 

Teachers. 

Three  hundred  and  seven  teachers  were  in  the  service  of  the 
Board  during  the  year,  a  decrease  of  two.     Two  lumdred  eighty- 
two  of  the   teachers   were   women    and   twenty-five   men.      Two 
hundred  one  were  graduates  of  the  High  School,  forty  of  the 
State   Normal   School    and   fifty-four   of   various   academies    and 
select  schools.      One   hundred  fifty-nine   were  graduates   of  the 
Teachers'  Training  School.     Five  teachers  died  during  the  year: 
Katherine  A.  O'Neill  of  School  Xo.   0,  Anna  Baker  of  School 
Xo.   21,  Joan  1).  GUligan  of  School  Xo.  13,  Katherine  A.  Cnim- 
iney   of  School  Xo.  15,  and  Marj^  A.  Foi-sythe  of  School  Xo.  3. 
3fisH  O'Xeill,  who  was  appointed  in  1S97,  had  served  Avith  entire 
accoptability  for  over  two  years,  when  she  was  attacked  by  con- 
simaption,  and,  after  lingering  for  a  few  months,  succumbed  to 
that    fell  destroyer.     Miss  Baker,  who  began  her  excellent  service 
in  1  895,  passed  away  after  a  few  days'  illness,  in  January,  1901, 
sine^erely  mourned  by  a  large  circle  of  friends,  who  esteemeii  her 
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highly  for  her  many  charming  qualities  of  mind  and  character. 
Miss  Gilligan  had  taught,  with  marked  success  since  1884.  Her 
gentle  and  refined  nature  was  reflecte<l  in  the  demeanor  of  her 
pupils ;  while  her  conscientious  school  work  was  evinced  by  their 
steady  progress.  Her  prolonged  illness  and  untimely  death  sad- 
dened cxcee<lingly  all  with  whom  she  had  been  associated  during 
her  most  useful  career,  iliss  Crummey  had  been  in  the  service 
twenty-two  years,  having  boon  appointed  in  1879.  She  was  highly 
regarded  by  pupils  and  associates,  and  her  sudden  death  was  a 
shock  and  a  great  sorrow  to  all  who  knew  her.  Miss  Forsythe  had 
sensed  only  three  years  as  a  kindergartner.  Her  winning  manners, 
her  cheerful  disposition  and  her  imdoubted  skill  had  made  Miss 
Forsythe  greatly  l>eloved  by  all  with  whom  she  came  in  contact. 

During  the  3'ear,  the  customary  number  of  monthly  conferences 
of  the  Principals  with  the  Superintendent  and  of  the  faculties  of 
the  several  schools  were  held  as  usual. 

In  closing,  I  take  the  opportimity  to  renew  my  heartiest  thanks 
to  the  Board  for  its  encouragement,  support  and  counsel,  and  to 
the  Principals  and  Teachers  for  their  co-operation  in  the  efforts  of 
all  to  make  the  public  schools  in  every  way  worthy  of  our  city.

Dear  Sir. —  The  following  tal)le  of  statistics  is  a  record  of  the 
number  of  pupils,  attendance,  age  of  pupils  and  promotions  in  the 
Public  School  Kindergartens  of  Albany  for  the  school  year  extend- 
ing from  September,  11)00,  to  June,  1901. 

In  several  of  the  classes  there  have  been  epidemics  of  children's 
diseases  by  whicli  the  attendance  has  been  more  or  less  influenced. 
Otherwise  this  rcH'ord  compares  very  favorably  with  those  of  other 
years. 
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Average  number  registered  per  kindergarten 53 

Average  membership  per  kindergarten 31 

Average  attendance  per  kindergarten 27 


The  kindergartners  have  had  an  especially  active  year.  There 
have  been  thirty-eight  mothers'  meetings  held  in  the  various 
kindergartens.  In  addition  to  these  the  kindergartners  have  aided 
somewhat  in  forming  mothers'  circles  in  nine  schools  of  the  city. 
These  circles  are  under  the  direction  of  the  Albany  Mothers'  Club, 
and  are  open  to  mothers  of  pupils  in  all  grades  who  care  to  discuss 
methods  of  child  training. 

Excursions  have  be^n  planned  by  the  kindergartners  to  places  of 
interest  for  tJie  children;  to  the  parks,  the  market  or  store,  the 
blacksmith,  carpenter,  baker,  cobbler,  wheelwright,  as  the  case 
called  for.  One  teacher  even  succeeded  in  taking  her  class  in  a 
carryall  to  a  farm  near  Kenwood.     These  excursions  require  a 
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great  deal  of  extra  effort  on  the  part  of  the  teacher,  as  in  most  cases 
it  is  necessary  to  make  arrangements  previous  to  the  excursion  at 
the  place  visited.  Then  the  responsibility  of  so  many  children  at 
the  time  appointed  is  of  no  small  consideration. 

The  kindergartners  have  also  at  an  expense  of  both  time  and 
money  taken  a  special  course  of  training  in  program  work  under 
tJie  direction  of  Miss  Susan  Blow.  The  instruction  was  given  by 
Miss  Laura  Fisher  of  Boston.  Both  of  these  workers  are  so  well- 
knowTi  in  educational  fields  that  no  comment  is  necessary.  In 
program  work  Albany  now  stands  with  Boston,  Philadelphia, 
Washington  and  St.  Louis.  Other  cente^rs  are  now  planning  to  join 
this  force  whose  method  of  work  will,  I  believe,  result  in  greater 
individual  development  and  logical  thought  on  the  part  of  the 
children  than  could  have  been  possible  in  our  former  work.  In 
one  respect,  however,  the  Albany  kindergartens  have  not  yet 
reached  ideal  conditions,  which  is  sliown  in  the  absence  of  trained 
assistants  in  classes  numl)ering  more  than  thirty  pupils. 

Many  of  our  kindergartners  have  also  availed  themselves  of  a 
very  instructive  course  of  lectures  by  Miss  Blow.  These  two 
courses  in  program  and  lectures  have  been  made  possible  through 
the  untiring  efforts  of  the  Albany  Kindergarten  Association,  thus 
illustrating  one  of  the  advantages  of  organization.  If  it  were  pos- 
sible for  tlie  Board  of  Public  Instruction  to  lessen  the  financial 
strain  of  tliis  corps  of  its  teachers  w^ho  are  always  so  willing  to 
strengthen  tlie  Albany  work  at  a  sacrifice  of  both  time  and  money 
I  know  it  would  be  greatly  appreciated. 

As  the  year  has  drawn  to  a  close,  death  has  entered  our  kinder- 
garten circle  and  has  claime<l  three  of  our  number:  (a.)  Miss 
Joan  Carroll,  whose  standing  w^as  first  on  the  list  of  kindergarten 
substitutes;  (?;.)Miss  Katherine  Crummey,  a  member  of  the  class 
of  First  Year  teachers  which  recently  completed  the  Kindergarten 
course  of  training;  (c.)  Miss  Mary  Porsydie,  kindergartner  of 
Scliool  jS^o.  3. 

The  Kindergarten  Training  Class  now  numbers  five  pupils.  In 
Septeml)er,  1 000,  there  wore  three  divisions  of  work  in  progress : 
(a)  a  division  of  First  Year  teachers  numbering  sixteen  mem- 
bers; (h)  a  Second  Year  class  of  two  members,  and  (c)  a  First 
Year  class  of  five  meinbei*s.  Of  this  last  division  two  pupils  were 
obliged  in  the  early  fall  to  discontinue  the  work, —  one  on  account 
of  illness  at  home,  and  the  other  Ix^cause  of  being  assigned  to  per- 
manent grade  substituting.    However,  one  additional  pupil  entered 
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the  class  in  November.  Of  these  four  pupils,  three  have  received 
a  certificate  in  acknowledgment  of  having  completed  the  First 
Year  course  of  training  in  kindergarten  motihods,  and  the  remain- 
ing pnpil  will  rec^nve  her  certificate  in  the  fall  when  she  completes 
the  work. 

The  division  of  First  Year  tx^achers  w^ere  granted  diplomas  at 
the  completion  of  their  Second  Year  course  of  study  in  December, 
1900.  Through  the  courtesy  of  tlie  principal  and  the  kindergart- 
ner  of  School  Xo.  12,  four  of  these  pupils  have  been  enabled  to  add 
to  their  course  of  training  several  weeks  of  practical  work  with 
tlie  children  under  the  direct  supervision  of  Miss  Cooney  and 
myself. 

In  Division  B,  one  pupil  remains  w^ho  will  receive  her  diploma 
as  soon  as  she  completes  the  work  which  illness  has  prevented  her 
<loing  this  year.  The  other  j)uj)il  has  been  obliged  te  discontinue 
the  course,  having  accepted  an  ap])ointment  in  another  city.

As 
iMiss  Cooney  enters  a  new  field  of  kindergartening  in  another  city 
we  can  at  least  feel  grateful  that  the  kindergarten  work  somewhere 
wdll  still  be  benefited  by  her  enthusiasm  and  ability.

SupeHntendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir. —  We  have  arrived  at  the  end  of  another  school  year, 
and  when  I  conteniphite  the  Avork  done  in  my  department  I  feel 
considerable  satisfaction;  but  iny  satisfaction  is  not  complete  nor 
will  it  ever  be.  It  is  my  aim  always  to  keep  up  to  the  times,  and 
so  that  which  was  g(K)d  last  year  will  not  do  for  next.  The 
teachei's  were  never  more  faithful  to  their  duties  and  they  never 
worked  more  intelligx?ntly  in  the  department  under  my  charge. 
I  do  not  pro|X)se  to  increase  the  teachers'  labors  materially  but  to 
put  their  time  and  energies  to  lK*tt>er  purpose  by  introducing  an 
entii*ely  new  system  of  Art  instruction  if  tlie  Board  approves  of  my 
course.  I  have  asked  the  Board  to  adopt  the  Prang  system,  and  I 
confidently  hope  tliey  will  sec  that  it  is  to  the  best  interests  of  our 
children  to  grant  my  request. 

The  system  now  in  use  is  t<x>  specific  and  too  narrow  for  use 
to-day.  It  was  all  right  when  we  introduced  it,  but  it  has  had  its 
day.  Our  teachers  are  rt^ady  to  take  another  and  a  long  step  in 
the  right  direction. 

During  the  yc^^r,  anticipating  a  change,  I  introduced  the  use  of 
water  colors  in  all  the  grades  and  every Ixxly  was  delighted.  The 
element  of  color  seemed  to  be  just  what  was  wanted  to  give  the 
study  new  life  and  round  up  many  branches  of  the  work  that 
seemed  deficient. 

There  is  little  danger  of  over-estimating  the  educational  and 
disciplinary  advant^igc^  of  the  brush  in  the  school  room.  Pupils 
are  enable<:l  to  ra])idly  interpret  and  render  observations  much 
more  readily  with  a  brush  than  with  a  pencil. 

Then,  too,  the  ])U})il  has  a  new  eh^nient  to  look  for:  color,  the 
life  and  soul  of  all  form. 

But  we  have  not  made  a  ''  fad  ''  of  color  work.  We  do  not 
believe  in  *'  fads."  We  have  given  much  attention  to  mathematical 
and  nu^chanieal  drawing,  believing  that  it  is  one  of  the  principal 
foundations  of  industrial  work. 

Geometric  work,  done  with  coni]mss  and  rule,  was  begim  in  the 
Fourth  Yenr  and  continued  through  all  the  grades,  so  that  when  tlie 
pu])ils   were   gi'aduated    to   the   High    School   they   were   fairly 
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equipped  with  the  fundamental  principles  of  mathematical 
drawing. 

The  work  accomplished  in  the  High  School  under  the  direction 
of  MissKat^V.Kankin  has  been  generally  satisfactory.  The  work 
aecomplishe<l  in  the  decorative  and  representative  departments  was 
all  that  could  be  desire<l  or  expect/ed.  The  constructive  element  is 
in  a  promising  condition,  and  I  feel  confident  that  at  the  end  of 
another  year  it  will  stand  in  the  prominent  position  where  it 
belongs.  The  Teacher  of  Drawing  in  the  High  School  has  no  easy 
place.  The  requirements  are  so  many  and  the  time  allowed  so 
meagre  that  the  wonder  is  that  so  much  is  accomplished.  I  do  not 
believe  that  Drawing  should  be  a  voluntary  study  in  the  High 
School,  but  the  Junior  and  Senior  Years  should  be  allowed  more 
time. 

Drawing  in  the  Evening  School  was  a  success.  The  students 
were  earnest  and  faithful  and  needed  no  urging.  Nearly  all  the 
work  done  at  Evening  School  was  mechanical.  After  tAvo  weeks  of 
study  on  the  fundamental  principles  of  construction  drawing,  each 
student  worked  independently  upon  a  mo<lcl  making  individual 
assistance  and  criticism  necessary.  I  found  it  necessary  to  teach 
considerable  mathematics  in  connection  with  the  Drawing. 
.Joseph  Gander  did  the  best  work  during  the  session  and  is  entitled 
to  considerable  credit  for  the  excellent  workmanship  and  progress 
his  drawings  displayed. 

Xext  year  I  shall  give  a  series  of  lessons  to  the  various  grade 
teachers  in  our  schools,  provided  the  Board  sees  fit  to  adopt  my 
suggestions. 

Once  more  I  have  the  pleasure  of  thanking  you  and  the  members 
of  the  Board  for  co-operation  and  support  in  my  department.

Report  of  Supervisor  of  Music. 

Albany,  N.  Y.,  September  1,  1900. 
Dr.  Ciias.  W.  Cole, 

Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir. —  The  work  which  has  been  done  by  the  teachers  in 
ray  department  during  tlie  past,  year  was  by  far  the  most  thorough 
that  has  been  accomplished  during  my  fifteen  years  of  supervision. 
In  accordance  w4th  my  request  more  attention  has  been  given  to 
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individual  work  with  the  pupils,  with  excellent  results.  Under 
my  supervision  the  teachers  are  having  the  pupils  prepare  work  in 
music  for  our  "  Exhibition ;  "  which  consists  in  correlating  music 
with  other  subjects.  The  pupils  are  writing  songs  from  memory 
and  from  dictation,  also  Uie  scales  and  various  expression  marks, 
with  remarkable  success.  For  example,  the  teacher  sings  the 
sounds  of  a  song  with  La  and  the  pupils  wTite  the  same  in  notes  on 
the  staff  in  time. 

During  the  year  I  have  examined  individually  nearly  all  the 
pupils  tlirough  the  different  grades  in  singing  and  in  their  general 
knowledge  of  the  subject.  The  results  of  this  test  were  very 
gratifying.  Tlie  song  books  furnislied  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Instruction  were  carefully  distributed  among  the  different  schools 
whieli  are  now  fairly  wt^l  supplicnl ;  except  School  No.  12,  which 
should  be  furnished  with  more  books  and  charts.  The  latter  were 
all  destroyed  when  the  building  was  burned. 

I  have  given  a  course  of  lectures  to  the  teachers  on  methods  of 
instruction.  These  lectures  were  conducted  at  the  High  School 
and  were  continued  until  the  Christmas  vacation. 

I  explained  in  my  report  of  last  year  the  various  topics  wiiich  I 
discussed  in  these  lectures. 

I  intend  to  continue  to  give  instruction  on  the  same  lines  during 
this  year. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  state  that  while  the  lectures  were  well 
attended,  still  I  regret  that  some  teachers  who  most  needed  the 
instruction  faile<l  to  take  adv^ant^ge  of  the  exceptional  opportimity 
which  was  offered  them. 

I  also  wish  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  you  and  to  the 
Principals  and  teachers  generally  for  aiding  in  carrying  my  ideas 
into  effective  operation.

Miss  Mary  I.  Davis,  Assistant  in  English  Branches  in  the 
High  School,  has  been  a  faithful  and  efficient  teacher  for  many 
years.  She  has  charge  of  a  large  study-hall  and  has  done  her  work 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  win  the  hearty  approval  of  the  Principal 
and  the  Superintendent.  In  response  to  an  inquiry  by  a  member 
of  this  Committee,  Superintendent  Cole  has  furnished  the  follow- 
ing statement :

east  and  llobin  street  on  the  west,  and  that  the  Mayor  was  so 
informed  immediately;  and, 

WiiEKEAs,  In  a  communication  from  the  President  of  this  Board 
sent  by  its  direction  to  the  honorable  the  Common  Council  July 
2,  1900,  this  Board  rep«ite<l  its  opinion  that  two  school  buildings 
were  required,  and  that  they  should  be  located  as  above  set  forth, 
except  that  the  farther  opinion  was  expressed  that  the  one  addi- 
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tional  to  the  new  No.  12  should  be  placed  near  the  north  end  of 
Knox  street  viaduct. 

Resolved,  That  this  Boanl  hereby  respectfully  represents  to  the 
Mayor  and  the  Common  Council  that  the  proper  accommodation 
>f  the  school  children  involved  would  be  best  subserved  by  locating 
the  building  provided  for  in  the  ordinance  west  of  Knox  street  and 
between  Central  and  Clinton  avenues,  and  requests  the  Common 
Council  to  amend  such  ordinance  by  substituting  the  location 
described  in  the  resolution  for  that  described  in  the  ordinance  as 
adapted. 

In  supporting  the  adoption  of  the  resolution,  Mr.  McElroy 
stated  that  he  examined  carefully  into  the  seating  capacity  of 
Schools  Nos.  5  and  7  and  found  that  there  were  vacant  seats  to 
the  nimiber  of  two  hundred  seventy-four  (274)  in  both  schools, 
>r  more  than  sufficient  to  accommodate  all  the  pupils  living  in  the 
district  where  the  ordinance  of  tlie  (^onmion  Council  proposes  to 
place  a  new  building.  He  stated  also  that,  on  the  contrary,  that 
in  School  No.  21  there  was  last  year  an  excess  of  pupils  beyond 
the  seating  capacity  to  the  number  of  seventy-eight  (78),  and  that 
in  the  primary  grades  of  School  No.  12  there  was  an  attendance 
of  fifty  more  than  could  be  accommodated  with  a  full  day's 
attendance.

Everj'thing  is  done  to  give  boys  a  thorough  course  of  training 
and  cause  them  to  acquire  studious  and  industrious  habits.  The 
fact  that  Mr.  Chas.  Skinner  has  placed  our  institution  at  the  head 
of  his  list  of  Catholic  truant  schools  is  a  sufficient  recommendation 
of  its  fitness  to  educate. 

There  have  been  considerable  improvements  made  lately  in  the 
institution,  and  the  class  rooms  and  sleeping  departments  are 
entirely  new  with  tlie  latest  modern  conveniences.

Deak  Sir. —  Replying  to  your  communication  of  ilarch  nine- 
:eenth,  respecting  the  bills  presented  by  the  Bureau  of  Water,  I 
lave  the  honor  to  say: 
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The  metliod  pursued  when  one  department  deals  with  another 
is,  in  my  judgment,  the  proper  one.  Each  department  should 
bear  its  own  burdens,  and,  if  one  department  were  allowed  to  call 
upon  another  for  work  or  mat<5rials  without  giving  that  depart- 
ment due  credit  therefor,  it  would  be  impossible  to  form  any  ade- 
quate idea  of  the  expenses  of  the  different  branches  of  the  city 
government.  I  understand  that  the  charge  made  simply  reim- 
burses the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  its  actual  expenditure. 
If  the  work  were  done  by  a  third  person,  it  would  naturally  cost 
more,  for  the  charge  would  include  the  profit  of  such  person. 

Perhaps  I  ought  to  say  in  passing  that  not  onlV  is  the  rule  here 
adopted  applied  to  other  departments,  but  is  also  applied  to  bureaus 
in  the  same  department.  For  example,  if  any  work  is  done  by  the 
employes  in  the  Bureau  of  Streets  for  the  Bureau  of  Parks,  it  is 
charged  to  the  latter  bureau.  While  in  dollars  and  cents  it  does 
not  make  any  difference,  it  does  enable  us  to  keep  accounts  with 
exactness  and  to  know  what  each  department  is  costing  the  city. 
I  return  the  bills.

FIRST  MEETING. 


Albany,  April  17,  1902. 

The  Board  of  Education,  appointed  pursuant  to  eliapter  500  of 
the  Laws  of  1902,  met  in  their  rooms  in  the  High  School  building 
on  Thursday,  April  19,  1902,  at  12  m.

—  Pursuant  to  the  i)i*ovisions  of  chapter  500  of  (he 
Laws  of  1902, 1  do  hereby  appoint  as  Commissioners  of  Educiilion 
in  the  city  of  Albany,  John  T.  McDonough  for  the  term  ending 
February  1,  1904 ;  Ihivl  i\  Andrews  for  the  term  ending  Febru- 
ary 1,  1900 ;  Calvin  W.  Edwards  for  the  term  ending  February 
1,  1908.

Chapter  560  of  the  Laws  of  1902  was  read  by  Mr.  Andrews 
and  ordered  printed  in  the  proceedings. 

CHAPTER  560  OF  THE  LAWS  OF  1902. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorlc,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Sectiox  1.  Section  two  liundred  and  forty  of  chapter  one  hun- 
dred and  eighty-two  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  liundred  and  ninoty- 
ei^»ht  entitled,  '^\n  act  for  the  government  of  cities  of  the  second 
chiss  ' '  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  road  as  follows : 

§  240.  There  sliall  be  a  board  of  education,  composed  of  throe 
members,  to  be  called  commissioners  of  education,  who  shall  be 
appointed  as  hereinafter  provided,  which  board  shall  be  the  head 
of  the  department  of  public  instruction.  They  must  have  been 
electors  of  the  city  for  a  |>eriod  of  at  least  five  years  immediately 
preceding  the  date  of  appointment.  Within  ten  days  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  the  mayor  shall  appoint  one  commissioner  to 
serve  until  February  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  four,  one  to 
sen'e  until  February  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  six,  and  one 
to  serve  until  February  first,  nineteen  hundreil  and  eight;  and 
thereafter,  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  any  commissioner,  the 
mayor  shall  appoint  his  successor  for  the  term  of  six  years,  which 
shall  be  the  term  of  office  of  every  commissioner  so  appointed.  In 
the  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  commissioner,  the  mayor 
sliall  fill  the  vacancy  by  the  appointment  of  a  commissioner  for 
the  remainder  of  the  term.  The  commissioners  shall  serve 
without  pay. 

§  2.  Article  seven  of  said  chapter  is  hereby  amended  by  add- 
ing thereto  sections  two  hundred  and  forty-one  to  two  hundred 
niid  forty-seven  inclusive. 

§  241.  The  board  shall  appoint  one  of  its  members  president, 
who  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  usually  incident  to  such  office. 
It  shall  also  appoint  a  suitable  person  other  than  a  member 
thereof,  superintendent  of  schools  in  the  city,  who  shall  exer- 
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ciae  the  powers  and  discharge  the  duties  hereinafter  defined,  and 
shall  be  allowed  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  the  board 
of  estimate  and  apportiomnent  may  at  any  time  determine.  It 
shall  also  appoint  from  time  to  time  sucli  other  employees  includ- 
ing teachers  and  attendance  oflScers  as  the  school  system  may 
require;  the  amount  of  their  compensation  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
board  of  estimate  and  apportionment.  It  has  the  care,  custody 
and  safe  keeping  of  all  school  property,  real  and  personal;  and 
shall  make  rules  and  r^ulations  for  the  government  of  the  schools 
and  its  employees  except  as  hereinafter  provided ;  prescribe  courses 
of  study  and  textbooks;  supply  the  requisite  textbooks  and  sta- 
tionery for  the  use  of  indigent  pupils ;  provide  the  several  schools 
with  the  necessary  school  apparatus,  maps  and  music  books,  the 
expense  thereof  to  be  defrayed  out  of  the  school  moneys  of  the 
city.  No  member  of  the  board  sliall  be  eligible  to  appointment  or 
employment  by  the  board. 

§  242.  The  board  has  all  the  powers  and  is  charged  with  aU 
the  duties  of  commissioners  of  common  schools,  and  of  trustees 
of  the  several  scliool  districts  in  this  state,  under  the  general 
statutes  relating  to  common  schools,  so  far  as  such  powers  and 
duties  can  be  made  applicable  to  the  schools  herein  provided  for, 
and  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  243.  The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  hold  oflSce  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  board.  Any  ]>erson  may  prefer  charges  of 
ineouipeteney,  maladministration  or  misconduct  in  office  against 
the  superintendent,  and  thereupon  the  board  shall  proceed  to 
hear  the  charg(\s,  and  in  ease  the  same  shall  be  sustained  by  the 
aftirnuitive  votes  of  a  majority  thereof  the  superintendent  shall 
be  dismissed  from  his  office. 

§  244.     The  superintendent  has  power  and  it  is  his  duty  to  see 
that  all  rules  and  regulations  of  the  board  ar^  complied  with  by 
the  principals  and  teachers ;  to  de^termine  the  different  grades  of 
study  which  shall  be  pursued  in  the  various  departments  of  the 
several  schcwls ;  to  transfer  teachers  from  one  school  to  another,  or 
from  one  grade  to  another,  to  susi)end  any  teacher  temporarily 
for  cause,  provided,  however,  that  the  reasons  for  such  suspension 
shall  be   immediately  transmitted   to   the  board   in  writing;  to 
transfer  pupils  from  one  school  to  another ;  to  prescribe  rules  and 
regulations   for   the   admission,   examination   and   promotion  of 
pupils ;  and  he  shall  have  the  charge  of  the  school  libraries.

N^  245.  All  assistant  teachers  shall  be  appointed  for  a  proba- 
tionary period  of  one  year,  at  the  expiration  of  which  term,  unless 
satisfactory  evidence  of  incompetency  is  submitted  by  the  super- 
intendent, the  probationer  may  be  elected  by  the  board.  There- 
after such  teacher  shall  hold  llu*  position  during  good  behavior 
and  shall  be  removable  only  for  cause,  after  a  hearing,  by  the 
affinnative  votes  of  a  majority  oi  the  board.  All  probationary 
appointments  shall  be  made  from  the  head  of  a  merit  list,  upon 
which  the  names  of  all  eligible  candidates  for  appointment  as 
assistant  teachers  shall  appear  in  the  order  of  their  rank  in 
scliolarship  and  qualifications  for  teaching;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  board  to  prescribe  by  rules  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  of  the  state  the  means  of  determining  such  rank  in  scholar- 
ship and  qualifications.  All  principals  shall  hohl  thenr  positions 
during  good  behavior  and  shall  be  removable  only  for  cause,  after 
a  hearing,  by  the  affirmative  votes  of  at  least  a  majority  of  the 
board. 

§  246.  Whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  any  repairs  are 
neeiled  to  the  public  school  buildings  in  the  city,  it  shall  call  upon 
the  city  engineer  to  make  sucli  repairs.  It  shall  recommend  to 
the  common  council,  when  in  its  opinion  the  public  interests 
require,  the  sale  of  any  sclioolhous(^,  the  purchase  or  lease  of  any 
land  or  building  for  a  schooUiouse,  an<l  when  authorized  thereto 
by  an  ordinance  of  the  common  council,  tlie  board  of  contract  and 
supply  may  nuike  such  sale,  purchase  or  lease  in  the  manner  in 
this  act  provided ;  and  it  may  reconuuend  to  the  conmion  council 
the  erection  of  any  school  building;  and  when  authorized  thereto 
by  an  ordinance  of  the  common  council,  the  board  of  c<mtract  and 
supj)ly  may  erect  such  buihlings  in  the  manner  and  upon  the  ccm- 
ditions  prescrilx^I  in  this  act. 

§  247.  All  public  money  apportioned  or  appropriated  to  or 
for  the  city,  or  to  or  for  any  of  the  school  districts  therein,  or  for 
the  school  libraries,  shall  be  paid  by  the  proper  officers  to  the 
treasurer,  and  in  the  accounts  kept  by  him  shall  be  credited  to  the 
department  of  public  instruction  and  ])aid  out  by  him  upon  bills 
properly  allowed  and  audited  in  the  same  nuuiner  as  obtains  in  the 
case  of  other  bills  against  the  city. 

§  3.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  tliis  act  are  hereby  repealed,  but  such  repeal  shall  not  affect 
any  right  already  existing  or  accrued,  or  any  liability  incurred 
prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act ;  nor  shall  an3i;hing  in  this  act  be 
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construed  to  affect  or  repeal  the  existing  law  with  reference  to 
union  free  school,  district  number  one  of  the  former  town  of  Lan- 
singburgh,  but  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the 
cities  of  Rochester  and  Syracuse. 

§  4.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Rules  and  Regulations.

Report  on  Supply  of  Towels,  etc. 

The  Superintendent  of  Sclwols  presented  the  following  report: 

Albany,  May  7,  1902. 
To  the  Board  of  Education: 

In  relation  to  the  matter  of  furnishing  the  schools  with  towels 
and  soap,  which  was  referrcnl  to  me  at  your  last  meeting,  I  respect- 
fully report  that  the  Albany  Towel  Supply  Company  will  furnish 
the  towels  in  any  number  desired,  witli  as  frequent  changes  as  may 
be  needed,  at  two  and  one-lialf  cents  each.  The  Union  Laundry 
Company  will  perform  the  same  service  for  two  cents  for  each 
towel  furnislied. 

I  have  ascertained  that  the  Board  can  purchase  towels  of  a 
desirable  quality  at  from  thirty-six  to  thirty-eight  cents  each, 
ready  for  use ;  the  towels  would  be  three  yards  in  length  and  of  an 
excellent  quality.  The  rollers  may  be  obtained  for  eight  and  one- 
half  cents  each.  The  cost  of  wa»shing  these  towels  would  be  forty 
cents  for  one  hundred.  The  number  of  towels  needed  to  keep  up 
the  supply  can  be  determined  by  experience  only.  I  estimate  that 
it  would  require  at  least  000  towels  to  make  the  experiment.  The 
first  outlay  for  towels  and  roll(»rs  will  be  about  $350.  Soap  of  a 
good  quality  can  be  purchased  for  $3.50  a  box  of  200  cakes.  Four 
boxes  would  suffice  for  the  experiment,  which,  added  to  the  other 
items,  would  make  the  first  outlay,  say,  $364. 

A  box  of  soap  for  each  school  would,  undoubtedly,  constitute  an 
annual  supply.

To  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of  Albany: 

Gentlemen. —  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  following  repairs 
needed  in  the  High  School  Building: 

Basement. —  (1)  Partitions  or  stalls  for  the  urinals  in  boys' 
gj'nuiasium.  (2)  A  lattice-work  screen  in  front  of  the  \irinal 
exten«ling  from  floor  to  ceiling,  with  entrance  at  each  end. 
(3)  A  lattice-work  screen  extending  from  floor  to  ceiling  the*  entire 
front  of  the  closets  in  the  boys'  gyumasium,  with  entrance  at  each 
end.  In  cold  or  stormy  weather  our  boys  are  obliged  to  use  the 
large  room,  in  which  the  urinals  and  closets  are  situated,  as  a 
lunch-room.  The  sight  of  the  urinals  and  closets  in  the  same  room 
is,  to  say  the  least,  not  appetizing.  (4)  The  large  room  in  the 
girls'  g;vnunasium  should  be  furnished  with  marble  or  porcelain 
waali-bowds,  faucets  and  towel  rollers  around  the  south  side  of  the 
room  from  the  east  to  the  west  entrance.  Arrangements  should 
ilso  Ix^  made  for  two  drinking  cups  with  each  faucet.  The  laving 
iiul  drinking  arrangements  in  the  north  basement,  where  over  400 
^irls  are  obliged  to  sihmuI  their  recess  and  eat  their  lunches,  are 
ivery  way  discreditable. 

General. —  (5)  Many  sash-cords  throughout  the  building,  from 
casement  to  attic,  are  broken  or  worn  out.  Many  window  shades 
ire  needed  cm  the  south  and  east  elevation  of  the  building;  they 
should  be  put  up  as  single  shades  (not  in  halves),  roll  at  the  top 
iiid  Ix^  hung  about  one  foot  behnv  the  top  of  the  upper  sash.  It  is 
•rery  important  that  all  windows  on  these  two  elevations  be  pro- 
rnded  with  shades,  as  there  is  no  other  protection  from  the  glaring 
sunlight. 

Engine  Eoom. —  Valves  changed  on  top  of  boiler. 

The  Principal's  ofiice  is  in  an  unsightly  condition  owing  to  the 
peeling  oflf  of  the  kalsomining  on  the  ceiling  and  the  dirty  appear- 
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aiKse  of  the  linoleum  on  tlio  floor.  If  a  hard-wood  floor  cannot  be 
laid,  I  would  rospcctfidly  ask  that  the  linolenm  be  removed  and  a 
rug  supplied  on  the  center  of  the  pine  floor.  This  room  should,  at 
least,  be  respectable  in  a])pearance,  as  it  is  here  that  all  strangers 
visiting  our  school  got  their  first  impression  of  our  building. 

Nearly  all  the  s^chool  furniture  that  was  not  attended  to  last 
year  needs  to  Ik^  scraped  and  revarnished.  The  old  ''  High  School 
desks"  (a  peculiar  pattern  in  use  since  1876)  are  getting  shaky 
and  somewhat  dilapidated ;  most  of  them  could,  however,  br 
repaired  at  slight  expense  and  would  be  good  for  several  years. 
The  walls  and  ceilings  in  most  of  the  rooms  show  stains  as  a  result 
of  leaks  from  the  valv(»s  of  the  steam  radiators  on  the  floor  next 
above.  The  old  iron  sink  in  the  hall  on  the  second  floor  is  unsightlv 
and  a  hiding  ])lace  for  vermin  and  should  be  replaced  with  modem 
plumbing. 

The  Chapel  ceiling  has  suffered  from  leaks  in  the  roof,  but  the 
wall  is  otherwise  in  good  condition.  The  bracket  gas  fixtures  on 
the  east  and  west  walls  of  the  Chapel  should  be  put  in  order,  also 
the  gas  fixtures  on  the  Chapel  stage  and  those  on  the  landings 
leading  from  the  second  to  the  third  floor,  and  also  those  in  Rooms 
18  and  19.  All  these  fixtures  should  be  separated  from  all  connec- 
tion with  the  supply  })ipe  of  the  chandeliers  and  should  be  in  a 
condition  to  l)e  lighted  separately  at  any  time.  On  the  occasion 
of  our  last  evening  entertainmeut,  the  hall  being  crowded,  the 
electric  light  vanished  and  for  five  minutes  there  was  dangc^r  of  a 
panic.  Fortunately  the  electric  light  soon  returned,  but,  if  it  had 
not,  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  have  secured  enough  gas  light 
to  have  passed  the  audience  safely  from  the  hall.  This  reijuest 
is  very  imporiani,  first,  that  the  gas  for  the  burners  named  should 
be  always  ready  to  light,  and,  second,  that  it  should  be  entirely 
separated  fnmi  the  suj)])ly  pipe  of  the  chandeliers.  The  foregoiiiir 
are  the  im])ortant  general  repairs  now  needcMl  in  and  about  the 
building.  Your  attention  is  res])ectfully  called  to  the  accompany- 
ing requests  of  teachers  for  re})airs  in  their  several  study-halls 
and  recitation-rooms,  which  I  heartily  indorse.

Seats  to  desks 
fastened  to  floor.  Desk  drawers  taken  out  and  replaced  by  shelves."

Prof.  Home :  **  Some  slight  repairs  needed  on  desks  in  Room  B." 

Prof.  Onderdonk:  "I  would  like  to  have  the  upper  half  of  the 
cases  in  the  hall  on  the  second  floor  of  the  annex  lowered  to  the 
floor  and  placed  on  the  north  side  of  the  hall.  The  change  would 
necessitate  a  cornice  for  the  loAver  half  and  a  base  for  the  upper 
half.  I  should  prefer  to  make,  with  my  own  hands,  some  little 
improvements  in  the  physical  laboratory,  and  for  this  purpose 
would  like  the  following  pieces  of  lumber:  Five  walnut  strips 
(eight  feet  long  and  about  three  inches  wide  and  one  inch  thick)  ; 
five  walnut  strips,  of  same  width  and  thickness  as  above,  but  as 
long  as  can  be  obtained ;  four  \vhite  wood  boards  as  long  and  as 
wide  as  possible  and  from  a  quarter  to  one-half  an  inch  thick; 
three  white  wood  boards  as  long  and  as  wide  as  possible  and  from 
three-quarters  to  one  inch  thick." 

Miss  Zeitler:  **The  desks  need  attention  more  than  anything 
else.  They  have  lieen  used  constantly  by  so  many  outside  of  the 
regular  pupils  that  they  are  in  a  very  bad  condition.  As  this  room 
is  used  by  all  the  societies,  for  night  school  and  often  for  other 
meetings,  there  are  no  desks  in  the  building  that  get  such  constant 
and  hard  use."    Koom  H. 

Miss  Gilbert:  "Some  stationary  chairs  need  to  be  refastened." 
Ceiling  needs  kalsomining." 

Miss  Cochrane :  "  Seats  should  be  moved  back  leaving  room  to 
pass  between  the  front  seat  and  the  teacher's  desk.  The  short 
settee  now  in  the  rear  of  the  room  should  be  placed  at  the  east  end 
of  the  room."    Eoom  23. 

Miss  Winne:   "Walls    need    kalsomining.      Furniture    needs 
revarnishing." 

Miss  Flinn :  "  The  ceiling  in  Room  8  is  in  need  of  repairs." 

Miss  Rankin:  "Room  21  is  in  good  condition  and  calls  for 
no  repairs,  but,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Prof.  Onderdonk  now 
requires  space  formerly  allowed  me  in  the  case  outside  Room  21, 
"^^v^ould  make  application  for  cabinet  or  case  to  stand  in  hall,  which 
ssliould  be  so  constructed  as  to  allow  space  for  storing  away 
iicxechanieal  work,  also  water-color  sketches  during  period  when 
pupils  are  working  upon  them."

The  Superintendent  of  Schools  submitted  the  following  report: 

Albany,  May  20,  1902. 

To  the  Board  of  Education: 

Gentlemen. —  In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have 
examined  into  the  subject-matter  of  the  letter  of  the  City  Comp- 
troller of  April  30,  1902,  suggesting  that  the  cost  of  lighting  the 
High  School  is  greater  than  it  should  be,  and  find  that  during 
the  year  ending  Afarch  1,  1002,  the  cost  of  gas  consumed  in  the 
High  School  was  $383.85,  and  the  cost  of  the  electric  light  for  the 
same  period  was  $201.66,  making  a  total  cost  of  lighting  the 
building  of  $585.51;  and  that  the  cost  for  the  gas  for  the  year 
ending  March  1,  1902,  was  $373.05,  and  that  of  the  electric  light 
was  $369.62,  making  a  total  of  $742.67.  The  increase  in  the  cost 
of  the  electric  light  was  caused  by  its  instalment  in  the  Assembly 
hall  where  it  is  used  with  considerable  frequency. 

Upon  inquiry  I  have  become  satisfied  that  the  electric  light  was 
not  used  at  first  as  carefully  as  it  might  have  been.  This  wai*. 
however,  soon  remedied  by  requiring  all  persons  connected  with 
the  management  of  the  light  to  exercise  extraordinary  care  in  turn- 
ing it  off  when  not  absolutely  needed.  1  find  no  evidence,  however, 
that  there  has  been  actual  extravagance  in  lighting  the  building. 
Artificial  light  nuist  be  used  in  some  parts  of  the  building,  even 
on  the  brightest  day;  and  on  dark  days  in  many  rooms  and  cor- 
ridors. It  should  also  be  remembered  that  the  building  is  used  in 
the  evening  continually  during  the  sessions  of  the  evening  schools 
and  for  Board  meetings,  society  meetings  and  public  occasions 
through  the  whole  of  the  school  year.  In  view  of  these  conditions, 
it  appears  to  me  that  the  cost  of  lighting  the  building  is  not 
excessive.

Opinion  of  Corporation  Counsel  Concerning  Janitors. 

The  President  read  the  following  correspondence,  which  was 
ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  minutes: 

Albany,  N.  Y.,  May  21,  1902. 
Hon.  Arthur  L.  Andrews,  Corporation  Counsel,  Albany,  N,  Y.: 
Dear  Sir. —  Under  the  new  law  regulating  the  control  of 
schools  in  the  city  of  Albany,  the  control  of  all  employes  seems, 
to  the  present  Board  of  Education,  to  be  vested  in  them.  City 
Engineer  ilolius,  however,  contends  that,  under  a  law  passed  pre- 
viously, the  control  of  the  janitors  should  be  with  the  City  Engi- 
neer. As  there  seems  to  be  a  decided  difference  of  opinion  in  this 
matter,  the  Board  of  Education  adopted  the  following  resolution 
at  its  meeting  held  May  20th: 

"  Resolved,  That  the  President  obtain  the  opinion  of  the  Corpo- 
ration Counsel  as  to  whether  the  control  of  the  janitors  of  the 
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several  schools  is  vested  in  this  Board  or  in  tlie  City  Engineer, 
under  the  provisions  of  section  241  of  chapter  5G0  of  the  Laws 
of  1902,  establishing  this  Board." 

In  accordance  with  tliis  resolution,  will  yon  kindly  advise  us  as 
to  who  should   have   the   control   of  the   janitors   of  the   public 
schools;    that  is,   whether  the   control   should   be   vested   in   the 
Board  of  Education  or  with  the  City  Engineer?

Dear  Sir. —  Replying  to  your  communication  of  May  2l8t,  T 
have  the  honor  to  say: 

Previous  to  January  1,  1900,  the  custody  and  care  of  the  school 
houses  and  the  appointment  of  janitors  therefor  was  vested  in  the 
Board  of  Public  Instruction.  On  January  1st,  the  charter  of  the 
cities  of  the  sec(md  class  went  into  effect  and  by  the  provisions 
thereof  the  custody  and  care  of  all  city  buildings  was  vested  in 
the  City  Engineer. 

In  a  proceeding  begim  in  the  city  of  Troy  the  courts  decided 
that  the  City  Engineer  thereby  bec^une  V(»sted  with  the  power  to 
appoint  janitors.  By  chapt^^r  5G0  of  the  Laws  of  isy2  it  is 
provided: 

"  §  241.  It  (the  board)  shall  also  appoint  from  time  to  time  such 
other  employes,  including  teachers  and  attendance  officers  as  the 
school  system  may  re(pure.  *  *  *  It  has  the  care,  custody 
and  safe  keeping  of  all  school  property,  real  and  personal. 

By  section  three  of  that  act,  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  repeale<l;  and  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  place  the 
power  to  appoint  janitors  in  the  Board  of  Education,  and  to  make 
it  responsible  for  the  care  and  custody  of  school  property.

ration Counsel,  as  per  copy  of  my  letter  of  May  21st,  attached 
hereto.  I  received  yesterday  an  answer  to  that  communication, 
a  copy  of  which  I  enclose  herewith,  and  you  will  note  by  this 
decision  that  I  was  right  in  my  contention  and  that  the  control 
of  all  the  janitors  of  the  public  schools  is  vested  in  the  Board  of 
Education  and  not  in  the  City  Engineer.

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Report  on  English  in  High  School. 

The  President  presented  the  following: 

Report  and  recommendations  concerning  the  Department  of 
English  of  the  Albany  High  School: 

Albany,  October  7,  1902. 
To  the  Board  of  Education: 

Since  you  recently  honored  me  with  the  appointment  to  the 
jiosition  which  T  now  hold,  I  have  made  a  careful  study  of  existing 
conditions  in  the  Department  of  English.  Every  facility  for  gain- 
ing information  has  been  courteously  afforded  me,  thus  enabling 
me  to  come  promptly  to  clear  and  definite  conclusions. 

The  work  for  the  present  term  is  fully  organized  and  in  progress. 
lI(Mice  my  first  conclusion  is  that  it  would  cause  too  great  and 
radical  changes  in  other  d(»partments,  were  T  to  ask  for  the  imme- 
diate putting  into  operation  of  the  full  course  in  English  to  which 
we  shall  ultimately  attain.  The  present  division  of  classes  should, 
therefore,  be  generally  maintained  at  present  recitation  hours;  but 
the  following  changes  in  the  nature  of  the  work  should  be  made: 

First.  The  present  senior  classes  should  devote  themselves  to 
the  range  of  study  suggested  by  the  college  entrance  course  —  the 
course  called  English  Heading  in  the  Academic  Syllabus.  These 
students  have  already  studied  certain  of  these  texts,  but  the  remain- 
ing texts  and  the  necessary  work  in  composition  will  be  nearly  or 
quite  sufficient  to  keep  these  classes  industriously  employed  during 
the  remainder  of  the  school  year. 

Second.  I  recommend  that  the  junior  literature  classes  shall 
base  their  study,  for  the  present  year,  on  the  texts  and  other 
requirements  of  the  second-year  English  course.  This  plan  would 
withdraw  these  students  from  a  grade  of  study  which  they  cannot 
hope  to  master,  give  them  more  beneficial  training  this  present 
year,  and  prepare  them  for  the  regular  senior  work  of  next  year. 
A  few  members  of  these  junior  divisions  need  certain  of  the  texts 
for  the  completion  of  their  courses  this  year,  but  these  can  take 
the  required  texts  with  the  senior  divisions. 

Third.  The  students  in  Rhetoric  and  Advanced  English  should 
continue  their  work,  with  only  such  changes  as  are  necessary  to 
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put  the  various  divisions  on  a  uniform  basis,  and  to  give  greater 
emphasis  to  the  writing  of  correct  and  forceful  English. 

Fourth.  The  need  of  more  attention  to  the  writing  of  English 
in  the  various  courses  is  very  evident.  The  small  room  above  the 
PrincipaFs  office  is  available  for  a  manuscript  room,  and,  when 
properly  fitted  and  furnished  for  that  purpose,  would  meet  the 
needs  of  the  department.  I  wish  also  to  be  empowered  to  have 
prepared  regular  forms  of  paper  tablets,  suitable  for  the  written 
work,  and  to  require  all  students  to  use  them-.  These  tablets  will 
cost  the  student  no  more,  probably  will  cost  him  less,  than  paper 
in  any  other  form.  For  the  present  two  forms  of  tablets  are 
sufficient. 

Fifth.  The  time  of  teachers  is  now  so  fully  occupied  with*  reci 
tations  that  very  little  can  be  given  to  the  criticising  of  manu- 
scripts. To  overcome  this  difficulty  to  some  extent  the  present 
director  of  the  department  is  planning  to  take  charge  of  certain 
class  recitations,  and  by  this  method  allow  other  teachers  some 
definite  time  in  the  manuscript  room.  Still  further  time  is  to  be 
gained  by  the  discontinuance  of  the  periodic  composition  required, 
hitherto,  of  all  students  of  the  school. 

The  above  plan  has  been  submitted  to  Principal  Robinson,  and 
has,  T  believe,  his  hearty  approval. 

All  of  the  above  report  and  the  recommendations  are  most 
respectfully  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation —  President  and  members.

Opinion  of  Corporation  Counsel. 

The  Clerk  presented  the  following  communication,  which  was 
ordered  to  be  printed: 

Albany,  October  27,  1902. 

To  the  Board  of  Education^  Albany y  N,  Y,: 

Gentlemen. —  In  reply  to  your  request  for  an  opinion  respecting 
the  right  of  orphan  asylums  to  receive  an  appropriation  from  the 
school  funds  of  the  city,  I  have  the  honor  to  say: 

In  October,  1900,  I  submitted  an  opinion  upon  this  subjeci, 
which  will  be  found  on  page  631  of  the  minutes  of  that  year.  At 
the  same  time  the  Hon.  William  L.  Learned,  President  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Instruction,  also  submitted  an  opinion,  in  the 
main  coinciding  with  the  views  expressed  by  me,  which  will  be 
found  on  page  634  of  the  minutes.  Since  that  time  I  have  made 
a  careful  study  of  the  proceedings  of  the  constitutional  convention 
and  am  confirmed  in  the  views  formerly  expressed.  I  am  aware 
that  since  such  opinion  was  rendered  in  a  proceeding  brought  in 
the  city  of  Rochester  to  restrain  the  payment  of  salaries  to  teachers 
employed  in  orphan  asylums,  the  court  has  decided  that  such  pay 
ment  was  legal.  That  case  has  been  appealed  to  the  Appellate 
Division  and  has  not  yet  been  argued.  It  appears,  however,  from 
the  report  that  those  teachers,  the  payment  of  whose  salaries  it  was 
sought  to  enjoin,  had  been  appointed  by  the  Boanl  of  Education  of 
that  city  and  had  served  for  many  years.  This,  in  my  judgment, 
presents  an  entirely  diffei*ent  question  than  that  of  a  direct  appro- 
priation of  money  to  the  institutions  where  the  schools  are  main- 
tained.    In  my  f  onner  opinion,  I  said : 

"  It  seems  to  me  that  the  pi*oper  construction  to  be  placed  npoii 
section  32  of  the  Consolidated  School  Law  authorizes  the  city,  if  it 
has  not  already  done  so,  to  make  pn)vision  for  the  secular  education 
of  the  inmates  of  oi7)lian  asylums,  but  that  such  provisions  must  b»' 
of  such  a  nature,  and  made  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  give  aid  an«l 
maintenance  to  any  institution  which  is  under  sectarian  control." 

This  view  I  still  maintain.

Superintendent  of  Schools, 


Albany,  Septemhcr  1,  1902. 
7'o  the  Board  of  Education,  Albany,  N,  Y,: 

Gkntlemen. —  Tli(»  following  account  of  the  condition  of  the 
schools  under  your  ehargej  and  of  their  various  activities  as  they 
ap])eared  to  their  chief  supervisor  during  the  scholastic  year 
just  closed,  constitutes  the  twenty-fifth  annual  report  which  I  have 
had  the  honor  to  nuike  to  the  school  authorities  of  this  city. 

The  most  striking  ev(»nt  of  the  year  was  the  change  effected  last 
spring  in  the  form,  organization  and  personnel  of  board  controlling 
th(»  schools.     Wh(»n  I  entered  the  public  school  service  in  Septem- 
l>er,  18()S,  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction,  which  was  organized 
by  law  in  ISfJd,  consistc^l  of  tw(dve  meml)ers  elected  from  the  city 
at  large.     This   Board  was  a  bi-partisan  body,  having  an  equal 
nunilxT  of  mendxTs  representing  the  two  leading  i>olitical  parties; 
and  ccmtinued  in  office  until  March  18,  1802,  when  it  was  super- 
seded by  one  l)earing  the  same  title.     The  latter  consisted  of  seven 
members  aj)pointed  by  the  Mayor  for  terms  of  seven  years,  and 
necessarily  containe<l  a  ma  j(»rity  of  representatives  of  one  political 
party.     On  the  lJ)th  of  April,  1802,  the  Board  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion was  succeeded  by  o])eration  of  law,  by  the  present   Board  of 
Rdiication,  consisting  of  three  members  appointed  by  the  Mayor, 
whose  terms  of  office  ^nll  eventually  be  six  years,  although  the 
first  appointees  an*  given  terms  of  two,  four  and  six  years  n^spect- 
ively.     The  statute  creating  the  new  body  concentrated  both  power 
and    responsibility.      The    Board's   functions   in   relation   to   the 
management  of  tlie  schools  are  legislative  rather  than  administra- 
42 
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tive;  the  latter  devolving  almost  entirely  on  the  educational  staff 
of  the  school  system ;  while  the  financial  and  business  interests  of 
the  schools  are  the  chief  concern  of  the  Board.  The  small  nimiber 
of  members  certainly  tends  to  efficient  and  prompt  action.  A 
beneficial  feature  of  the  statute  is  the  provision  that  gives  all  prin- 
cipals and  teachers  a  secure  tenure  of  office.  If  their  appoint- 
ments are  confirmed  after  a  year  of  probation,  they  can  be  removed 
for  cause  only  after  a  hearing  has  been  granted. 

The  law  also  confers  additional  powers,  duties  and  responsibili- 
ties on  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  He  is  given  the  power  to 
suspend  teachers,  provided  that  he  report  his  reasons  to  the  Board 
in  writing,  to  transfer  teachers  and  pupils  from  one  school  to 
another,  or  teachers  from  one  grade  to  another,  to  determine  the 
gradation  of  classes,  the  methods  of  promotion  of  pupils,  the  kind 
and  number  of  examinations  that  shall  be  held  and  to  make  rules 
and  regulations  for  such  promotions  and  examinations.  He  is 
also  placed  in  charge  of  the  school  libraries.  All  this  is  admirable; 
the  only  regret  being  that  the  new  duties  may  possibly  confine  the 
Superintendent  to  his  office  more  than  is  desirable,  in  that  he  may 
not  be  able  to  keep  in  as  close  touch  with  the  schools  as  he  has 
heretofore.  Unquestionably  the  several  changes  made  will  prove 
highly  beneficial  and  will  promote  the  welfare  of  the  schools. 

Attp:ndance  amd  Accommodations. 

The  attendance  varieil  but  slightly  from  that  of  the  previinis 
year.  The  registration  was  126  less,  the  average  attendance  140 
greater;  while  the  per  cent,  of  attendance  was  increased  from 
seventy-eight  to  eighty,  based  on  registration,  and  from  niuety- 
four  to  ninety-six,  based  on  average  membership ;  a  decided  gain 
in  the  two  latter  cases.  The  more  important  statistics  of  attnid- 
ance  are  as  follows:

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The  opening  of  new  school  building  Xo.  12  in  Xovember  was 
an  occasion  of  great  rejoicing  among  its  pupils,  parents  and  teach- 
ers. For  nearly  two  years  the  schofJ  had  been  housed  'in  two 
buildings,  one  of  which  was  quite  remote  from  the  homes  of  the 
pupils,  and  had  been  restricteil  to  half-day  sessions.  A  formal 
celebration  was  held  in  the  handsome  assembly  hall,  the  comfort- 
able seats  of  which  were  filled  by  the  friends  of  the  school,  while 
the  platform  was  occupied  by  the  representatives  of  the  city  gov- 
ernment and  the  school  authorities.  Congratulatory  speeches 
were  made  by  the  Corporation  ('ounsel  and  others  and  altogether 
the  occasion  was  one  of  felicitation  and  thankfulness  for  the  great 
boom  the  city  had  conferred  upon  the  neighborhood. 

While  the  higher  grades  were  not  full,  the  lower  ones  were 
filled  to  overflowing.  Indeed  two  first-year  classes  were  necessarily 
placed  on  half-day  attendance  and  will  continue  in  this  unsatisfac- 
tory state  until  further  relief  is  afforded. 

In  School  Xo.  21  the  same  condition  of  two  classes  on  half-time 
existed  during  the  year  with  no  prosjx^ct  of  abatement  until  more 
school  room  is  provided.  The  attention  of  the  city  administration 
was  called  to  these  facts  and  the  response  was  immediate.  The 
necessary  funds  were  appropriated,  a  suitable  and  well-located  site 
was  purchased,  and  the  plans  of  an  eight-room  building  arranged 
so  as  to  be  readily  expanded  into  one  of  sixteen  rooms  when 
required,  were  prepared  by  the  City  Architect.  .  The  contracts 
will  be  let  this  fall  and  by  the  opening  of  the  school  year  in  Sep- 
tenil)er,  1003,  the  new  building  will  be  ready  for  occupation,  and 
tlie  problem  of  affording  full  sessions  to  all  the  teeming  school 
]>opulation  of  the  western  section  of  the  city  will  be  solved. 

The  Board  has  asked  tliat  the  new  building  be  provided  with 
facilities  for  furnishing  free  baths  to  the  pupils,  in  accord  with 
the  practice  now  common  in  all  the  progressive  cities  of  the  coun- 
try, and  in  the  interests  of  the  promotion  of  personal  cleanliness, 
liealthfulness,  habitus  of  neatness  and  of  good  manners.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  request  will  be  granted.  In  the  same  interests 
the  Board  has  arranged  that  all  the  schools  shall  be  furnished 
with  soap  and  towels  at  the  opening  of  the  next  school  year. 

(  'o  M  PUI.SOKY    AtTEXDAXCE. 

The  Attendance  Offic^^rs  investigated  2,214  cases  referred  to 
them  by  the  Principals,  or  discovered  by  their  own  researches. 
This  nund)er  is  219  less  than  last  year.  Three  hundred  and 
twenty-seven  children  found  to  be  non-attendants  were  placed  in 
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school;  sixty-five  found  to  be  illegally  employed  were  replaced  in 
their  respective  schools  and  five  persistent  truants  were  placed  in 
institutions,  ten  less  than  last  year.  No  resistance  was  oflFered  to 
a  rigid  administration  of  the  law,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  num- 
ber of  infractions  of  the  law  that  escaped  the  vigilance  of  the 
officers  was  very  small.

Eleven  of  the  ninety  cases  Avere  re-commitments.  Seventy -nine 
individuals  have,  therefore,  been  sent  to  institutions.  Fifty-nine 
of  these  were  from  the  public  schools  and  twenty  from  others. 
Fifty-nine  were  reclaimed,  if  not  reformed,  that  is,  they  either 
returned  to  regular  school  attendance  or  went  to  work  after  pass- 
ing the  compulsory  ago.  Xinc,  who  proved  to  be  irreclaimable, 
were  subsequently  sent  to  criminal  reformatories,  and  eleven 
removed  from  the  city  and  their  fate  is  unknowm. 

These  n^sults,  though  not  ideal,  certainly  justify  the  enactment 
and  the  execution  of  the  law.  The  deterrent  effect  of  the  law  can- 
not, of  course,  be  stated  in  figures;  though  it  has  undoubtedly  nunle 
regular  attendants  of  a  large  number  who  otherwise  would  have 
become  confirmed  truants. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  here  that  of  the  332  truants  and  recusants 
sent  to  the  Ungraded  School  since  its  opening  in  December,  1890, 
twenty-five  only  failed  to  be  reclaimed  and  were  sent  to  institutions 
as  incorrigible. 

Although  the  compulsory  law  has  been  of  great  service,  that 
service  won  hi  be  gnnitlv  extended  and  the  results  far  more  salu- 
tary were  the  compulsory  age  for  attendance  during  the  entire 
year  made  to  embrace  all  children  between  seven  and  fourteen 
years,  instead  of  l)etween  eight  and  twelve  years  as  at  present. 
The  term  of  confinement  of  truants  should  be  made  indeterminate, 
instead  of  being  restricted  to  the  current  school  year,  and  the 
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power  should  be  given  to  tlie  Superintendent  to  ascertain  whether 
th(»  instruction  given  at  home  ni(»ets  the  requirements  of  the  law. 
Tlie  law  would  l)ecome  mueli  more  eifective  in  its  operation  shoidd 
the  Legislature  consent  to  the  amendments  above  suggested,  which 
have  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  superintendents  of  the  cities 
and  villages  of  the  State. 

Sixty-two  individuals  were  ordered  to  attend  the  Ungraded 
ScIkjoI  during  the  y(*ar,  forty-two  for  truancy  and  twenty  for 
insubordination.  Of  these  forty-nine  attended ;  eight  were 
either  sent  to  private  schools  by  their  parents,  or,  being  over 
fourteen  years,  went  to  work;  while  five  refusing  to  attend  were 
sent  to  institutions  as  incorrigible  truants.  Inchuling  twenty-four 
attending  during  the  previous  year  who  had  not  earned  their  dis- 
charge, the  number  enrolled  was  seventy-three.  The  average 
attendance  was  thirty  and  the  per  cent,  of  attendance  reache<l  the 
renuirkable  height  of  ninety-eight.  None  of  the  attendants  was 
sent  to  institutions.  The  admirable  discipline  and  the  strict  atten- 
tion to  their  studies  on  the  part  of  the  wayward  children  were  as 
marked  as  heretofore.  The  skill  with  which  the  teachers  manages 
tln^se  children  is  worthy  of  the  highest  commendation.  It  should 
be  especially  noted  that  the  expense  to  the  city  for  the  maintenance 
and  transportation  of  truants  was  reduced  as  compared  with  the 
pn^vious  year  nearly  $900,  wliich  covers  the  entire  exi>ense  of  the 
school.  Taking  into  consideration  the  large  additional  number 
which  must  hav(^  been  committed  to  institutions,  were  there  no 
Ungra<led  ScIkmiI  to  exert  its  l>eneiicent,  reformatory  influence, 
the  cost  vvouhl  have  been  many  hundreds  of  dollars  more. 

Admission  to  High  School. 

Four  hundred  thirteen  (4^13)  ai)i)licants  for  admission  to  the 
High  School,  all  but  one  of  whom  were  from  the  public  schools, 
appearcnl  at  the  several  written  examinations  prepared  and  con- 
(hicte<l  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  Four  hundred  one  (401) 
])ublic,  and  (me  private*,  school  pupils  met  the  requirements  of 
thr^e  examinations;  making  the  total  number  admitted  four  hun- 
dred two  (402),  twenty-two  less  than  last  year. 

Promotions  to  the  High  School  will  hereaftef  l)e  determined 
b\  the  judgment  of  the  several  class  teachers  and  their  princii>als 
expressed  in  carefully  pre])ared  re]>orts  concerning  each  pupil 
j)r<)nioted,  or  refused  promotion.  In  cases  of  appeal  a  special 
examination  prepared  by  the  Superintendent  will  be  given,  if 
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requested.  It  should  be  clearly  understood  that  this  plan  which 
has  been  in  operation  in  all  other  grades  for  the  past  ten  years 
does  not  eliminate  written  examinations  Avhich  will  l)o  used  as  fre- 
quently as  heretofore  as  aids  to  those  held  responsible  for  the 
promotions  in  forming  their  opinions  of  the  merits  of  their  pnpik 
The  results  of  the  Regents'  examinations,  taken  by  the  elemen- 
tary pupils  in  June  last,  were  as  follows:

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It  should  be  noted  that  fully  one-third  took  these  examinations 
a  second  time,  for  tlie  purpose  of  obtaining  an  "  Honor " 
certilicate. 

Progress  of  Schools. 

The  advancement  of  a  school  system  towards  higher  planes  of 
endeavor  and  achievement  is  so  gradual  that  while  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  such  advancement  from  year  to  year  would  reveal  its  slow 
development,  it  would  also  lead  to  much  uninteresting  rei>etition. 
A  broader  view,  covering  a  period  of  thirty-five  years  will,  how- 
ev(*r,  show  that  the  progress  has  been  real  and  even  striking.  I 
present  here  only  the  leading  features  of  that  progress. 

The  remarkable  and  beneficent  changes  in  the  physical  condi- 
tions of  the  sch(M)ls  are  esi>eeially  notable.  In  1808  all  the  build- 
ings were  arranged  on  the  jdan  of  very  large  study-halls  with  small 
a<ljoining  recitation  rooms;  an  arrangement  wasteful  of  time  and 
productive  of  irresponsibility.  To-day,  through  the  erection  of 
new,  and  the  alteration  of  old  buildings,  every  teacher  has  her  own 
class-room  of  ample  but  m<)d(»rate  size  filled  with  well-graded 
jiupils.  Under  the  old  conditions,  it  was  not  uncxuinnon  to  find  a 
teacher  of  the  lower  gra<les  struggling  almost  in  vain  with  a  class 
of  eighty  children ;  now  the  average  is  thirty-eight.  Resi^nsibility 
is  fixed  and  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  comment  on  the  superiority 
of  the  work  now  done. 

In  1868  practically  no  provision  was  made  for  the  proper  heat- 
ing, ventilating,  lighting  and  seating  of  the  buildings;  while  the 
sanitary  arrangements  were  in  many  instances  unspeakably  bad. 
To-day  these  essentials  are  in  accord  with  the  best  models  of  school 
architecture.  The  remarkable  advance  since  made  in  regularity 
of  attendance  and  in  punctuality,  as  well  as  in  comparatively  gen- 
eral freedom  from  the  ravages  of  the  more  fatal  <lis(^ases  of  chil- 
dren, are  largely  due  to  these  improvements;  though  much  credit 
must  also  be  given  to  the  strict  quarantine  against  such  diseases 
which  has  been  rigidly  maintained. 

Prior  to  1868  there  was  little  unity  in  the  school  system.  Each 
school  was  practically  a  system  by  itself;  its  course  of  study  and 
its  general  management  being  controlled  by  the  Principal.  For- 
tunately the  Principals,  many  of  whom  are  still  in  active  service, 
were  fine  teachers  and  good  managers,  and  much  of  the  work  done 
was  excellent.  The  lack  of  unity  w^as,  however,  detrimental  to  the 
progress  of  the  hundreds  of  pupils  whose  frequent  changes  of  resi- 
dence compelled  a  change  of  schools.     The  establishment  of  the 
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High  School  subjected  all  the  schools  to  a  common  standard  in  the 
examinations  for  admission.  Almost  immediately  a  uniform 
course  of  study  was  adopted  and  the  schools  became  unified  in 
respect  to  the  general  lines  of  educational  effort.  The  opening  of 
the  High  School  was  the  turning  point  in  the  history  of  the  schools 
and  it  should  be  always  kept  in  mind  that  grand  as  has  been  the 
direct  influence  of  tliat  institution  on  its  thousands  of  its  graduates 
and  its  tens  of  tliousands  of  attendants,  the  greatest  benefit  it  has 
conferred  on  the  city  lies  in  its  reflex  influence  in  stimulating  and 
uplifting  the  still  greater  numlx»r  of  pupils  in  the  Elementary 
Schools. 

In  1882  a  Training  School  for  teachers  was  opened.  Hitherto 
the  supply  of  teachers  had  been  obtained  from  the  ranks  of  High 
School  graduates,  who  were  licensed  to  teach  after  passing  a  moder- 
ate test  in  scholarship,  ilany  of  these  became  excellent  teachers 
through  experience  gained  in  too  many  instances  at  the  expense 
of  their  pupils.  For  the  past  twenty  years  all  appointees  have  had 
at  least  a  year  of  professional  training  and  many  weeks  of  actual 
practice  in  the  school-room. 

The  effect  of  this  training  on  the  quality  of  the  service  rendered 
by  newly-appointed  teachers  has  repaid  its  cost  a  thousand-fold. 
Xext  in  value  to  the  schools  to  the  establishment  of  the  Teachers' 
Training  School  was  the  ado])tion  in  1892  of  the  existing  plan  of 
appointment  of  teachers  from  the  head  of  a  Merit  List  prepar.M^ 
\vith  the  most  scru])ulous  im])artiality.  J\)litical,  sectarian,  social 
and  personal  influence  which  had  determined  appointments 
hitherto  won*  swept  aside,  and  evcMy  ap])ointment  since  made  hn?? 
had  merit  alon(*  for  its  basis.  This  plan  has  secured  for  the  schooln 
a  high  grade  of  teaching  service  and  has  won  the  support  of  a 
practically  unanimous  public  sentiment.  Another  important  step 
in  securing  good  tcniching  service  was  taken  by  the  school  authori- 
ties in  18VU,  in  abolishing  tbe  annual  election  of  teachers  and 
giving  them  a  secure  tenure  of  office  after  a  year  of  meritorious 
probation.  This  tenure  of  office  has  lately  been  confirmed  by 
action  of  the  State  L(*gislature. 

The  numy  im])ortant  changes  iu  methods  of  teaching,  especially 
in  the  lower  grades,  the  lK'tt(*rment  of  the  work  in  English,  largely 
brought  about  by  the  im])rove<l  plans  of  instruction  in  reading  and 
the  constant  use  of  good  literature,  the  introduction  of  Drawing, 
Manual  Training,  Nature-Study  and  Physical  Culture  need  not 
1)0  dwelt  ui>on.  Thes(»  are  due  to  general  educational  progress 
and  are  found  everywhere.     Their  presence  is  an  acknowle<lged 
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blessing;  their  absence  would  be  a  condemnation.  The  same  may 
be  said  of  the  promotion  of  pupils  on  the  basis  of  the  teachers' 
opinion,  rather  than  on  the  results  of  final  written  examinations, 
the  holding  of  stated  teachers'  meetings  in  each  school,  with 
specialists  by  grades,  and  of  regular  conferences  of  Principals  and 
Superintendent. 

This  contrast  between  the  conditions  of  thirty-five  years  ago  and 
those  of  to-day  is  not  only  striking  but  also  highly  encouraging. 
The  city,  the  school  authorities,  the  teachers  and  to  the  greatest 
extent  by  far,  the  children,  are  surely  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
wider  opportunities  now  offered  in  healthful  modem  buildings  and 
in  broader  and  uiore  comprehensive  courses  of  study. 

The  progress  of  the  schools  during  the  past  year,  while  marked 
by  no  specially  noteworthy  occurrences,  has  b(»en  uniform  and 
satisfactory.  Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  reports  of  the  Prin- 
cipal of  the  High  School,  and  of  the  Supervisors  of  Drawing,  of 
Music  and  of  Kindergartening  which  accompany  this  report  and 
which  give  in  detail  the  history  of  these  important  departments. 

It  is  recommended  that  at  least  two  additional  teachers  be  added 
to  the  High  School  corps.  Many  divisions  of  the  first  and  second- 
year  classes  have  over  forty  meuibers,  a  numl)er  clearly  too  large. 
This  numl)er  should  be  reduced  so  as  not  to  exceed  thirty.  The 
efforts  of  the  class  teachers  would  then  become  much  more  effective 
and  many  pupils  who  now  become  discouraged  because  it  is  im- 
practicable to  give  those  who  need  it  that  personal  attention  so 
essential  during  these  trying  stages  of  their  course,  would  continue 
in  attendance,  instead  of  leaving  as  they  now  do  in  lamentably 
large  numbers. 

I  renew  my  recommendation  for  the  establishment  of  regular 
courses  in  manual  training  in  the  elementary  schools,  on  the  line 
suggested  in  my  last  annual  report.  I  also  urge  that  the  time  is 
ripe  for  the  acquisition  of  the  remainder  of  the  block  on  which  the 
High  School  stands  so  that  a  separate  building  and  a  complete 
plant  for  a  more  varied  course  in  manual  training  for  the  use  of 
both  the  High  and  the  elementary  schools  may  place  the  city  on  a 
plane  with  other  cities  which  have  recognized  the  fact  that  this 
department  has  become  a  permanent  factor  in  the  formation  of  a 
complete  public  school  system. 

Believing  that  a  strong  public  sentiment  exists  in  favor  of  free 
text-books  for  all  pupils  I  advise  that  you  take  such  affirmative 
action  as  may  be  Avithin  your  province  to  induce  the  city  authorities 
to  furnish  the  funds  needed  for  this  purpose. 
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Evening  Sciiooi-s. 

The  statistics  given  below  show  the  gratifying  increases  of  2i?4 
in  enrolhnent,  109  in  average  membership  and  84  in  average 
attendance.  While  the  two  elementary  schools  were  more  largely 
attended  than  for  several  years,  the  greatest  interest  was  maiii- 
fsted  in  the  Evening  High  School  which  must  now  l>e  regarded  as 
a  permanent  department  of  the  school  system.  AVliile  naturallv 
the  study  of  such  practical  subjects  as  book-keeping,  drawing  aD<l 
stenograi)hy  attracted  the  majority,  a  goodly  nimiber  were  eager 
students  of  advanced  English,  Latin,  Algebra,  Geometry,  Physics 
and  Chemistry.  I  recommend  that  classes  in  the  modern  languages 
be  formed  should  a  sufficient  number  ask  for  the  privilege. 

On  behalf  of  the  residents  of  the  western  secti(m  of  the  city  who 
arc  prevented  by  distance  from  attending  the  existing  elementanr 
schools,  I  suggest  that  in  September,  1903,  evening  classes  be 
opened  in  School  No.  12,  and  tlmt  the  additional  funds  needed  be 
asked  for  in  your  estimate  for  that  year. 

I  desire  to  commend  the  faithful,  intelligent  and  fruitful  service 
of  all  the  teachers  of  the  evening  schools. 
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Exhibition  of  Pupils'  Work. 

During  the  Christmas  holidays,  an  exliibition  of  the  work  of 
the  pupils  of  all  grades  from  the  Kindergarten  to  the  High  School 
was  held  in  the  High  School.  The  leading  idea  of  the  exliibit 
was  to  exemplify  the  correlation  of  studies.  During  the  five  days 
of  its  continuance  the  exhibition  was  attended  by  hundreds  of 
citizens,  many  of  whom  made  a  careful  study  of  the  productions 
of  the  chihlren  from  grade  to  grade;  while  the  class  teachers 
availed  tliemselves  very  freely  and  generally  of  the  opjx^rtiinity 
offered  for  comparison  of  the  outcome  of  their  ow^l. efforts,  with 
that  of  teachers  of  the  same  grades  in  other  schools.    The  healthful

stimulation  of  pupils  and  teachers,  and  the  rare  opportunity 
offered  to  parents  and  otliers  to  examine  and  appreciate  the  plans 
of  instruction  used  in  tlie  schools,  fully  justified  the  very  moderate 
expense  incurred  in  the  preparation  of  the  exliibit. 

How  the  public  regarded  the  exhibition  may  be  judged  from 
the  folloAving  conunents  of  two  local  papers : 

[From  the  Albany  AKcars.] 

Even  a  hasty  inspection  of  the  work  of  the  local  High  and 
graded  sehofds,  wliich  is  being  shown  by  the  Department  tliis  week, 
is  enough  to  vindicate  the  excellent  reputation  whicli  the  local 
system  possesses  not  only  in  this  vicinity,  but  througliout  the 
country  and  abroad.  The  methods  by  whicli  this  excellence  is 
attained  are  laid  })efore  the  eyes  of  any  visitor,  the  samples  of 
work  being  in  every  sense  representative,  inasmuch  as  consider- 
ably more  than  two-thirds  of  each  class  are  repres(»nted.  Whatever 
special  effort  has  been  spent  in  preparation  was  in  classification 
and  arangement,  the  contents  of  the  several  hundred  binders 
showing  the  regular  class-room  work  performed  by  the  pupil, 
without  knowledge  that  the  results  were  to  be  selected  for 
exhibition  purposes.  Upon  the  decoration  of  the  covers  much 
time  and  thought  has  Ix^m  expended,  and  the  results  are  a  credit 
to  tlie  pupils  and  teachers  who  executed  them ;  but  these  serve  their 
purposes  when  they  attract  attention  to  the  .more  instructive 
interiors. 

A  parent  cannot  spend  a  day  to  better  advantage  than  in  looking 
over  these  exhibits  along  the  lines  whicli  are  foUowed  by  the  studies 
of  his  child.  The  scheme  of  public  education  as  a  whole  is  not 
readily  gras]:)ed  even  by  the  teachers  who  administer  it,  few  out- 
side of  the  school  principals,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion and  the  members  of  the  School  Board  understanding  the  care- 
fully planned  relation  of  the  steps  by  which  a  child  is  fitted  for 
college  or  a  business  career  at  the  expense  of  the  taxpayers.  One 
of  the  most  important  duties  of  those  who  have  charge  of  the  sys- 
t<>m  always  has  been  to  arrange  the  course  so  that  the  progress  from 
lower  to  higher  steps  of  knowledge  is  smooth  and  interesting,  each 
new  subject  being  taken  up  and  taught  without  conscious  special 
effort. 

The  aim  of  modern  education  is  to  make  the  acquisition  of 
learning  as  easy  as  possible,  and  it  really  seems  that  when  pupils 
take  such  interest  in  the  work  that  they  are  ready  to  spend  hours 
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outside  school  in  original  research,  in  illustrating  their  composi- 
tions and  written  exercises  with  appropriate  blue  prints  and  simi- 
lar illustrations,  they  are  on  the  '*  royal  road." 

While  this  is  the  first  complete  local  exliibition  of  school  work, 
similar  exhibitions  were  prepared  for  the  World's  Fair  in  18IK*] 
and  for  the  Paris  Exposition  two  years  ago.  On  the  latter  occa- 
sion the  work  of  the  Albany  schools  was  so  well  thought  of  that 
three  foreign  educational  brxlies  bid  against  each  other  in  their 
efforts  to  secure  them  for  preservation  in  their  educational 
museums,  where  they  might  be  studied  by  teachers  of  other  nation?. 
The  Board  of  Public  Instruction  received  such  requests  from  the 
school  boards  of  Glasgow,  Scotland,  and  Manchester,  England, 
and  from  the  Kussian  National  Ministry  of  Public  Kducation. 
The  request  of  the  Kussians  was  granted,  and  the  sauij)les  of  work 
performed  by  several  thousand  Albany  children  now  repose  in  the 
Educational  Museum  of  that  country.  The  unusual  excellence  of 
this  exhibit  is  acknowledged  by  the  gold  medal  diploma  which 
now  hangs  in  the  rooms  of  the  school  Board. 

[From  the  Ai.bany  Journal.] 

Excellent  reasons  for  the  great  pride  that  Albanians  take  in 
their  public  schools  is  furnisluMl  by  the  exhibition  of  school  work 
opened  at  the  High  School  this  morning.  To  this  exhibition, 
which  is  the  first  complete  one  ever  gotten  up  in  Albany,  pupils 
of  all  ages  have  contributcMl,  from  the  little  tots  in  the  Kinder- 
gartens to  the  dignified  seniors  of  the  High  School. 

A  Journal  reporter  visited  the  High  School  this  morning  and 
through  the  courtesy  of  Superintendent  Cole  and  several  of  the 
teachers  was  showni  work  so  beautiful  and  so  expressive  of  thorough 
training  that  his  eyes  were  opened  in  wonderment,  especially  at  the 
exhibits  of  the  younger  children.  The  exliibition  is  to  be  kept 
open  for  five  days  and  every  man  and  woman  should  see  it  not  only 
to  satisfy  their  curiosity  but  to  encourage  the  teachers  who  take 
such  great  delight  in  showing  visitors  what  their  pupils  have  done. 
Few  visitors  called  this  morning  l)ecause  the  weather  was  so 
disagreeable. 

While  the  work  of  all  grades  in  all  schools  is  entitled  to  high 
commendation  s]>ecial  mention  should  be  made  of  the  music 
exliibits  because  they  are  the  first  of  their  kind  to  be  shown  any- 
where. They  reflect  great  credit  upon  Prof.  Futterer,  the  instruc- 
tor in  music  in  all  the  public  schools.     Invitations  to  view  this 
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exhibit  have  been  sent  to  prominent  educators  all  over  the  country 
und  many  have  sent  replies  that  they  intended  to  be  present.  To 
go  into  minute  detail  is  impossible  further  than  to  say  that  the 
work  in  all  grades  is  shown  in  a  beautiful  manner. 

The  papers  and  pamphlets  are  arranged  according  to  grades  on 
temporary  tables  made  by  placing  boards  across  the  desks  and 
covering  them  with  cheese-cloth.  Aisles  are  left  between  these 
narrow  platforms,  which  will  allow  visitors  to  inspect  every  piece 
of  work  without  difficulty.  The  papers  and  pamphlets  represent 
the  average  ability  of  the  put)ils  in  lines  of  daily  study.  Some  are 
class  exhibits  and  some  are  individual  exhibits. 

Teac'iiki:s'  Traimnc;  School. 

The  principalvsliip  of  the  Teachers'  Training  School  became 
vacant  on  January  1,  1002,  through  the  resignation  of  Mr.  C.  E. 
Franklin  who  had  served  in  that  capacity  for  a  year  and  a  half. 
]\[r.  Franklin  had  shown  himself  to  be  a  capable,  remarkably 
industrious  and  enthusiastic  instructor.  His  connection  with  the 
school  was  severed  by  his  appointment  as  one  of  the  district  super- 
intendents of  the  city  of  Xew  York. 

The  school  was  ably  conducted  for  the  remainder  of  the  school 
year  by  ^fiss  Harriet  E.  Van  Buren,  the  principal's  assistant.  A 
class  of  sixteen  \v(»ll-prepared  students  met  with  credit  the  require- 
ments of  the  State  examiiiatiims  an<l  was  duly  graduated,  all  its 
meyibers  receiving  the  State  Professional  Certificate  and  your 
license  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  this  city. 

The  Board  has  been  peculiarly  fortunate  in  securing  as  Prin- 
cipal of  this  important  sch(»ol,  Mr.  William  P.  Burris,  a  graduate 
of  l)e  Pauw  University.  Mr.  Jlurris  has  had  some  years  of  experi- 
ence as  a  teacher  and  as  su])erintendent  in  both  Indiana  and  Ohio, 
and  has  supplemented  that  experience  by  a  year  of  special  study  at 
Harvard  University,  where  he  obtained  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Arts,  and  by  an  additicmal  year  of  attendance  at  the  Teachers' 
College  at  Columbia  University  where  he  pursued  lines  of  investi- 
gation and  study  bearing  distinctly  on  the  si)ecial  work  he  is  to 
undertake. 

The  adoption  by  the  Board  of  a  two-years'  course  of  study  to 
take  eflFect  immediately  has  ])lace(l  the  school  on  a  level  with  the 
best  schools  of  its  kind  and  will  unquestionably  result  in  furnishing 
a  supply  of  teachers  for  the  future  superior  in  equipment  to  their 
predecessors,  excellent  as  they  have  been.     The  new  class  numbers 
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nineteen,  and  as  the  next  one  will  undoubtedly  be  equally  large,  it 
is  clear  that  an  additional  instructor  will  be  required  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  school  year  of  1908  and  11)04.  The  Kindergarten 
department,  though  small,  continues  to  supply  a  sufficient  number 
of  well-trained  kindergartners.  The  requirements  of  the  new- 
course  will  ensure  a  constant  supply  since  all  will  be  obliged  to 
take  the  first  year  of  the  kindergarten  course  and  to  complete  the 
second  year  if  they  accept  appointments  as  kindergartners.

'his  rule  is  now  in  operation  in  many  cities  and  is 
lot  only  wise  but  really  essential  for  the  well-being 
s. 
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Teachees. 

The  number  of  teachers  in  the  public  schobl  service  during  the 
year  was  three  hundred  five  (305),  of  whom  two  hundred  eighty 
(280)  were  women  and  twenty-five  (25)  men.  One  hundred 
ninety-five  (195)  were  graduates  of  the  High  School,  thirty-nine 
(39)  of  Normal  schools  and  fifty-nine  (59)  of  various  academies 
and  select  schools.  One  hundred  fifty-four  were  graduates  of 
the  Albany  Teachers'  Training  School.  Two  teachers  died  during 
the  year,  Susan  L.  Newman  of  School  No.  3  and  Mary  T.  Rjan 
of  School  No.  21.  Miss  Newman  was  appointed  in  1893 
and  served  with  entire  acceptability  until  within  a  few  weeks 
of  her  death  on  February  10,  1902.  iliss  Ryan  began  her  eight 
years  of  service  in  1894,  and  died  of  consumption  on  July  7,  1902, 
about  two  weeks  after  the  close  of  the  school  year.  Miss  Ryan 
was  a  fine  teacher  and  gave  faithful  and  fruitful  sennce  although 
evidently  at  the  expense  of  her  health  and  probably  of  her  life. 
Both  of  these  teachers  are  justly  lamented  by  their  pupils,  their 
associates  and  a  large  circle  of  friends. 

I  gladly  take  the  opportunity  in  closing  to  tender  my  thanks  to 
the  members  of  the  former  Board  of  Public  Instruction  for  their 
many  acts  of  support  and  words  of  counsel,  to  the  members  of  the 
present  Board  of  Education  for  the  confidence  they  have  already 
reposed  in  me  and  the  practical  assurances  they  have  given  of  their

Dkau  Sik.  —  The  school  year  ending  June  20,  1002,  has  been 
a  very  satisfactory  one  in  regard  to  the  kindergarten  work  of  the 
public  schools  of  Albany.  1  am  very  confident  that  the  children 
promoted  from  our  kindergartens  to  the  primary  grades  will  be 
as  well  prepared  for  their  new  work  as  it  is  possible  they  could  be, 
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Qsidering  the  fact  that  in  the  fall  and  spring  of  each  year  the 
niber  of  children  in  several  of  our  kindergartens  exceeds  the 
iiiber  desirable  for  ideal  work  when  directed  by  only  one  kinder- 
rtner.  If  an  assistant  could  l)e  placed  in  all  kindergartens  num- 
ring  thirty-six  or  forty  pupils,  1  am  sui*e  the  results  would  be 
ry  satisfactory. 

The  directors  themselves  have  been  earnest  and  conscientious  in 
:*ir  pleasant  and  willing  response  to  all  suggestions  made  by  the 
perintendent  of  Schools  or  the  Supervisor  of  Kindergartens  for 
3  furtherance  of  our  work.  There  have  been  thirty-nine 
)thers'  meetings  held  in  the  several  kindergartens.  The  children 
ve  enjoyed  occasional  walks  or  excursions  wath  their  teachers  — 
ve  visited  trades  pe()]:)le  and  have  duly  celebrated  in  the  kinder- 
rten  the  sj^ecial  days  occurring  in  the  school  year. 
The  directors  have  had  an  added  inspiration  in  their  work, . 

the  course  of  lectures  on  Program  by  ifiss  Laura  Fisher 
Boston,  and  a  course  of  lectures  on  Froebel's  Mother  Play  by 
iss  Susan  Blow.  Merely  mentioning  the  names  of  these  two 
ented  women  is  all  that  is  necessary  to  show  the  standard  of 
ipiration  in  w4iich  the  kindergartners  have  indulged.  Although 
^  Albany  Kindergarten  Association  has  been  the  means  of 
inging  to  Albany  these  lecturers,  yet  the  expenditure  of  time  and 
ength  as  well  as  the  financial  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  each  kinder- 
rtner  is  worthy  of  recognition. 
In  the  Kindergarten  Training  Class  the  work  har  been  carried 

as  usual,  although  the  classes  have  been  small.  There  are  two 
?ts  relating  to  this  phase  of  the  work  which  I  think  are^to  be 
i^retted,  first,  that  comparatively  so  few  of  the  graduates  of  the 
thod  class  find  it  possible  to  avail  themselves  of  this  privilege 
ered  them  by  the  Board  of  Education, —  the  privilege  of  adding 
their  already  generous  education  a  course  of  training  which 
mot  fail  to  make  of  them  better  students,  better  teachers  and 
ter  w^omen;  and,  second,  the  fact  that  the  pupils  who  have 
lepted  this  favor  have  seldom  found  it  possible  to  devote  as  much 
le  as  is  advisable  to  daily  kindergarten  practice.  Both  of  these 
ficulties  could  be  met  I  think  if  the  graduates  of  the  Kinder- 
•ten  Training  Class  could  be  granted  a  special  promotion  or 
ognition  for  having  devoted  two  additional  years  in  acquiring 
lir  professional  training. 

At  the  closing  exercises  of  the  Teachers'  Training  School  which 
k  place  on  the  25th  evening  of  June,  1002,  the  following  mem- 
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bers  of  the  kindergarten  class  received  diplomas  in  recognition  of 
having  faithfully  completed  the  Second  Year  course  of  instruc- 
tion in  kindergarten  methods :  Misses  Minnie  Ehmann,  Jennie  W. 
Macdonald,  Mary  E.  Roche  and  Anna  M.  Wliite. 

On  the  same  (K*casion  three  certificatoH  were  granted  the  First 
Year  pupils  as  follows:  Misses  ( V(?(»lia  F.  Gordon,  Katherine  S. 
Quinn  and  Janet  T.  Welsh.

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Report  of  Supervisok  of  Drawing. 

Albany,  September  1,  1901. 
Dr.  Chas  W.  Cole, 

Superintendent  of  Scliools: 

Dear  Sir. —  Great  things  are  of  slow  growth.  Drawing  has 
been  in  the  Albany  schools  for  over  a  quarter  of  a  century  and  all 
that  time  we  have  been  struggling  forward,  usually  in  the  right 
direction.  Our  aim  lias  always  been  along  educational  lines.  Our 
temptations  are  fads  and  narrow  specific  work. 

When  the  work  of  my  department  is  properly  done,  it  educates 
all  along  the  three  great  avenues  —  Physical,  Mental  and 
Spiritual.  The  danger  is  to  overestimate  the  physical.  When 
an  object  is  placed  before  a  child  and  he  is  required  to  represent  it 
the  spirit  of  the  lesson  is  application,  observation  and  manual 
skill.  The  dra\\ang  is  only  an  evidence  as  to  how  much  of  those 
excellent  qualities  the  pupil  has  attained.  The  poorer  the  result  is, 
the  greater  the  evidence  of  the  necessity  of  the  training.  If  I 
could  only  make  my  pupils  understand  that  in  all  its  importance 
I  should  be  very  happy.  I  believe  my  teachers  generally  see  the 
study  in  its  true  light,  but  the  temptations  are  so  great  to  look  for 
the  visible  resiiUs  only  that  T  am  obliged  to  constantly  remind 
them  of  tlie  danger. 

In  the  mechanical  departnu^nt  the  spirit  is  method,  accuracy, 
precision,  system  and  order. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  if  a  pupil  has  application,  observa- 
tion, manual  dexterity,  method,  system,  etc.,  he  can  draw  well. 
For  that  matter  he  can  do  anything  else  well.  Incidentally  he 
learns  the  useful  art  of  drawing  but  it  is  only  one  of  the  many 
good  things  resulting  from  work  in  my  department. 

The  decorative  element  has  a  two-fold  purpose.  In  this  age, 
inartistic  productions  have  little  market  value.  Nations  are  ever 
striving  to  bring  forth  beautiful  productions  and  it  is  in  the 
public  schools  that  the  artist  artisan  is  made.  It  pays  them  in 
cold  cash. 

Then  comes  the  spiritual  influence  of  this  element.  Man  is  the 
only  creature  that  has  an  iesthetic  nature  and  the  study  of  the 
beautiful  raises  us  above  the  level  of  brute  creation.  It  refines  and 
cultures.     It  awakens  all  that  is  noble  and  (lod-like. 

We  have  now  been  a  year  working  with  the  Prang  system  and 
I  tell  you  that  it  was  a  red  letter  day  for  our  schools  when  the 
Board  adopted  the  system  at  my  suggestion.     With  hardly  an 
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exception,  teachers  and  pupils  are  enthusiastic  over  their  work 
and  our  trouble  is  not  to  urge  but  to  restrain,  for  the  work  is  so 
attractive  that  the  tendency  is  to  give  the  subject  more  than  its 
allotted  time  and  attention. 

The  same  spirit  prevails  in  the  High  School  as  in  the  elementary 
schools.  My  assistant,  Miss  Kankin,  is  doing  a  good  work  with 
the  High  School  students.  She  shoidd  be  better  paid.  She  should 
receive  a  salary  commensurate  Avith  the  importance  of  her 
department. 

Drawing  at  the  Evening  High  School  was  a  decided  success. 
The  work  there  is  of  a  specific  nature.  The  great  bulk  of  the  work 
done  there  is  mechanical  and  t^inical.  We  pay  more  attention 
there  to  the  practical  side  and  our  aim  is  to  equip  workmen  with 
the  knowledge  and  skill  necessary  to  make  and  read  working 
drawings. 

I  am  very  anxious  to  liave  manual  training  introduced  into  the 
lower  schools.  I  have  been  studying  the  problem  for  over  five 
years,  and  shall  be  glad  to  give  the  city  the  benefit  of  my  labors 
in  that  direction  whenever  the  Board  is  ready  to  take  this  important 
forward  movement. 

The  success  of  my  department  is  very  largely  due  to  your  splen- 
did support  and  Avise  couussel  and  I  am  glad  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  thank  you  publicly.

Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir. —  In  submitting  my  annua]  report  it  is  very  gratify- 
ing to  announce  another  very  prosjK^rous  year  in  my  department. 
Much  attention  has  been  given  to  the  proper  rendition  of  songs. 
They  have  been  sung  with  pleasing  voice  quality,  clear  articulation 
and  good  interpretation.  Tndividiuil  and  sight  singing  have  been 
made  important  featurv^s  in  many  instances  and  gratifying  results 
have  been  obtained  in  these  lines.  Nothing  so  delights  the  average 
primary  pupils  as  his  ability  to  rea'd  at  sight.  Occasional  lessons 
in  writing  music  by  dictation  have  been  given  through  the  year. 
I  regret  we  have  so  little  time  to  (Iev(»te  to  this  part  of  the  subject, 
for  I  believe  it  very  helpful  in  securing  rapid  reading.  It  applies 
knowledge  in  a  practical  way,  and,  therefore,  helps  to  impress 
it  on  the  memory.  As  has  been  the  custom  in  times  past,  a  large 
chorus  selected  from  our  grammar  schools  took  part  in  the 
Memorial  Day  exercises.  These  exercises  an*  always  enjoyed  by 
the  pupils,  and  are  useful  in  the  cultivalion  of  patriotic  senti- 
ments. As  usual  every  pupil  in  all  the  different  grades  has  been 
examined  by  me  in  singing  and  in  their  general  knowledge  of 
music.  I  would  recommend  that  a  little  time  bo  given  to  musical 
history.  The  teachers  could  devote  a  few  moments  now  and  then 
Uf  speak  of  some  noted  musician.  There  is  a  growing  interest  in 
this  branch  of  the  work.  Although  the  teachers  have  been  very 
faithful  in  carrying  out  my  orders  and  have  done  excellent  work, 
some  going  far  beyond  their  grade;  there  is  still  chance  for  im- 
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provement.      My  program   submitted   to  you   has   been   strictly 
adhered  to. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  support 
given  me  by  the  Board  of  Education,  yourself,  the  principals  and 
teachers.

YouNo  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. —  It  is  popularly  supposed 
tliat  in  order  to  read  the  future  of  an  individual,  one  must  be  a 
pi-ophet,  or  the  son  of  a  prophet,  or  he  must,  at  least,  be  the  seventh 
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son  of  a  seventli  son.  No  such  qualifications,  however,  are 
rcM|uirecl  to  read  the  future  of  this  class  of  the  Albany  High 
School,  and  for  that  reason  I  would  like,  during  the  few  moments 
I  speak  to  you  to-night,  to  pose  as  a  fortune  teller,  and  tell  you 
something  of  what  the  future  has  in  store  for  you. 

If,  at  this  important  period  of  your  lives,  you  are  thinking 
along  right  lines,  the  question  is  constantly  recurring  to  you  — 
**  how  can  I  make  the  best  use  of  my  life,  and  how  shall  I  obtain 
the  best  success  in  life  ? "  And  it  is  for  this  reason  that  I  would 
read  the  future  for  you  to-uight. 

A  nund)er  of  years  ago,  during  a  somewhat  protracted  visit  on 
the  Pa(*ific  coast,  a  friend  asked  me  to  take  a  trip  with  him  up  the 
sick^  of  a  mountain  whose  peaks  were  among  the  eternal  snows.  I 
accepted  the  invitation,  and  we  started  on  horse-back  to  make  the 
trip.  Some  distance  from,  the  mountain  we  came  to  a  series  of  hills 
extending  on  either  hand  as  far  as  the  eye  could  reach.  Some  of 
the  hills  were  large,  and  some  small,  some  were  long  and  some 
were  short,  some  were  regular  in  ther  formation,  and  some 
decidedly  irregular.  Tliere  were,  of  course,  valleys  between 
the  hills,  and  these  varied  in  their  shape  as  did  the  hills  them- 
selves. As  we  pursued  our  path  through  the  valleys,  around 
the  larger  hills,  and  over  some  of  the  smaller  ones,  I  asked  my 
friend  as  to  this  formation,  lie  replicnl  that  these  were  known  as 
the  foot  hills  and  were  quite  a  common  formation  at  the  foot  of 
large  mountains.  We  fimilly  reached  the  foot  of  the  moimtain, 
Mhere  we  tied  our  horses  and  commenced  our  upward  march.  The 
-way  was  long,  the  path  was  rough,  and  it  was  w^eary  climbing.  At 
Inst,  when  we  were  utterly  tired  out,  and  felt  we  could  go  no 
further,  we  reached  a  large  plateau.  After  resting  for  a  time  we 
w-ent  to  the  e<lge  to  take  in  the  view,  and  as  we  stood  there  and 
l(K>ked  oflF  in  the  distance  at  other  snow-crowned  moimtains,  and 
smaller  mountain  ranges  between,  and  as  we  gazed  over  rivers  and 
valleys,  over  swaying  forests  and  waving  fields  of  grain,  and  as 
Tve  breathed  the  pure  mountain  air,  we  felt  well  repaid  for  our 
hing  and  weary  climb. 

Now,  as  I  draw  aside  the  curtain  which  v<»ils  the  future  from  our 
view,  I  see  in  the  distance  a  shining  mountain,  and,  like  the  other 
mountain,  the  foot  hills  are  between.  Along  the  side  of  this 
moimtain  we  see  nund^erless  roads  and  paths,  which  reach  from  the 
foot  to  the  top  of  the  mountain,  which  rears  its  head  high  in  the 
heavens.     At  each  of  these  roads  there  is  a  sign ;  let  us  see  what 
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they  say.  Here  is  one  that  reads  '^  Road  to  Success  in  Art," 
another,  '^  Road  to  Success  in  Literature,"  another  "  Road  to 
Success  in  Science,"  and  then  there  are  signs  showing  the  roads  to 
success  in  banking,  in  all  kinds  of  biisiness,  in  all  branches  of  busi- 
ness, in  all  the  professions,  and  all  their  branches ;  in  the  special- 
ties, in  engineering,  in  politics,  in  mining,  in  electrical  discovery. 
Their  number  is  legion. 

All  over  this  great  mountain  we  see  in  letters  of  gold  the  one 
word  ^^  Siiccess."  The  letters  along  the  lower  part  of  the  mountain 
are  small,  but  grow  larger  and  larger  as  we  go  up  the  mountain, 
until  at  the  u])per  end  of  each  one  of  those  roads  the  letters  seem  to 
fonn  themselves  into  a  golden  crown,  and  this  crown  is  set  with 
jewels  the  most  magnificent  the  world  has  ever  known.  What  are 
these  jewels  ?  They  are  High  Thoughts,  Noble  Aspirations, 
Temptations  Resisted,  Difficulties  Overcome,  Things  Achieved. 
Here  is  the  price  mark  and  it  reads,  "  The  price  of  this  crown  is 
a  Ufeiime  of  service,  and  the  name  of  the  one  who  wins  it  shall  go 
down  \ntli  honor  through  the  coming  generations." 

Just  here,  as  we  enter  the  path  which  leads  out  through  the  foot 
hills,  is  a  guide  board,  on  the  top  of  which  is  written,  '^  Rules  for 
those  who  would  climb  the  mountain."  Before  we  begin  our 
journey,  let  us  see  what  some  of  these  rules  are.  Here  is  the  first 
one,  **  If  you  woidd  clind)  the  mountain  and  reach  the  prize,  kwp 
the  top  of  the  mountain  always  in  ^new,  and  never  let  a  day  go  hy 
without  making  some  progress  toward  it."  Next,  "  If  you  would 
climb  successfully,  climb  alone."  This  does  not  mean  that  you  are 
not  to  extend  a  helping  hand  to  others,  nor  does  it  mean  that  you 
arc  to  spurn  assistance.  It  does  mean,  however,  that  you  \rmi 
depend  upon  yourself,  and  yourself  alone.  No  one  can  be  success- 
fully pushed  up  this  mountain,  and  you  will  need  the  mental,  moral 
and  physical  muscle  developed  in  your  earlier  struggles  in  order 
to  be  able  to  cope  successfully  with  the  greater  difficulties  beyond." 

Next,  "  (1ion.se  the  right  road."  There  are  so  many  misfits  in 
life,  so  many  i)rofessioual  m(»n  who  arc  not  successful  who  might 
have  been  suec'ossful  in  other  paths;  so  many  unsuccessful  busi- 
ness men  who  might  have  been  successful  in  other  lines;  so  many 
women  who  ai-e  wrongly  placed ;  so  nuiny  of  both  sexes  who  simply 
took  the  wrong  road. 

In  choosing  your  road  consult  first  your  tastes.  Which  road  is 
so  attractive  to  you  that  for  the  prize  at  the  top  you  can  spend 
a  lifetime  in  reaching  it  ^    'J'hen,  consiUt  your  qualifications;  and 
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you  have  the  right  to  give  them  all  the  credit  they  deserve,  and  to 
take  credit  for  all  the  powers  of  the  brain  which  Grod  has  given 
jou.  Next  consult  your  limitations.  Perhaps  this  road,  or  that, 
or  the  other,  is  not  suited  to  your  powers,  and  perhaps  another  is. 

Next  we  read,  ^*  Forget  Self."  This  does  not  mean  to  forget  the 
higher  self,  but  tliat  lower  self,  which  coimts  the  hours  in  a  day's 
work,  and  wliich  demands  present  pleasure  and  present  enjoyment, 
regardless  of  the  future  cost.  This  does  not  mean  that  you  yoimg 
men  shall  never  belong  to  a  ball  club,  or  shall  never  join  a  boat 
crew,  or  that  you  shall  never  join  in  the  reasonable  pleasures  of 
3outh.  It  does  not  mean*  that  you  young  ladies  shall  never  pay 
attention  to  dress,  for  it  is  your  duty  to  make  yourself  attractive, 
and  to  dress  in  good  taste,  and  as  well  as  your  means  will  permit. 
It  does  not  mean  that  you  shall  take  no  part  in  social  life.  It  does 
mean,  however,  that  all  these  things  are  but  incidents;  resting 
places  on  the  journey  of  life;  servants  to  cheer  and  strengthen  you 
in  your  struggle.  There  are  other  rules  on  this  guide  board,  but 
they  have  been  repeated  to  you  over  and  over  again  by  parents  and 
teachers  and  friends,  and  your  experience  as  you  journey  along  will 
more  and  more  show  to  you  their  importance. 

In  the  real  life,  which  begins  as  you  leave  these  doors  to-night, 
jour  paths  will  separate,  but  in  the  vision  Ix^fore  us  let  us  keep 
together.  As  we  start  on  the  journey  we  find  ourselves  at  once 
among  the  foot  hills  of  life.  Here  we  find  a  vast  multitude  of 
people  who  seem  to  be  dwelling  here.  Some  of  them  are  located 
on  the  hills,  some  in  the  pleasant  valleys,  and  some  in  the  valleys 
that  are  not  so  pleasant.  There  are  pleasant  people  here  and 
pleasant  surroundings,  but  in  some  of  the  valleys  it  seems  as  though 
the  sun  never  shines,  and  here  we  find  in  cwampy  ground,  in  mud 
and  filth  and  degradation,  people  living  their  lives.  They  seem 
to  have  no  idea  of  the  moimtain  l)eyon(l.  They  seem  to  have 
no  idea  even  of  the  pleasant  valleys  around  them.  They  are  look- 
ing downwards  and  not  upwards,  and  the  valleys  in  which  they 
live  are  not  pleasant  places.  But  we  pass  through  the  valleys  and 
around  the  hills,  and  at  last  we  reach  the  mountain  side,  and  here 
let  us  stop  and  take  stock.  We  started  with  ninety  and  nine,  and 
how  many  are  there  now  ?  Five,  ten,  twenty,  fifty.  We  are  not  all 
here.  Some  have  foimd  pleasant  places  among  the  foot  hills,  and 
are  making  homes  among  them  and  like  those  who  are  living  among 
tljfc  hills  and  valleys,  they  have  lost  sight  of  the  jeweled  crown.  I 
see  those  who  are  left  still  pressing  forward,  and  as  we  proceed  up 
the  mountain  side  we  see  there  are  pitfalls,  there  are  stumblirL^ 
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blocks,  there  are  fences  to  climb,  there  are  brambles  and  thoms  in 
the  way,  and  the  way  itself  is  steep,  and  hard  and  long,  bnt  after  a 
long,  hard  climb,  we  come  out  on  a  plateau,  and  here,  too,  we  find 
a  multitude  of  people.  Tliey  have  made  for  tliemselves  pleasant 
homes  and  pleasant  surroundings,  but  we  wonder  why  they  have 
not  continued  up  the  mountain  path  which  leads  still  upward  just 
over  the  otlier  side  of  the  plateau,  and  as  we  inquire,  we  find 
some  of  thorn  have  tried  the  ]>ath,  and  liave  turned  back ;  s<.)me  have 
looked  on  it,  and  found  it  was  too  hard,  and  some  have  become  color 
blind,  and  fail  to  see  the  path  and  the  glittering  prize  at  the  top. 
So  we  pass  along,  and  just  as  we  start  up  the  mountain  again  let 
us  once  more  take  stock.  Tluire  are  five,  ten,  twenty,  thirty.  We 
have  lost  some  more.  Others  of  our  party  have  found  pleasant 
hemes  on  the  first  plateau,  and  remained  l)ehind.  The  way  is 
more  and  more  incumln^red  with  pitfalls,  the  stumbling  blocks  arc 
liirger,  the  rocks  are  harder  to  get  over,  and  sometimes,  too,  we 
find  the  peo]de  below  are  trying  to  pull  us  back,  hut  as  we  go 
upward  we  see  the  prize  and  press  onward.  At  last  we  reach  the 
second  plateau,  and  here  again  we  find  people,  not  so  many,  but 
still  a  great  number,  and  just  over  yonder  our  path  leads  upward 
again. 

Our  journey  thus  far  has  not  been  one  of  days  or  weeks  or 
months,  but  a  journey  of  velars,  and  now  let  us  close  our  eyes  for  a 
moment  and  open  them  on  the  vision  many  years  later,  for  years, 
as  you  know,  fly  fast  in  a  vision.  Now,  we  look  almost  to  the  top 
and  there  we  see  of  the  class  of  11>02,  how  many  ?  One,  two,  three. 
Are  there  three?  Are  there  more  than  three?  The  intervening 
years  dim  my  vision,  and  1  cannot  tell,  but  as  I  turn  from  the 
vision  and  look  into  the  bright  faces  l)efore  me,  I  wonder,  and  I 
wonder,  and  I  wonder.  Which  one,  or  two,  or  three  or  more  is  it 
that  I  see  high  up  the  mountain,  still  climbing  and  reaching  for 
the  prize.  As  I  look  again  and  try  to  distinguish,  the  curtain  falls 
and  the  vision  fades  away,  and  as  it  passes  I  can  only  ho]>(»  that  not 
so  many  will  lag  behind  as  the  vision  showed,  and  that  if  we  look 
upon  this  mountain  twenty-five,  thirty  or  thirty-five  years  from 
now  we  shall  s(»e  that  not  one  of  the  clav^s  of  1902  has  been  left 
behind  in  the  foot  hills;  not  one,  even,  on  the  lower  levels,  but  that 
each  an<l  every  one  will  l)e  still  struggling  upward,  and  with  an 
eye  bright  with  hope  still  reaching  out  for  that  glittering  prize 
which  is  so  well  worth  a  lifrlime  of  service.  And  may  the 
Infinite  Fath(»r  go  with  you  all  the  way,  and  guide  and  bless,  and 
uphold  you  as  you  climb.

Our  regular  teaching  force  was  greatly  weakened  during  the 
year  by  the  absence  of  several  meml>crs  of  the  faculty ;  Miss  Home 
spent  the  year  abroad  in  study;  Miss  Pultz  was  granted  leave  of 
absence  on  account  of  poor  health ;  Prof.  Sanford  was  absent  the 
entire  year;  Prof.  Home,  Iw  reason  of  severe  illness,  was  absent 
from  May  27  till  the  close  of  th(»  year,  and  Mr.  Fitzgibbou,  director 
of  th«  Boys'  Manual  Training  Department,  was  absent  from 
March  seventeenth  till  the  close  of  the  year  on  account  of  illness. 

This  great  depletion  in  the  ranks  of  the  faculty  was  made  up  in 
part  by  th(»  cheerful  assumption  of  extra  work  and  responsibility 
on  the  part  of  other  regular  teachers,  and  in  part  by  the  aid  of 
excellent  substitutes  in  the  various  dei)artments.  Miss  Harriet  ('. 
Creble  was  employed  in  theCJerman  Department,  and,  though  with- 
out previous  experience  as  a  teaclier,  by  her  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  subject  taught,  and  her  willingness  to  aid  in  all  matters  outside 
the  class-room,  rendered  very  satisfactory  assistance.  Miss  Jennie 
Macdonald,  a  former  graduate  of  the  High  School  and  of  the 
Training  Scho<d,  rendered  excellent  service  in  teaching  Algebra, 
while  Miss  Catherine  Flanigan  and  Miss  Janet  T.  Welsh,  both

ally  helpful  in  the  management  of  the  various  classes  assigned 
hem  and  in  the  general  work  of  the  school. 
Ve  were  obliged  to  suspend  the  work  in  the  Boys'  Manual  Train- 
I)ei)artment  during  the  absence  of  Air.  Fitzgibbon.  Miss  Mary 
Robinson,  a  graduate  of  the  High  School  and  of  the  State 
rmal  College,  rendere<l  efficient  assistance  in  charge  of  Prof, 
rne's  classes  during  the  closing  weeks  of  the  year, 
^hat  our  school  suffered  so  little  from  the  absence  of  so  many 
ilar  teachers  1  attribute  to  the  good  will  and  hearty  co-operation 
he  great  majority  of  our  pupils,  the  efficient  and  earnest  assist- 
e  of  our  substitutes  and  the  untiring  and  loyal  devotion  of 
:y  member  of  our  faculty.  Since  the  opening  of  the  present 
)ol  year  Prof.  Sanford  —  a  member  of  the  High  School 
ulty  since  1872  —  has  resigned,  and  his  resignation  has  been 
'pted  by  the  I>oard  of  Education.  During  his  service  in  our 
)ol  Prof.  Sanford  has  at  one  time  or  another  taught  successfully 
rly  all  subjects  in  our  course  of  study,  and  for  many  years 
ceding  his  resignation  was  tlie  head  of  the  English  Department, 
[e  was  a  gra<luate  from  tlie  Bridgewater  (Mass.)  Normal 
nol,  th(»  PhiHj)s  And(>ver  (Mass.)  Academy  and  Dartmouth 
lege.  The  (»steeni  in  which  Prof.  Sanford  is  ludd  by  his  asso- 
ps  and  colaborers  is  best  shown  by  the  following  letter  addressed 
im  after  his  resignation :

,  on  your  part,  that  have  always  characterized  our  personal 

social  as  well  as  our  professional  intercourse,  we  desire  at 
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parting  to  express  the  earnest  hope  that  returning  health  and  many 
years  of  happiness  await  yon.

Miscellaneous. 

The  repairs  recently  made  in  the  basement  of  our  building,  the 
various  study  halls  and  the  Principal's  office,  have  been  long  and 
urgently  needed  for  convenience,  for  neatness,  for  sanitary  reasons 
and  for  respectability  in  appearance.  I  can  assure  the  members 
of  the  Board  that  these  improvements  have  elicited  many  expres- 
sions of  grateful  aj^preciation  from  both  pupils  and  teadiers. 

I  have  already  laid  before  the  Board  a  statement  of  our  need  of 
additional  accommodations  which  wall,  I  trust,  receive  due 
consideration. 

Mention  should  here  be  made  of  two  prizes  awarded  the  past 
year  to  the  High  School  pu})ils  by  citizens  of  Albany,  viz.:  the 
*•  Vint  Art  Prize,"  of  fifteen  dollars,  given  by  Mr.  James  Vint  for 
the  best  specimen  of  industrial  drawing,  and  a  set  of  drawing 
instrnnients,  valued  at  ten  dollars,  given  by  the  Albany  Hardware 
Company  for  the  l)est  work  in  meelianical  drawing.

As  it  is, 
perhaps,  the  last  time  that  Ave  shall  C(mie  together  as  a  class  in  this 
Assembly  Hall  it  is  fitting  that,  for  a  moment,  w^e  should  look  back 
over  the  events  of  the  past  four  years  and  recall  what  has  come  to 
us  here  of  pr(><>Tess,  development  and  groAvth. 

Tn  all  animate  nature  existence  always  means  growth.  Four 
years  ago  it  was  our  good  fortune  to  be  selected  and  planted  in 
this  favored  s]K)t.  Though  we  were  but  tender  plants^  yet  we  trust 
we  were  live  shoots,    liet  \\^  \vo^  \k^\.  on\\  ^owtk  has  always  been 
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ii)  the  right  (lirection ;  that  it  means  not  only  stature  but  also 
strength,  cliaraeter,  manhood. 

Xearly  all  our  noble  American  trees  are  exogenous,  their  growth 
is  by  yearly  accretions.  How  they  lift  their  branches  and  open 
their  leaves  to  the  sunliglit  as  if  they  loved  to  growl  How  they 
seize  upon  the  resources  of  nature  and  transmute  them  into  some- 
thing substantial  and  permanent  I  How  each  addition  of  hard 
wood  gives  increased  strength  and  steadfastness  I  How  their  roots 
strike  down  deep  into  the  soil  and  take  hold  of  the  foundation  of 
tilings!  They  are  getting  ready  for  the  serious  business  of  life; 
to  stand  nobly  in  their  places  and  meet  unflinchingly  the  storm 
and  the  tempest. 

Is  that  what  we  have  been  doing  here  during  the  past  four 
years  ?  Have  we  transmitted  the  wholesome  influences  and  the 
thorough  discipline  of  the  place  into  permanent  characters  ?  Have 
we  become  fixed,  anchored,  grounded  in  the  eternal  principles  of 
truth  and  righteousness  ? 

If  such  has  been  our  preparation,  we  may  go  forth  to  meet  the 
future  with  hope  and  courage.  Though  we  shall  hereafter  sadly 
miss  the  wise  direction  of  our  teachers,  yet  the  discipline  of  the 
]>ast  lias,  in  some  degree,  developed  self-reliance;  it  has  made  us 
feel  that  **  in  ourselves  our  future  lies.''  In  the  past  others  have 
assisted  in  our  development ;  hereafter  we  know^  we  must  depend 
more  largely  upon  ourselves. 

Yet,  while  we  welcome  the  future  with  all  its  possibilities,  we 
rememlH^r  that  our  delightful  fellowship  here  is  about  to  terminate.

During  the  ])ast  four  years  we  have  made  many  accjuaintances  in 
this  school.  We  have  made  some  friends.  In  all  the  walks  of  life 
the  former  are  many;  the  latter  few.  Let  us  ever  remember  and 
cherish  the  friends  we  have  made  here.  The^y  are,  perhaps,  the 
best  and  truest  we  shall  ever  know.  We  hope  the  members  of  the 
faculty  will  always  remember  our  C^lass  with  a  feeling  of  friend- 
ship. We  know  what  they  have  done  for  us,  and  we  shall  never 
forget  our  obligation  to  them. 

—  Permit  me,  in  the  name  of  the  Class 
of  1002,  to  present  to  the  Albany  IHgh  School,  througli  you,  this 
simple  memorial.  When  standing  at  this  desk  addressing  other 
classes  that  are  to  succeed  us,  may  you  sometimes  have  a  pleasant 
remembrance  of  the  Class  of  1002.
